Hungry soldiers at Fort Sheridan broke out 
in open rebellion last night against the quan- 
tity and quality of food served at the regi- 
Trouble has been expected for 
the last week or ten days. but not until Friday 
night did it appear. The 600 men, many of 
whom say they have been compelled 
to go to bed hungry every night for a month, 
then became unmanageable and dangerously 
near the rioting point. The demonstration 
about the mess quarters was loud enough to 
be heard in all parts of che post. The men ab- 
solutely refused toeat the rations placed before 
them. This trouble occurred again last night 
in a milder form. One company at least is 
liable under the army rules, and rumors of an 
investigation on the part of the War Depart- 
ment at Washington are freely discussed. 

For a yearthe privates in the eight com- 
panies of infantry, the two troops of cavalry, 
and the light battery, in all G00 men, have 
been grumbling among themselves about 
their evening rations. Lieut. Blouvelt was 
the officer in cliarge of the commissary. It 
is said on account of this grumbling he was 
replaced by Lieut.

DETECTIVES GUARDING HARLOW N.

A Strange Man, Claiming to Be a Rela- 
tive of the President of the World’s 
Fair, Calls at His House During His 
Absence, Is Given a Meal, and After- 
wards Is Seen -Prowling About the 
Place at NighteThe House Practically 
Under Siege. 


Two detectives from the Cottage Grove’

himself. The house was virtually in a state 
of siege all day yesterday.

The men declared 
that the food was not :only insufficient 
to support the strength of strong, 
healthy men, but also that it was 

an.jnferior quality..Por fear of getting | 
into trouble with the officers no open com- 
plaint was made. The higher officers are said 
to have heard of this, but would pay no at- 
tention. Hundreds of men who could net 
buy meals at the post canteen or at High- 
land Park or at the village of Fort Sheridan 
went to bed hungry night after night. The 
meals became poorer and poorer until fears 
of the guard-bouse, court martial, or dismis- 
sal from the service were nothing compared 
to the prospect of starvation. 

Then came the outbreak. This was at sup- 
per time Friday evening, 


Outbreak Last Night, 


Last night the same thing occurred. The 
food set before the men was said to be bean 
soup of poor quality and dry bread. The 
men had been told by their officers to leave 
the tables quietly if they did not wish to eat, 
or there would be trouble, This they did, 
and those who could afford it went to outside 
places for their evening meal. 

When the soldiers left the mess quarters 
Officer of the Day Hartz is reported to have 
asked them what they had for supper. The 
reply. was ‘“‘supposed to have been bean 
soup.’ Hartz is said to have replied: 
* Well, isn’t that good enough? Do you want 
turkey? You will have to eat that or starve!” 
Various schemes were used to procure food. 
A party of ten went out hunting and finally 
killed a rabbit. The rabbit furnished a game 
dinner for the men in their quarters. 

Many of the men have been at other posts, 
and claim that Fort Sheridan is the worst 
place in the country regards rations. A 
fair meal at the mess quarters is said to bea 
small piece of meat, dry bread, and tea or 
coffee, Lake water can te had 
by going into the kitchen after 
it. Breakfast generally consists of 
codfish, hash or stew, bread and coffee, all 
poor. For dinner the average is a quarter of 
a pound of steak or less, dry bread, and tea 
or coffee, Potatoes are sometimes served, 
but not with meat. They are always boiled 
‘* with the jackets on.’’ Sometimes soup is 
given at dinner. Samples of the supper meal 
have been given. The last time pie was 
served was Thanksgiving, 1892. 

Compelled to Eat It. 


The men are compelled to eat all that is put 
on their plates. It is said that one private 
named Ellis some months ago was fined $10 
and fifteen days in the guard-house for leav- 
ing a piece of pork on his plate. He was a 
Jew and a recruit. Only a_ short 
time since one maa failed to 
get his piece of meat. Lieut. Welsn is re. 
ported to have threatened Corporal Berry 
with court-martial for not preventing some 
other man getting the missing piece. A 
Corporal or Sergeant sits at the head 
of each table to see that the men 
eat what is placed before them, 
Many privates report that they have to use 
their entire salary to buy outside supplies of 
food. Fruit and eggs are an unknowr quanti- 
ty. Dessert is not in the mess vocabulary, 
and pie is only a Christmas or Thanks. 
giving treat. Hard tack has often been 
served to save the bread supply. which is said 
to be the only good thing placed on the ta. 
bles. 

Yesterday morning several men left parts 
of their food on their plates. The officers 
were seon after them, but failed to find the 
guilty parties. | 

According to paragraph No. 1867 of the 
army regulations one person is allowed each 
day the following: 

‘Twelve ounces of pork, or bacon, or canned 
beef, or one pound and four ounces of fresh beef 
or twenty-two ounces of salt beef; eighteen 
ounces of soft bread or flour or sixteen ounces 
of hard bread, or one pound and four ounces of 
corn meal: one pound of vegetables, and to every 
100 rations fifteen pounds of beans or peas, or 
ten pounds of rice or hominy: ten pounds of 
green coffee or eight of roasted coffee, or two 
pounds of tea; fifteen pounds of sugar; four 
quarts of vinegar; four pounds of salt; four 
ounces of pepper, etc.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov, 18.—Gov. Fishback of 
Arkansas arrived.in this city today and gave 
his opinion of the recent political landslide, 
as follows:

COLUMBIA IS THE QUEEN OF THE OCEAN. 


The Cruiser Makes an Average Speed of 
22.81 Knots for Four Hours, ‘ 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 18.—The triple screw 
United States cruiser Columbia on its official 
run today over the government measured 
course averaged 22.81 knots an hour during 
a four hours’ run under forced draught, thus 
exceeding all previous records. The contract 
of the government with the William Cramp 
Ship and Engine Building company calls:for 
a speed of twenty-one knots an hour. As this 
is exceeded by one and three-quarters 
knots the builders earn a premium 
of $350,000. The passing of water into 
the port engine along with the steam necessi- 
tated the slowing-up of that engine on more 
than one occasion and undoubtedly prevented 
the ship from averaging over twenty-three 
knots an hour. 


THIEVES MAKE A BIG HAUL IN OHIO 


The United States Express Company Is 
Robbed of $25,000, 

Lima, O., Nov. 18,—[Special.]|—A bold ex- 
press robbery took place last night at Troy, 
south of here, on the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton road, the United States Express 
office being robbed of a large sum. The ex- 
press nessenger at the depot had a smail iron 
safe, used in shipping Money and valuables, 
and placed it in the telegraph office, and 
stepped to the baggage room. He was gone 
only a few minutes but when he came back 
the little iron box was hot there.

I found the intelligent and educated 
elements strongly in favor of annexation to the 
United States, with a small exception. This an- 
nexation sentiment prevailed among educated 
men of the native race to whom I talked. Among 
the ignorant and suverstitious Kanakas there is 
of course a sort of traditional awe of royalty, 
and it is from this class only, or chiefly, that the 
ex-Queen gets her support in her aspirations to 
the throne. Among the educated and property- 
owning classes there is no respect for her pre- 
tensions. The Germans with whom I came in 
contact favored annexation to the United States. 
The Englishmen—well you know how it is with 
Englishmen the world over. Anything that En- 
land can’t have they want no other nation to get. 
Fron what I learned on the islands I think it 
would be impossible for the Queen, if reinstated, 
to retain the throne, unless constantly backed up 
by the power of the United States. The feeling 
is very strong against the return to monarcbv. 


Provisional Government Is Solid. 


Ex-Consul-General H, W. Severance spoke 
substantially as follows: 

The affairs on the islands are prcgressing slow- 
ly and without any sensational developments. 
The provisional government is so firmly estab- 
lished tinancially and otherwise that it cannot be 
destroyed. Itis supported by the very best ele- 
ment—the orderly, law-abiding citizens—who 
have large interests at stake. The islands, like 
other places, have soreheads and boodlers who 
espouse any wouter cause because of what 
there isin it. Then there are English infiuences 
which from motives of self-interest are apt to 
stir up strife in order to meet their sinister ends. 
I don't think the question of the Queen’s restora- 
tion has been discussed. Such a possibility is 
not even entertained. Generally speaking the 
country is prosperous under the rule of the pro- 
visional administration, even though there isa 
slight business depression owing to causes exist- 
ing elsewhere. 

Mrs. H. W. Severance, wife of the ex-Con- 
sul-General, became highly indignant at the 
idea that any one should suppose the restora- 
tion of Queen Liliuokalani as even possible. 
She characterized all the people who look for 
that event as idiots and lacking in sense, and 
gaid that no one, so far as she knew, wished 
for a restoration of the monarchy. She de- 
elared that the statement’ that the Queen was 
deposed by Americans from the United States 
ship Boston alone and as the result of a con- 
spiracy was utterly and completely false. 


Wants the Warships Removed. 


C. A. Warner of Warner’s Excursions 
said: ; 

The general belief is that if the United States 
would withdraw its warships the trouble 
would be detinitely ended. The moral support 
which the presence of the ships gives to the 
Queen's adherents is the cause of the standing 
friction. Absolutely take away the pe and 
you will make the country prosperous. The only 
posote dissatisfied with the present administra- 


‘tion are some irresponsible, unimpor- 


tant Kanakas who render allegignce 


viction that her rule is for the country’s 
best interests, but ae and solely because 
of superstitious motives. Itis an absolute fact 
that the provisional government, even under the 
expense of maintajifiing an army, has been run- 
ning the government more econamically and far 
better than under the Queen's administration. 
Information obtained from the most reliable 
sources is that the maintenance of the provision- 
al government is for the best and most substan- 
tial prosperity of Hawaii. Evidence of this is 
incontrovertibke. 

William Wall, an ex-soldier of the Hawaiian 
army, said: 

The present government is the very best the 
islands ever had, It is constantly growing in 
pepatertty and is fully able to take care of itself. 

he army at present consists of 200 trained men, 
fully equipped, and five companies of volunteers. 
It has one field amie” several Gatling guns. 
and other small guns. It can put in the field at 
short notice 800 men. The Queen's forces are 
nothing to speak of. 

J. F. Soper, son of the commandant of the 
Hawaiian forces, briefly expressed his con- 
victions of the outcome of the situation by 
this reference to President Dole: “I think 
the Governor’s skin is perfectly safe.”’ 

M. Hyman, a prominent merchant of Hono- 
lulu, said: 

I believe the provisional government wili be 
retained in power, purely on its manifest merits. 
Its administration is careful, strong, intelligent, 
and financially successful. Its heads command 
the respect of the better element, solely on the 
question of fitness for the place as contrasted 
with the geeveone administration of the deposed 
Queen. Evenshould the United States desire 
her restoration, the provisional goverument 
would still hold on. 


FAVORS FRIENDLY NEGOTIATIONS, 


Pertinent Commment of gn Organ of the 
Provisional Government. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 18.—The Hono- 
lulu Advertiser of the 11th instfnt in a long 
editorial says: 

Whatever plan is in view by the United States, 
or is included in the instructions to Minister 
Willis, must become a matter of friendly negotia- 
tions between the American representative and 
the provisional government to which he is ac- 
eredited. It hardly seems. necessary to say this, 
but for the unceasing clamor of the Royalist or- 

ins, which have absurdly insisted that the new 

inister would come prepared to enforce by 
arms certain demands which they desire to be 
made—that is, for this government tq abdicate in 
favor of the restoration of the decayed monarchy.

“¥ BAILWAY SYSTEM TIED UP FROM 


JERSEY OITY TO BUFFALO. 


Fires Pulled from the Engines and Trafiic 
Practically Suspended After 10 O’Clock 
Last Night—Not a Question of Wages 
but a Demand for the Recognition of 
Organized Labor=Two Thousand En- 
gineers, Conductors, Firemen, and Other 
Employes Affected. 

PutiapELpu, Pa., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
By an order which was sent out from this 
city by telegraph by the Grievance committee 
of the Lehigh Valley railroad 2,000 employés 
of the company struck at 10 o’clock tonight, 
crippling traffic all along the line and stop- 
ping it completely at many big cities. At 
nearly evéry point the order met with instant 


response, the employés of the company hav- 
ing been prepared for the outcome of the 


visit of the committee to this city. Hardly 
had the committee finished sending its in- 
structions to local heads of the various or- 
ders of railway employés at different points 
when replies began coming in announcing 
that the men had complied with the order to 
stop work. 

The Lehigh Valley employés informed Gen- 
eral Manager Voorhees today that they had 


dired of the methods of the officers of the com- 


pany, and that they intended to inaugurate a 
strike that would extend from Jersey City to 
Buffalo. Voorhees expected the tie-up to be- 
gin at 7 o'clock tonight, but as it did not he 
looked for it at midnight. 

This is distinctly a battle with the railroad 
company on one side and organized labor on 
the other. The men and the company officials 
have been seesawing for months. Finally the 
officers of the labor organizations were.called 
in to settle the matter. Then the Lehigh 
Valley managers emphatically stated that 
they would not treat with arfy one but their 
own ep ployés. 

This morning Voorhees was asked if he 
would conter with the labor chiefs. He re- 
plied:'** No.” Immediately he was informed 
that there would be a strike. 

To Wipe Qut Labor Organizations, 

The intention of the company is to wipe out 
labor organizations on their lines for all time. 
It looks as if the strikes would become gen- 
eraland affect the New York Cent and 
allied’ linés as well as the Lehigh Valley. 
There are hundreds of railroad men out of 
employment in this section on account of the 
dull times. These are expected to take the 
strikers’ places. 

Acting General Manager Theodore Voorhees 
of the Lehigh Valley railroad tonight issued a 
statement regarding the company’s position. 
It relates to three visits to him today of em- 
ployés, constituting themselves a subcommit- 
tee, who asked if he would receive the whole 
committee as representing the employés of 
the road. Mr. Voorhees refused to treat with 
them except as individuals, and they finally 
told him that the employés would go out in a 
body. “The sole point at issue was a demand 
for organized r nition, butas this would 
put questions of discipline out of contro: of 
the road’s officers it was impossible to grant 
such a request. The total number of men in 
the Lehigh Valley train service is about 2,500, 
and 1,810 of them are organized. 

Wuuxesparre, Pa., Nov. 18.—Before morn- 
ing it is expected that every train between Buf- 
falo and Jersey City will be tied up. 
At 10 o'clock tonight Supt. Essol of the 
Wyoming division receiv word that the 
strike had been ordered to take effect at mid- 
night. Almost atthe same instant news was 
received from Coxton, the southern terminus 
of the Pennsylvania and New York division, 
that the operators there had left their 
keys. Since that time only one wire has 
been in use, and the dispatchers at Wilkes- 
barre are completely at sea. At 11:30 o’clock 
tonight the freight crews of the northern di- 
vision took their engines to the roundhouse 
and quit work. The south-bound train will 
be allowed to go through to New York, where 
it will be abandoned. 


Only One Wire Left Working. 


At midnight the Superintendent of the Wy- 
oming division said that he did not think that 
mail trains would be stopped. When the 
north-bound express, due here at 11 p. m., 
reached South Wilkesbarre, it was found that 
the switches had been locked, and the train 
consumed twenty minutes in reaching Wilkes- 
barre, one mile north. 

At 10 o’clock tonight all the wires north of 
Wilkesbarre were grounded, and every oper- 
ator left his key. Asa consequence the of.- 
ficials here are totally in the dask, and can se- 
cure no information from points north, ex- 
cept by telephone. The officials seem amazed 
by the suddenness of the tie-up. Great ex- 
citement prevails. The place is full of idle 
men anxious to get work at any price, and it is 
thought that the places of the trainmen will 
be filled in a. short time, 

It is thought that if passenger trains are 
held up, the traffic will be transferred to the 
Jersey Central, provided the trainmen on that 
road will handle it, Should they refuse the 
strike may extend to that road. 

Sarre, Pa., Nov. 18.—Orders have been 
issued by the men that no trains shall be 
made up or pulled out on the main track. 
Fires are to be pulled from all the engines in 
the yard and it 1s stated that no trains will be 
allowed to pass this station except No. 4, 
the New York night express. The up trains 
will de discontinued here and no more trains, 
either passenger or freight, will start or be 
allowed to go through, 

Easton, Pa., Nov. 18.—[Special. |—Just 
after the regular Chicagu express train had 
left the stution the second section came 
along. It was composed of express cars. 
There was no engine to meet it, and the cars 
were sidetracked, All other traffic is being 
sidetracked except passenger traius.

The Rev. Dr, Deems was born in Baltimore, 
Md., Dec. 4, 1820; was graduated at Dickinson 
College and entered the Methodist ministry. He 
held pastorates in the South, and was professor in 
the University of North Carolina and in Randolph- 
Macon College and President of Greensboro and 
Centenary College. He had been for some years 
the successful pastor of the Church of the 
Strangers in New York and a prominent writer 
for the religious press. He published a “ Life of

SPEED OF NO. 999 WILL BE TESTED. 


Exhibitior Trains to Ge East Over Lake 
Shore Tuesday. 

It is expected that the exhibition train and 
engine of the New York Central consisting of 
Wagaer palace cara and engine No. 999, and 
the English exhibition train and the engine 
Queen Empress will leave Chicago at 10 
a. m., Tuesday, on their way east. This de- 
pends, however, on whether the English train 
is gotten out of the Fair: grounds in time. 
The trains will run over the Lake Shore road, 
going as far as Elkhart, Ind., the first day. 
Stops will be made at the principal stations 
along the route to allow the people to see the 
traine. The trains will be run only in the 
daytime. The second day they will go as far 
as Toledo, the next to Cleveland, and the 
next to Buffalo.

WATER POURS INTO NEW CANAL, 


The Desplaines River finds a Channel 
Opening Inta Drainage Waterway. 

Desplaines River, which is a puny stream 
for fifty weeks in each year and a raging river 
for the other two weeks, will no longer pour 
the water of the Desplaines Valley into the 
Chicago River each spring and furce the sew- 
age into Lake Michigan. The Desplaines 
founda new channel Friday, when the last 
eut was made inthe broad canal dug to con- 
nect it with the new drainage canal was 
opened and the course of the stream changed 
from the Chicago River to the canal, which 
will empty it into the Illinois River and jet it 
find an outlet through the Mississippi into the 


gulf. 

The new channel which carries the water 
into the drainage cana! cuts off the stream 
fromthe old channel just below Riverside. 


The Town of Lyons is three-quarters of a, 


mile west of the head of the upper levee. At 
the point where the channel begins there is a 
monster concréte spillway intended for an 
emergency, and when the water gets so high 
that the new channel cannot carry it away the 
surplus will be let thtough the spillway into 
the old channel and over the Ogden dam into 
the Chicago River. When the drainage ca- 
nal is entirely complete no more water from 
the Desplaines will be allowed to flow into the 
Chicago River. 


TOBACCO DEALERS ARE PLEASED.

Suit Against American Company Said to 
Have Ulterior Purpose. 

Some of the tobacco dealers:in Chicago are 
pleased to learn that the Attorney-General has 
begun suit against the American Tobacco 
company with a view to compelling it to sell 
its cigarettes and other products to any jubber 
who may wanttobuy. In Tue Trrecne’s dis- 
patches yesterday it was stated that the 
suit had been commenced on _ the 
grounds ostensibly that the legality 
of the company is questioned because 
the assets are said to be less than the amount 
of stock. But there appears to be other 
reasons. A prominent Chicago retailer says 
that a 20 per cent rebate to ‘merchants who 
will agree to handle the American company’s 
goods exclusively is the real point at issue. 
The trust will also sell supplies, he says, to 
those who do handle other brands, but will 
allow no rebate. 


Year’s Work in One UWospital, - 

The fourth annual report of the United Hebrew 
Charities has beeu issued, showing the work 
done by the society in the way of temporary re- 
lief, securing of employment, the work of the 
Michael Reese Hospital and the Michael Reese 
Training School for Nurses. There was received 
for relief during the year $26,500 and expended 
$28,500. There were 3,134 cases aided, giving 
relief to 18,300 persons. In the Michael Resse 
Hospital 1,072 patients were treated, of whom 
699 were Jews and 373 were of other religions. 
In the dispensary 7,500 persons were treat 
three-fourths of the number being Jews, an 
13,500 prescriptions were filled. In the training 
schoql for nurses there are at present twenty- 
three nurses and two probationers.

CHARGES FRAUD AND MISMANAGEMENT 


Samuel A. Tolman Asks a Receiver for the 
South Side State Bank. 

Samuel A. Tolman asks the Circuit Court 
to appoint a receiver for the South Side State 
Bank. Ina bill filed by him in the chancery 
division of the court yesterday he makes in 
addition to the bank these parties defendants: 
John G. Nordgren, Andrew Friberg, Nelson 
Chester, Charles Anderson, August Jernberg, 
Victor Rylander, John Anderson, Emil! Tyden, 
Ira J. Mix, W. A. Paulson, John Siten, Cen- 
tral Trust and Savings Bank, George Schu- 
macher, F. C. Bell, and Ernest Beihl. In the 
bill charges of fraud and mismanagement are 
made against stockholders and others. Tol- 
man says that he holds stock of the par 
value of $19.500 and is a_ ereditor 
of the institution to the amount of 
$8.000 besides. The capital stoek amounts 
to $100,000, divided into 1,000 shares of 
$100 each. From the recordsof the bank 
he shows that the stock is distributed thus: 
John G. Nordgren, $15,000; Nelson D. Ches- 
ter, $25,000; Charles Anderson, $5,000; 
Andrew Friberg, $5,000; Victor Rylander, 
$10.000; John Anderson, $10,000; Emil 
Tyden, $10,000; August Jernberg, $500; 
and the complainant $19,500. The bill is 

refaced by a statement that the South Side 
State Bank was incorporated by a private act 
of the Legislature in 1861, and that its name 
was changed from the German Savings Bank 
of Peoria to its present title; that the stock 
was never fully subscribed,. and that it was 
not until May, 1893, that it opened a bank- 
a Seem in Chicago. Complainant then says 
in his bill in brief: 

In May last certificates of stock amounting to 
$19,500 were assigned to him as collateral for 
money loaned, and in October he surren- 
dered the security and was issued a correspond- 
ing amount of stock. He also deposited during 
the Summer $8,000 in the bank. At the time he 
made the advances he was shown a statement 
that the bank had bills receivable and cash on 
hand exceeding $113,000 and that its liabilities, 
exclusive of capital stock, were only $13,999. 
The bills receivable, which were for the most 
part good, amounted to $103,363. Three weeks 
afterwards the bank ceased to do business. Com- 

lainant found, he says, that when it opened its 

oors for businessin May it had $100,000 in 
cash on hand which was displayed to the State 
Auditor and that after his departure it was 
taken by the officers and returned td other banks 
from which the amount had been temvorarily 
borrowed. Then the officers secured bills re- 
ceivable to the amount of $50,000, which were 
eer to represent the same amount of capital 
stock. 

During May and June defendants became in- 
terested in the bank, complainant says, and the 
following officers were elected: John G. Nord- 
gren. President ; Anirew Friberg, Vice-President ; 

. C. Bell, cashier; and Nordgren. Friberg, Ches- 
ter, Tyden, Rylander, Biehl, and Siten, directors. 
Complainant then goes into an extended expla- 
nation of the organization early in 1893 of the 
Beit City Tpncovemens, Association, in which de- 
fendants—Rylander, Tyden, Friberg, Chester, 
No ren—became interested. This organiza- 
tion, he says, obtained control, by giving notes 
for $22,950, of tracts of land in Du Page County, 
worth $100,000 upon which an inecumbrance of 
$65,000 existed. Bonds to the amount of $250,- 
000 were issued, secured by a trust deed upon 
the property. Subsequently, Tolman says, the 
association issued certificates of stock among its 
members amounting to $750,000, 


Tolman explains that in July the State‘Anditor 


objected to notes of Tyden, Chester and Rylander 
amounting in all to $30,000. Defendants Nord- 

ren, Friberg, Rylander, Chester, Bell, and 

yden then represented that stock in the Belt 
City Improvement Association was valuable, and 
the Auditor was induced to allow their substitu- 
tion in place of the notes. Ata later date he 
says the same defendants removed a large amount 
of bills receivable from the bank and substituted 
for them stock in the Belt City Improvement As- 
sociation amounting to $70,000. Aug. 8 last the 
Board of Directors decided the bank should go 
into liquidation. It was indebted to general } 
positors tothe extent of $18,000, and Tolman 
says a resolution was adopted providing for the 
transfer of the assets of the bank to the possession 
of the defendant Central Trust and Savings Bank, 
and that the defendant F. C. Bell was to execute 
promissory notes of the insolvent bank to the 
depositors to cover the amount of their deposits. 
Afterwards, the bill says, W. A. Paulson insisted 
that the trust had been eaeer in his hands in- 
stead of in the Central Trust and Savings Bank, 
and that Paulson received assets amounting to 
$70,000. It is further charged that after Pau)- 
son secured control of the money he permitted 
the defendants, Nordgren, Friberg, ll, and 
Chester, to appropriate some of the assets. The 
Auditor made an examination of the bank and its 
assets in October and gave notice to the officers 
that the assets were impaired. With the consent 
of the examiners Toiman charges that a further 
transfer of stock in the Belt City Association was 


made. 
As late as Nov. 14 Tolman says a meeting of 
stockholders was called. Before the meeting it 
was agreed among several of the defendants, he 
cha ’ thet a syndicate should be formed, eom- 
posed of Nordgren, Friberg, and Rylander, to 
uy all the assets of the bank except the 
stock in the improvement association, for the ac- 
count of the indebtedness. of the bank exclusive 
of $5,000 of the amount owing to complainant. 
At the meeting Trustee Paulson, it is said, re- 
po he was unable to collect and that a 
syndicate had been formed to purchase the as- 
sets ; that this would leave $300,000 worth of as- 
sociation stock for delivery to the stockholders. 
Tolman says he apposed t and charged that 
the assets of the bank had been misappropriat- 
ed.

Lack of Skillful Manipulation of Schedules 
, in the Tariff Bill. ‘ 
Wasnineton, D.C., Noy, 18.—[Special]— 
“At present the tariff measure pending before 
the Ways and Means committee may be said 
to be unscientifically constructed,’’ remarked 
one of the committeemen this evening, “and 
for this reason another week will in all prob- 
ability be required to complete certain details 
and gather statistics for presentation to Con- 
gress the first Monday in December.” One 
ing was settled at the meeting of the major- 
ity of the committee today, and that was to 
present the bill a week from Monday next for 
the consideration of the Republican members. 
When this is done the entire bill will be made 


public. 
A large deficit in the revenue is foreshad- 
owed in all the information laid before the 
, committee, and some of the members of that 
body predict thatit will reach from $50,- 
000,000 to $60,000,000. This must be met, 
but the query is how to do it, and especially 
in view of the pronounced opposition of the 
administration to an incometax.

* It was to convene both parties ata round 
table under the presidency of a nobleman of 
sufficient prestige and personal popularity and 
force of character to knock their heads to- 
gether. Rosebery is the ideal man for such a 
job. Adding to wealth, birth, and lofty official 
position great mental acuteness and fluency 
of ideas and tongue ‘and a ‘humor of uncom- 
mon brilliancy for this solemn island, he did the 
trick in a single afternoon. It is true that the 
terms of settlement were not specially dif- 
ferent from those the antagonists have been 
within an ace of arranging for themselves 
halfa dozen times durmg the autumn, and 
were qnly stopped from arranging by petty 
amour propre; all the same, it is a big, 
bright feather in Rosebery’s cap that the 
actual settlement was reached promptly un-

Prestige for the Government, 


Of course a good deal of prestige from his 
triumph is reflected upon the government of 
which he is a member. It comes in good 
time. Except the appointment of Prof. 
Bywater to the regius chair of Greek at Ox- 
ford, which, by the wuy, may strike Americans 
as acurious function for the imperial execu- 
tive, the government have not done much else 
of late calculated to please everybody. They 
were sharply beaten in the House the other 
night by their own Radical wing over 
a perversely stupid attemptto further confuse 
and limit such minor suffrage rights as 
women enjoy.

Death of Alexander, ae 

The romantic imagination of Europe was 
captured by Alexander of Bulgaria ten yéars 
ago, and he held it with a firm grip till /his 
premature death yesterday. Today it flowers 
every where in long biographical articles and 
picturesque narratives of his remarkable 
personal beauty, at once his distinction and 
hisruin. An exquisitely handsome boy, he 
used to bea special pet of his unele, 'the 
old Czar, at St. Petersburg, and this drew 
down on him the rancorous hatred of an 
elder and sour-faced cousin, who later became 
the Czar, and who is today probably the one 
man in Europe least sorry to learn of his 
death. Bismarck also hated him, or ratheriim- 
bibed his son Herbert’s envious wrath against 
him, and these formidable foes proved too 
strong for Prince Charming. He was to have 
had a high Austrian command in the next war 
and looked forward to thus coming to the 
front in a new field, getting a patent of Aus- 
trian nobility and foundinga family. But it 
was believed among his friends that he was 
too happy in his domestic life to ever emérge 
again successfully and play the part of a great 
soldier. ; 

Give Women a Better View. 

Oncé again the time-honored question of 
removing the iron bars which shut the women 
spectators in the House of Commons in a gort 
of monkey cage has been raised, and this time 
there seems really some chance that it will be 
done.

Napoleonic Legend Again.

Ofa 
dozen chief books of the autumn the majority 
deal with him and his associates, male iand 
female, and nextweek there will be three play- 
houses, the Vaudeville, Folies Nouvelles, and 
Porte St. Martin, Gevoted to dramas in which 
he is a chief figure. The last named will be 
an astonishing series of sixty scenes on a 
scale of expenditure and display rare in Paris. 


“ Hannele”™ Stirs Berlin. ; 

Berlin has been profoundly stirred by Ger- 
hardt Hauptman’s new play, ‘‘Hannele.” A 
good many of the plays written by the group 
of dramatists called young Germany have never 
been able to pass the ordeal of the eensorghip. 
Such as have been produced hardly canght 
the public interest enough to provoke a ugeful 
discussion. “ Hannele,’”’ though, is differ- 
ent stuff. It is named after the 
central figure, who is introduced: as 
a pauper girl in a squalid almshouse, bronght 
in half drowned. The real play is presented 
through the. medium of what she dreams in 
her delirium, all on a completely dark stage, 
and itis a weird combination of ultra natur- 
alism and fanatic symbolism. Reports agree 
that nothing on the continental stage has 
made such a tremendots impression fhese 
many years. 

As expected the “School for Scandal’ at 
Daly’s has caught the town, and the booking 
runs already beyond the middle of December. 
Interest here centers always on Ada Rehan, 
and this is more so in the present case than 
usual. Critics divide a good deal on her con- 
ception of the part, which is natural sinte it 
is largely and beautifully unlike any conven- 
tional Lady Teazle of the English stage, but 
there is no doubt at ail that the public is vastly 
pleased with it. 

Madrid Story Not Confirmed,

Lonpox, Nov. |18.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the New York Tribune.]|—The British public 
and the London newspapers recently treated 
the wild gayeties of France and Russia asso- 
ciated with Admiral Avelan’s visit to Paris 
with great calmness, if not indeed with a cer- 
tain amount of contempt. Today there is a 
distinct feeling of uneasiness, not in England 
alone, but also in Italy and Avstria, respect- 
ing the Franco-Russian entente, The visit of 
Count Kalnoky, the Austrian Chancellor, to 
the King of Italy is associated by many for- 
eign authorities with some measure of recast- 
ing the triple alliance in order to assist Italy to 
meet the new danger which is presented to it 
by the appearance of Russia as a Mediterra- 
mean naval power, acting with France. We, 
of course, are notaware of the nature of 
Count Kalnoky’s mission, but it requires no 
effort of imagination tc suppose that the great 
demands made by the triple alliance upon 
Italian finance necessitated some fresh project 
for keeping the Italian exchequer clear of 
bankruptcy. ’ 

If, in addition to the great sacrifices Italy 
has made for the purposes of its army, it were 
now deemed necessary to make still further 
sacrifices to strengthen its navy on 
a large scale one could well understand that 
some Italian statesmen would prefer to make 
peace with the enemy by withdrawing from 
the responsibilities entailed by the triple 
alliance. Itis by no means unlikely, there. 
fore, that Count Kalnoky, among other 
things, has been instructed to confer with the 
Italian King on the subject of new measures 
of italian naval defense, and how to main- 
tain them, 

For Increase of the English Navy. 

In this connection it is important to notice 
how urgent has become the demand of the 
English press for increase of the British navy. 
The construction scheme of the late govern- 
ment under the naval defense act which in- 
volved some £20,000,000 sterling expendit- 
ure terminates next March. The program ac- 
complished under this measure has been of 
enormous advantage to Great Britain. France 
and Russia were not slow to answer the chal- 
lenge which Lord Salisbury’s government 
threw down soon after the Penjdeh incident 
had opened the eyes of Englishmen, includ- 
ing Mr. Gladstone, to the untrustworthiness 
of Russian promises. 

Today when France and Russia have com- 
bined their fleets and shown the world that 
their united strength excels that of Great 
Britain great pressure has been brought upon 
Mr. Gladstone even by many Radical support- 
ers to restore the old rule of the Admiralty 
and make the English fleet equal to that of 
any two continental powers. Such an under- 
taking will involve arn annual expenditure for 
several years to come of £6,000,000 sterling. 

Lord Spencer’s language at the Cutlers’ 
feast almost encourages the hope that the 
Gladstonian Ministry hare 
large outlay. Unfortunately, when in opposi- 
tion the present government denounced the 
method of spending money under the naval 
defense act, and advocated that each year’s 
naval expenditure should be met out of each 
year’s income. It might be no difficult mat- 
ter to change views on sucha subject, now 
that they are in office, but it is decidedly em- 
barrassing that there isa falling revenue and 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer is a man 
without the slightest sympathy for the service. 

French Relations Are Strained. , 

The public uneasiness at the present mo- 
ment is emphasized by circumstances better 
known to the ministry than to the ordinary 
man in the street. In truth few persons were 
aware of the absolute gravity of English re- 
lations with France during the last three 
weeks until Lord Rosebery almost went out 
of his way at the Elyin banquet to speak of 
the diplomatic difficulties and anxieties which 
had arisen with France and Russia relating to 
Indian frontier questions. What has hap- 
pened respecting the Pamirs, to which the 
Foreign Secretary seems to refer, we know 
nothing excepting that the remarkable success 
of Mr. Durand’s Afghan mission has caused no 
small irritation in the Asiatic Department at 
St. Petersburg. As to France, however. a 
good deal of information is current at White- 
hall, though the London newspapers have 
been remarkably reticent on the subject. 

It was a distinct success on the part of Lord 
Rosebery to secure a compromise from M. 
Develle that in settling affairs with Siam a 
buffer state should be created between the 
French and English spheres. France is now 
seeking to evade that undertaking. The strain 
was so grave last week that the negotiations 
between Lord Dufferin and M. Develle were 
suspended until the former could. take the 
opinion of his chief. Tho subject was made 
a Cabinet question last Monday, and Lord 
Dufferin has since returned to Paris. The 
cause of the dispute is easily explained. 

Why a Buafter State Is Needed. 

England possesses the territory of the Shan 
States, which runs across to the Chinese 
frontier, extending over territory on the east 
bank of the Mekong. It follows that if a 
buffer state be formed south of the Shan 
region, such ia state will entirely cut 
France off from Southwestern China, 
which is the objective point in the 
commercial connection of the two countrigs. 
The French Minister is willing to whittle 
down the buffer state to dimensions like 
those set up in the lower waters of the 
Mekong, where Siam is not allowed to exer- 
cise authority within sixteen miles of the 
western bank of the river. 

But a mere paper arrangement of this kind 
is not acceptable to Lord Rosebery. The re- 
sult of Lord Dufferin’s negotiations are 
awaited with a certain amount of anxiety, for 
it is feared that the French people, instigated 
by the Chauvinist press, are so much elated 
over the recent demonstrations in Paris that 
M. Deville may be compelled to take up an 
attitude contrary to his pledges and calcu- 
lated to provoke serious difficulty with Great 
Britain. An incident of this kind comes at an 
opportune moment for those who are urging 
the ministry to strengthen the navy. 
Government’s Victory in Coal Settlement. 

The struggie in the coal trade has been 
ended under circumstances which bring dis- 
tinct credit to the government. Mr. Glad. 
stone doubtless recognized the urgent neces- 
sity of ending the conflict because of the 
grave consequences to the entire trade and 
revenue ofthe country. It is to be noted, 
too, that the ministry was careful to step in at 
atime when both sides were virtually ex- 
hausted, and when the chances of securing 
credit for intervention were at the best. They 
were mst fortunate in selecting Lord Rose. 
bery to act as President Conciliator,

Trades Unions May Suffer, 

The true reason of thig¢ limitation was given 
by Mr. Tom Mann, one/pf the labor leaders, 
to an interviewer this week, when he frunkly 
declared that the introduction of the sliding 
scale would be the ruin of trade unionism. If 
the Board of Conciliation which yesterday’s 
conference has created induces the sliding 
scale, or something like it, wire-pullers and 
workingmen’s unions | will doubtless suffer, 
but the men themselves and the trade of the 
country will derive undoubted benefit from 
such a form of settlement. 

Asan evidence of the wild hopes of the 
men it may be pointed out that during the 
last week resolutious were carried at great 
representative meetings of some workmen de- 
manding not only the ald rate of wage from 
which they were locked out of the mines and 
the acceptance of which is now indorsed by 
the conference but an increase of 30 per cent 
upon that remuneration. This struggle hav- 
ing run up the price of comlto a phenomenal 
figure the workmen weré Commencing an agi- 
tation to benefit out of the pockets of pur- 
chasers. ; 

To such an extent hate consumers been 
victimized during the last, sixteen weeks that 
every branch of industry has been affected, 
and hundreds of contracta have been trans- 
ferred to the continent. The price of coal 
will rule high for many weeks to come, and 
as a consequence trade will be slow to return 
to its old channels, Itis an advantagé there- 
fore that the Board of Arbitration appointed 
yesterday will continue for twelve months, 
and therefore there isa prospect of the coal 
trade and its concomitant industries assuring 
a more settled aspect than has been the case 
for a long time. 

Unhappy Week for the Ministry. 

The last week has not been a happy one for 
the ministry. Its radical supporters seem to 
be gett ng out of hand, and the course of 
parliamentary business has brought them 
several disasters. On the employers’ liabil- 
ity bill the ministry only defeated the con- 
tracting-out clause by a majority of 19, 
which was more than due to 57 Irish votes, 
justifying Mr. Chamberlain’s taunt that the 
Irish members can keep or destroy the 
ministry, even outside of home rule. The 
government was also compelled to amend an 
important clause, relating to fishermen who 
take part wages in a share of profits, 

In the other measure, for establishing par- 
ish councils, a distinct government defeat was 
brought about by ite own followers on the 
subject of the enfranvhiserhent of women, 
and further difficulties in respect to this bill 


are impending if they insist on retaining the | 


poor law clause, which intérferes with the 


present method of electing parish guardians. , 


The Ministers are urged by the stalwarts to 
reintroduce the gag in order to finish busi- 
ness before Christmas; and, failing in that, to 
adjourn over Christmas and continue business 
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the ministry that the Lords may refuse to sit 
after Christmas day. 

A still amore serious difficulty which the 
government has expérienced has been wit- 
nessed in the interview which the Radical 
party bas just had with the Lord Chancellor. 
Some months ago the Commons carried a 
resolution to secure a larger representation of 
Liberals among the magistracy of the coun- 
try. Two hundred and eighty Gladstonian 
supporters, including seventy Irishmen who 
have their own Lord Chancellor, interviewed 
Lord Herschel! in order to.insist on more en- 
ergy on his part in carrying out this instruc- 
tion. These gentlemen have suggested that the 
magistrates should be appointed upon the 
recommendation of members of Parliament, 
without deference to the Lords Lieutenant; 
in other words, that the Justices should be 
nominated by party men. Lord Herschell 
gave the interviewers a contemptuous snub- 
bing, and they have now carried their griev- 
ances to Mr. Gladstone, ' 

Sharp Words on Dynamitérs. 

The London Radical Union also came in 
for a sharp rebuke for their impatience from 
Sir Charles Russell, who resigned the Presi- 
dency. The hackling given to Mr. Asquith, 
the Home Secretary, for his tolerance of the 
Anarchist demonstration at Trafalgar Square 
to commemorate the Chicago ‘“ martyrs” 
has been severe, but not more than public 
opinion approves. In the Commons debate 
on this subject Mr. John Burns, the well- 
known workingman’s agitator, had the cour- 
age to declare that the Chicago murders were 
directly due to the police of that 
city, and he deprecatea the _ story 
that the bomb throwing was their 
action. Mr. Balfour utilized the oppor- 
tunity to declare that while the freedom of 
discussion which Mr.: Asquith justified was 
aot'to be interfered with the advocacy of dy- 
namite and throwing bombs were not topics 
that ought to be tolerated by any civilized 
government, 

The shortcoming of Mr. Asquith in this 
matter was notin his pooh poohing’ a few 
frothy agitators but in the fact that no  meet- 
ing in Trafalgar Square is sanctioned until its 
object is carefully ascertained by the home 
office. Meetings in that square are not ordi. 
nary spontaneous street gatherings, but are 
formally allowed by the Home Secretary, 

Why Mr. May Withdrew. 

There is no better known signature in the 
United Kingdom and none more welcome to 
any man than that of Mr. F. May, who as 
cashier has for the last quarter of a century 
signed every note issued by the Bank of En- 
giand, and the sudden retirement of that gen- 
tleman created a semi-panic in the city. Dis; 
tinct statements prevailed affecting Mr. May’s 
integrity. These, however, were absolutely 
groundless. Nevertheless there seem to have 
been irregularities in| allowing customers to 
withdraw strong securities and replace them 
by others of small value. It is likewise 
alleged that the provident fund for 
bank clerks has been placed by Mr, May in 
the industrial general trust, a rotten institu- 
tion, in which Mr. May’s son played a leading 
part. Statements prevailed that certain 
directors of the bank intended resigning, and 
the bears have tried to make capital out of 
the circumstances. of the situation, which is 
rendered more serious by some ridiculous 
story that Mr. Crump, late city editor of the 
Times, was com led to retire o to 
business transactions with Mr. May.

Panis, Nov. 18.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. )}—The French Cham- 
ber has opened without any exciting inci- 
dents and without there being any curiosity 
manifested on the part ofthe public in the 
new legislators. The general opinion is that 
no changes will take place, at least for the 
present, either in the ministry or in the do- 
mestic policy of the government—in which, 
by the way, the public seems to be taking less 
and less interest every day. 

Premier Dupuy has shown an unexpected 
amount of energy in the measures taken 
against the Anarchists, and in this he will be 
supported by the majority of the Chamber, 
but it is to be regretted that he has refused 
to grant an amnesty to M. Henri 
Rochefort, who is exiled in London for his 
support of Boulangigm, which was long ago 
dead.and forgotten. I do not mean to assert 
that the crisis growing out of domestic poli- 
tics is now impossible in France, but I do be- 
lieve that they will be less frequent and the 
reason is that all are anxious to prove to the 
world that France is calm and capable of 
proving a trusty ally for such an autocratic 
country as Russia. The visit of the Russian 
fleet has produced durable results, 

The most important political event of the 
week in Europe has been Count Kalnoky’s 
visit to King Humbert of Italy at Monza. 
There can be little doubt but that the visit 
was the result of the numetous changes which 
have taken place in the political situation in 
Europe which have rendered a consultation 
between the members of the triple alliance 
necessary. 

William II. and Francis Joseph had a 
chance to exchange views during the Hun- 
garian maneuvers. The Emperor of Austria 
could not go to Monza, so he sent his Chan- 
cellor there to consult with the King of Italy. 
The real facts of the case are that Italy, being 
no longer able to stand the burden of the mili- 
tary expenditures which are imposed on it by 
the terms of the triple alliance, has asked 
Germany and Austria to change the condi- 
tions of that pact and to allow it to reduce its 
army. Austria was delighted with the propo- 
sition, for it, too, is in a bad way financially 
and would also be glad to reduce its military 
expenditures under the pretext that .Europe’s 
most earnest desire is to live in peace and to 
diminish the possible chances for a war. 

At the Monza intetview there was also un- 
der discussion the bility of the marriage 
of the Prince of Naples, the som of King 
Humbert and the heir to the Italian crown. 
The Prince's physicians are still opposed to 
hfs getting married, but special reasons ren- 
der it necessary. A great deal has been said 
about uniting him to an Austrian Archduchess 
of the younger branch of the Hapsburgs. The 
outlook for the winter is therefore most 
peaceful, for the Morocco affair will soon be

CAPRIVI HAS NERVE, 


No Delay in His Challenge to the Opposi- 
ti

Brriiy, Nov. 18.—Chancellor von Caprivi 
did not delay his challenge to the opposition 
in the Reiehstag. Yesterday he intimated 
through President von Levetzow that the com- 
mercial treaties with Roumania, Servia, and 
Spain would be brought up Monday for both 
the first and second readings.

William to Visit Rome Again. 

The solidity of the triple alliance is shown 
again by the announcement that the Emperor 
and Empress will visit Rome in 1894 during 
the reception there of the Austrian heir ap- 
parent.

CASUALTIES TO BRITISH BOATS, 


Terrible Gale Prevailing of the West Coast 
of England—Snow in Scotland. 

Lowspox, Nov. 18.—A furious gale is pre- 
vailing on the west coast of Great Britain. 
The storm is particularly severe in Cornwall, 
and telegraphic communication is greatly in- 
terfered with. 

The steamers from various Irish ports, due 
at Liverpool early this morning, did not reach 
their destination until around 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. They report having had a rough 
experience. 

Snow and sleet were falling all the morning 
in Larcashire. The wind blew with fearful 
violence and considerable damage was done to 
property. Chimneys were blown down in the 
towns and skylights and signs were carried 
away, 

A fatal accident caused by the storm is re- 
ported from Huddersfield, in the west of 
Yorkshire. The great chimney of the Hud- 
dersfield dye works, which was a hundred feet 
high, was blown down. The immense mass 
of bricks fellon a building in which sixty 
hands were at work and wrecked it.. Strange 
to say, only two of the occupants of the build- 
ing were killed. 

The Allan line steamer Numidian, from 
Liverpool for Montreal, has been forced by 
the gale to remainin Lough Foyle, Ireland, 
until tomorrow morning. The storm is the 
worst that has been experienced in a long time. 

The steam Upupa, bound -from Cardiff and 
Newport with a number of passengers on 
board, became cisabled off Kinsale. Life- 
boats went to its assistance. In the mean- 
time word was telegraphed to Queenstown 
and tugs were dispatched to bring it 
into port., The schooner Rosena, 
Dublin for Bangor, North Wales, 
isa wreck on Salt Island. The Hollyhead 
lifeboat crew took everybody off it in safety. 
Dispatches from along the coast state that 
many vessels have gone ashore. The sea is 
rising at all west and northwest points. There 
were signs in the early atternoon that the 
storm was about to begin to abate, 

A dispatch from St. Ives, on the north coast 
of Cornwall, says the steamer Cintra is 
ashore at that place. Four persons on board 
of it were taken off with a breeches buoy by 
the St. Ives lifeboat crew. Eleven others 
were drowned. Several vessels flying signals 
of distress are off Bangor, on Belfast Lough, 
Ireland. All assistance possible will be sent 
to them. 

A heavy snowstorm is prevailing in Scot- 
land. Casualties caused by the storm are be- 
ing reported from many places. 

At Darlington, forty-five miles from York, 
the Springfield steel works were blown down, 
causing a heavy loss. Dispatches from vari- 
ous points in the North of England rgport ex- 
tensive havoc. Hundreds upon hundreds of 
trees were uprooted, fences and outhouses 
blown down, and residences damaged. At 
Berwick-on-Tweed the roof of the North 
British.railway station was blown off. Many 
boats in the harbor were swamped, 

A transatlantic steamship flying signals of 
distress was sighted off Tanby, a town on the 
Caermarthen Bay, Wales, A tug was imme- 
diately sent to its assistance. The schooner 
Nina and six yachts have gone ashore 
near Greenock on tne Firth of Clyde, 
Scotland. A fishing smack has foun- 
dered in the North Sea at _ the 
mouth of the River Tees. All on board were 
lost. The Leith schooner Fidelity was 
wrecked and oneof its crew was drowned. 
The American bark A. C. Bean, which sailed 
from New Castle, N. B., Oct. 1 for Bowling, 
was blown ashore and wrecked near Donegal, 
Ireland. Allof the crew excepting two men 
were drowned. Timber from the wreck is 
washing ashore. 


LUCANIA HAS A HARD VOYAGE, 


The Fast Ship Tossed About by the Sea 
and Some Passengers Are Hurt. 

QueEEnstowy, Nov. 18. — The Cunard line 
steamer Lucania, from New York, Nov. 11, 
for Liverpool, arrived here about 4:30 this 
morning. It reports that after leaving New 
York it met with continuous violent head 
gales anda heavy sea. At times the wind 
came out in terrific squalls. The steamer be- 
haved splendidly and proved itself an excel- 
, lent sea boat. Though sea after sea broke on 
its deck the steamer sustained no material 
damage beyond the loss of a cap of one of its 
steerage ventilators, This allowed a quantity 
of water to run down into the steerage com- 
partment. Some of the saloon ventilators 
were battered and there was a slight access of 
water in the saloon, but not enough 
to do any harm to the furniture or fit- 
Vings. The passengers .did not have a 
pleasant voyage. Throughout the trip they 
rarely ventured on deck, Yesterday, how- 
ever, several of them, tired of remaining be- 
low, went on deck. A high cross sea was 
running and the steamer was rolling heavily. 
A sea on the weather side caused the steamer 
to roll deep with it and when it was well down 
it shipped a sea on the lee side. Some of the 
passengers on deck anda sailor were caught 
by this sea. They were thrown down and cut. 
Louis J. Reckendorf of New York was eating 
supper in the saloon at the time the ship made 
this nasty roll. He was thrown out of his 
seat and against a table. One of his legs was 
broken. Among the passengers was Mrs. 
William Astor, who had started for England 
on receipt of the news of the critical illness of 
her daughter, Mrs. Roosevelt, who died Nov. 
12, She was terribly affected when she heard 
of her daughter’s death.

Lisson, Nov. 18.—No news has been re- 
ceived here from Brazil in regard to Admiral 
Mello’s proclamation declaring a monarchy 
in Brazil. The only information thus 
far received on the subject 
comes from Madrid, where it was 
said yesterday evening that Sefior Moret, 
Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, had re- 
ceived a dispatch from Brazil stating that 
Admiral Mello had issued the proclamation. 
In court and political circles here, however, it 
is believed likely such a proclamation has 
been issued. It is not known positively here 
which of the Count d’Eu’s sons has been pro- 
claimed Emperor, but it is believed to be 
Prince Pierre, the eldest, who left Europe 
some weeks ago. The Count d’Eu has three 
sons, Prince Pierre, Prince Louis, and 
Prince Antoine, 

Loypox, Nov. 18.—A special dispatch from 
Paris says Count @’ Eu, writing to an intimate 
friend at Versailles Thursday, said he did not 
himself know what was happening in Brazil. 
The general tone ofthe letter, however, in- 
clined the recipient to the belief that a restor- 
ation of the monarchy was expected. 

Prince Pierre d’Alcantara is about 18 years 
old. He is 5 feet 10 inthes tall, and is broad- 
shouldered and healthy looking. His face, 
on which there is no hair, is an 
intelligent one. For three years 
he attended the College of Versailles and the 
priests there say he is an unpretending fellow 
who would make a good impression anywhere. 
He hasa pronounced taste for natural sciences 
and = in July last he took the 
degree of Bachelor of Science. He is a 
splendid shot, and was a leader in the college 
games. He displayed good powers in organ- 
izing paper chases and bicycle races, He 
used, with a. number of his _ fellow 
students, to go oh long walks, and he intro- 
duced on these oceasions the custom of using 
a kodak camera. He madea tour of Austria 
last September. The principal of the college 
describes him as practica), kind, resolute, ad- 
venturous, and modest. He wins the affec- 
tions of everybody. 

The Brazilian Legation here has received no 
news regarding the proclamation declaring 
Prince Pierre Emperor cf Brazil. The of- 
ficiais say they donbt the truth of the report. 
The Brazilian Minister has cabled his govern- 
ment asking for the facts. 

The Westminster Gazette says doubtless 
Prince Pierre is on board of Admiral 
Mello’s ship in ‘the Bay of Rio Janeiro. 
If the rebels cin foree a _ landing 
and join the southern insurgents the republic 
will end in a fizzle as inglorious as that of the 
monarchy. The chief obstacle toa restora- 
tion of the empire is the hatred enter- 
tained by the slave owners for the 
Countess d’Eu. The paper adds, however, 
that it does not believe the 220,000 Ger- 
mans in the southern Brazilian States will op- 
pose a restoration of the monarchy, nor 
will the 2,000,000 negro inhabitants. 
The clergy are doubtiess unanimously in 
favor ofa monarchy. Therefore the, Gazettg 
asks: “If Brazil sides with Admiral 
Mello what can the United. States do?’ 
Concluding, it says after the Chilean mess 
President C.eveland is likely to be careful, 
The interests of the United States in Brazil 
are commercial, not sentimental.

SERIOUS FIGHTING IN CUBA, 


One Man Says the Uprising Is More Wide- 
spread than Is Generally Believed. | 

New Yors, Nov. 18.—In a conversation 
with one of the Cuban delegates sent to Cuba 
in disguise by the Cuban societies in this city 
and Brooklyn he says: 

It is a well-known fact that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment controls both the telegraph and cable 
lines, and it is its policy in this present trouble 
to withhold all authentic news from the outside 


world, Itisa fact that there has been fighting | 


going on for the last few weeks between the in- 
surgents and the Spanish troops. Many lives 
have been lost on both sides. The insurgents are 
headed by the honorable and brave soldiers. 
The leadér is Higinio Esquerra, a veteran of the 
war of 1868. Anumber of arrests have been 
made by the Spanish Government, but from last 
reports Esquerra is still at the head of the in- 
surgents. Never since the beginning of the Cuban 
insurrection has so much ammunition been 
shipped into Cuba right under the noses of the 
custom-house authorities ,in different disguises 
as during the last twelve months. Tuesday last 
an expedition started for Cuba with men, money, 
and ammunition. It went away quietly and only 
the Cuban societies knew of the departure of 
the vessel. The recent outrages by the Spanish 
Government have hastened the revolt. and the 
societies are only waiting for news from their 
friends in Cuba to send out amuch larger expe- 
dition than was sent Tuesday last, 


NICTHEROY NEED NOT CLEAR. 


Brazilian Minister Certifies That the Ship 
Is the Government’s Property. 


New Yorx. Nov. 18.—Just before noon to- | 


day the certificate of Salvador Mendonca, the 
Brazilian Minister, that the steamship Nic- 
theroy, formerly El Cid, had become the prop- 
erty of the Brazilian Government, was filed 
in the custom-house, The certificate does 
away with the necessity of the vessel clearing 
at the custom-house before leaving port, Capt.

Loxpow, Nov. 18.—The dormant energies 
of the Unionists in the House of Commons 
have been quickened at once by the return of 
Joseph Chamberlain, Liberal Unionist leader, 
from his American trip. Whatever the Uppo- 
sition has accomplished in retarding govern- 
ment measures since the House reassembled 
has been done through sullen inertia. Every- 
thing hke active, sktilfully directed attack 
‘has been wanting. The monotony of the 
debates has been phenomenal. The 
best evidence that no _ interest has 
been injected into the proceedings 
is seen in the public galleries. These have 
been almost deserted. Often the strangers’ 
gallery, instead of being crowded, while many 
applicants waited for admission, has been 
Thursday and Friday evenings 
it was occupied by barely half a dozen 
persons. 

The average attendance of members has just 
sufficed forthe quorum of forty. The rest 
have appeared only when summoned by the 
division bell. It ts the best testimonial to Mr, 
Chamberlain’s powerful influence that the ex, 
pectation of his return has roused the mem, 
bers from such apathy. He will meet the 
Liberal Unionists Monday with a view to put 
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in order the amendments to be offered to the

| bills. He will specify the mode of obstruc- 
tion to be made to both and will move the re- 


jection of the Employers’ Liability bill on the 
third reading. 

The Ministers view Mr, Chamberlain’s 
plans with some misgivings, as they know he 
will exploit every amendment asa means of 


| killing time. The Liberal members of the 
| go¥ernment wil] decline to accept any of his 


amendments, and so may give him an oppor 
tunity to prolong proceedings with the bills to 
the point of encroaching upon the time of the 
next session. The government may be com- 
pelled to resort to the closure, and thus afford 
the House of Lords a good excuse for amend- 
ing or rejecting the measures on the ground 
that they were not fully considered in the 
Lower House, 
Lords Will Reject It, 

The rejection of the employers’ liability bill 
by the Lords is a foregone conclusion in any 
event. The large employers object to the 
passage of the bill, principally because it will 
not allow the men to exempt themselves by 
special contract from its provisions, and the 
peers in sympathy with the employers will 
not accept the bill unless it is emasculated so 
as to allow the men thus to exempt them- 
selves. The Liberals will not consent, how- 
ever, to nullify the bill by allowing an exemp- 
tion amendment to be attached to it. If 
Mr. Chamberlain held the existence 
of’ the House of Lords as desira- 
ble, he certainly would not encourage 
them in this course, which certainly will rouge 
popular indignation against them. In this 
opposition Mr. Chamberlain is thought to be 
moved largely by his dislike of Mr. Asquith, 
Home Secretary, who is not backward in re- 
turning the dislike with interest. In an inter- 
view last night Mr. Chamberlain said: 

Unfortunately Mr. Asquith, who is responsible 
for the employers’ liability bill. has had absp- 
lutely no commetcial experience, He accepted 
the measure from tke trades unions without re- 
vision, criticism, or amendment. Then he uses 
the Irish vote to force the measure through the 
House. A strong protest against such procedure 
will surely be made at the next election. 

John Burns, the labor member of Parlia- 
ment, who knows certainly as much as Mr. 
Chamberlain about popular protests and their 
probable difection, made today this comment 
upon Mr. Chamberlain’s interview: 

Mr. Asquith’s bill will secure for Mr. Glad- 
stone a majority of seventy or more. As for Mr. 
Asquith’s capacity to deal with the matter, his 
knowledge of the commercial law at least coun- 
terbalances Mr. Chamberlain’s commercial expe- 
rience. 

_ After speaking of English affairs last even- 
ing Mr. Chamberlain gave opinions of several 
features of the political situation in the United. 
States. Of the tariff reform policy of the ad-’ 
ministration he said: 

“*T believe Mr. Cleveland is absolutely honest 
and straightforward. He will adhere cour- 
ageously to the principles which . he declared 
in his preélection addresses. His purpose is 
to reduce customs duties where they are not 
required for revenue or are clearly excessive 
and directed merely to protect particular in-- 
dustries. At the same time Mr. Cleveland is 
opposed by gigantic vested interests which 
render it impossible for an,‘outsider to pre- 
dict whether he will be successfulip all his 
plans. Probably some changes will be made, 
but I do not expect that they will be radical 
ones,”’ 

New Post for Pauncefote. 

The vacancy left in the St. Petersburg em- 
bassy by the death of Sir Robert Morier is 
likely to’ be filled by Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, now in Washington. Sir Philip 
W. Currie, Under Secretary of State, 
is named as the probable successor 
to the Washington post. Morier’s 
death means a great loss to the British foreign 
service. The relations between Great Britain 
and Russia are likely to suffer from it, as 
Morier was a favorite of the Czar and was on 
terms of friendly intimacy with the Ozar’s 
Ministers. During his famous quarrel with 
Bismarck Morier was supported by the Rus- 
sian court to a remarkable exteni, the Czar, 
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Czarina, and twenty Grand Dukes attending a 


ball given at the British Embagsy. 
Does Not Bother Englishmen. 

The sensational stories of a Franco-Russian 
coalition against England have not stirred the 
pulses of the English Ministry or people, Mr, 
Gladstone’s assurances that the government 
was alive to the necessity of England's 
supremacy over possible foes have been uni- 
versally accepted as genuine, At the same 
time it has become known that the 
admiralty estimates in the coming 
budget will provide for large 
additional expenditure. Besides proposing 
the construction of more warships the admir- 
alty will ask grants for enlarging the works at 
Famagusta and Larnaca on the Island of Cy- 
prus, that the fleetin the Levant may have 
constant access to copious supplies and am. 
munition. Admiralty experts hold thatthe 
suggested performances of France and Russia 
against the Bosphorus or Egypt would now be 
extremely perilous and before long will be 
quite impossible. The decrease of revenue 
and increase of estimates will result in a de- 
ficit which will cause probably an addition of 
two pence to the income tax and an enhance- 
ment of the duties.

TEACHERS DISCUSS THEIR WORK. 


Gonferenece Between Instructors in Chicago 
University and Preparatory Schools. 
The third conference of University and 
Preparatory School teachers met yesterday in 
all day session. Prof, W. H. French, princi- 


| pal of the Hyde Park High School, was elected 
President of ‘the merning, and Prof, O. 8. 


Prescott of the North Division High School 
of the afternoon session. Mr. Cooley of La 


Grange was chosen Secretary. The intro-- 


duectory address, given by Prof. Henry H. 
Donaldson of the university, dwelt upon 
the necessity of the teacher being an investi- 
gator in order to attain maximum results in 
his department of work. 

“Modern Language Teaching” was pre- 
sented by William Norton Payne, associate 
editor of the Dial, who urged attention in the 
matter of pronunciation in the modern lan- 
guages. Again, a colloquial knowledge of 
language must be acquired in the country in 
which it ig spoken. As to how colloquial 
lan can be best taught is an open ques- 
tion. .Teachers giving instruction in their 
native tongue are often less efficient than 
those whose knowledge of the language is ac- 
quired. 

Prof. Albion Small of the university be- 
lieved it impossible to dissociate the passive 
from the active knowledge of a language, as 
there was connected with the idiom a spirit of 
interpretation which was indispensable to a 
correct understanding of the text. In this 
Prof. Shorey dissented. 

“* The Place of the Natural Sciences in the 
Preparatory School’’ was the theme of Dr. 
Otto Dietrich of the Milwaukee Academy. 
Prof. Dietrich detailed a comparative study 
of the German and American methods of in- 
struction in the sciences. The discussion 
whigh eee S the reading of this paper went 
to show that the German student is severely 
overtaxed, while the Arserican student, espe- 
cially in the intermediate grade, is not as- 
sign ned work in proportion to his capacity. 

he afternoon session opened with resi- 
dent Prescott in the chair. main topic for 
discussion was ** The Place of Mathematics in 
Preparatory Curriculum.”’ Prof. John Schob- 
inger, principal of the Harvard School, pre- 
sented the paper. Prof. Schobinger stated that 
in Gesu: rance, and other European coun- 
tries geometry preceded algebra in the mathe- 
matical course. This is not the practice in the 
United States. Thé European plan is on the 
whole preferable. Geometry is moreconcrete, 
and the pupil by aid of his imagination is able 
to comprehend in a tangible form the proper- 
ties of the circle and triangle. Arithmetic on 
the other hand is an abstraction, while algebra 
isan abstraction within an abstraction. The 
power of abstraction is a power of God, and 
thé degree to which a pupil can generalize is 
a measurable evidence of his power of thought. 
Prof. Schobinger alse dwelt at some length 
upon the German system and presented charts 
copied from the German educational exhibit 
at the Fair. Mathematics, he maintained, were 
poorly taught in the preparatory schools, as 
was evidended by the percentage of failures 
announced by Examiner Abbott. The 
branches in which applicants for admission to 
the university were most deficient were as 
follow we, given i in rank of perceatage: German, 
advan Latin composition, solid geometry, 
plane geometry, and aigebra. Mathematics 
occupy the third, fourth, and fifth places in 
the deficit, 

Another point upon which considerable dis- 
cussion cen was unit value 
should be assigned to rathematics in the en- 
tragce examinations; also, should mathemat- 
ics taken all at once, or distributed over a 
four years’ course? In the latter cage, what 
studies should be taken collaterally? Ger- 
man and French were shown to be failures as 
collaterals. 

Finally, the central idea of the conference 
was the increasing quentity of work forced 
upon the preparatory courses and the inabil- 
ity to do such work, or, in other words, the 
extent to which specialization in preparatory 
work is justifiable under the conditions of life 
as we findit. Dr, Chamberlain eloquently 
advocated specialization to a large extent in 
preparatory schools. Concentration is the se- 
cret of power, while diffusiveness leads to 
weakness. 

Prof. Hale delivered the farewell address to 
the members of the conference, and on be- 
half of the faculty thanked those present for 
their participation in the discussions and 
kindly interest in the university. 

A vote of thanks was offered by the visit- 
ors, and the conference adjourned after an an- 
nouncement by Secretary Cooley that the pro- 
ceedings would be published complete by the 
university. pagans. | those present prominent 
in preparatory work were the following:

ALD. MADDEN WILL MAKE A REPORT. 


Cause for Shortage in the City’s Finances= 
Other Municipal News. 

Ald. Madden intends to makea statement 
to the Councilof the condition of the city 
finances tomorrow evening. He deems this 
course necessary because of the attack made 
on him in connection with the management 
of the Finance committee during the last six 
months. Mr. Madden was the first to call the 
attention of the acting Mayor to the fact that 
the revenues of the city were likely to fall 
short of the estimates, and that some of the 
funds had been overdrawn. He consulted 
with the Mayor and the Controller on the sub- 
ject. The Controller made an exa'nination of 
the accounts. His first report indicated a 
deficiency of over $2,000,000. Mr. Madden 
said that could not be. The bookkeeper 
went over the accounts again and then 
it was ascertained that the shortage was only 

1,834,000. But neither the Mayor nor Ald. 

adden was satisfied and hence the appoint- 
ment of the expert accountant. 

Controller Wetherell, Deputy Controller 
Barrett, and other em ployés of the Controll- 
er’s office were much perturbed yesterday at 
the report in Tue Tripuns that an expert ac- 
countant would be appointed to overhaul 
their books. They thought, or affected to 
think, it was a reflection on their honesty. It 
was merely a reflection on the system and the 
bookkeeping methods of the department, 
which apparently rendered it impossible to 
ascertain —— the financial] condition of 
the city. pornos of the .officials 
the Mayor an Me Madden furnished state- 
ments yesterday to the City Press Association 
that there was no doubt of the integrity of the 
officials of the Controller’s office. 

Ald. Madden in his statement to the City 
Council tomorrow evening will*+ show that of 
the $1,834,000 deficiency which is said to 
exist $500, 000 is represerted by an open 
*‘iudgment”’ account carried since 1883, to 
which additions have since been made from 
year to year, that the city’s revenue was 
overestimated -$500,000, that it had to 
pay $100,000 due on last year’s ex- 
penses for gasy and that new gas lamps, 
repairs on gas lamps, etc,, called tor $180,- 
000 over and above the direct arm gre Te 
for these specific items, making a total of $1,- 
325,000. 

He will also show that there will be a sav- 
ing of. $200,000 in the Engineer’s Depart- 
ment, $75,000 in the Police Department, and 
$75,000 in the Fire Department on the year, 
which will reduce the apparent deficiency to 
$975,000. He will show further that the city 
will have a credit of $250,000 in the ‘* mys- 
terious fund W,”’ about which sinister hints 
have been thrown out. This fund is made up 
of the unrebated excesses of the Special As 
sessment Department. 


Municipal News, 


Supt. McCarthy of the Street Department 
yesterday discharged twenty-three sub-inspectors 
and five men with teams.

Mayor Swift has not yet decided what he 
will do with the ordinance of the Mutnal Elec- 
tric Light and Power company.

NO DANGER FROM TARIFP —s 
ERS DESPITE THE THREATS. 


Some Bravado for Show but Nothing More 
Is Feared by the Insiders=Imp 
of Its Campaign Contributions in Com- 
ing New York Election=Chicago Specu- 
lators Appear as Buyers of Whisky 
Trust=Money Market Easy=—Union Pa- 
cific Stock Likely to Advance Rapidly, 

New York, Nov. 18.—([Special.]—This 
week’s stock market has been without any 
feature of consequence. The bears have been 
in control and as a matter of fact no opposi- 
tion efforts have been made in any important

way. The bear war cries have had to do with 


prospects of poor railway earnings, with tariff 
tinkermg programs, and with the general 


theory that trade being everywhere restricted, 


the country is. ** broke,”’ with no buying power 
anywhere. They have paid especial attention 


to the industrial stocks. Sugar trust has been 


their favorite. They have been fortunate in 
that quarter. It has dropped about ten points. 
Incidentally the chief bull manipulator of it 
has suddenly wheeled over to the bear side. 
He talks in blue fashion about the whole mar- 
ket. Itis Wall street’s theory, however, that 
his outgivings upon the general market are 
intended to be a mark merely for what he is 
doing in sugar trust stock. There are not 
lack mg skeptics who suspect that his real aim 
is under the cover of bearishness to market a 

good big line of long sugar stock for insiders. 

It is no betrayal of confidence to say that 
the biggest men in sugar trust affairs insist 
that there is really no danger of trouble for 
their corporation from the tariff sharps at 
Washington. They “‘know” the statesmen 
who are in charge of the tariff deal, and they 
do not apprehend much beyond a play to the 


| galleries. It is the opinion of sugar trust in- 
1 siders that some bravado may be indulged in 


by the tariff tinkerers at the start and that 


| there may be some hullabaloos over the 


shameless oppression of the monopolists. 
But they are persuaded that such a program 
will be carried but a little ways, Profeaston 
al politicians are too fond of big campaign 
contributions to indulge in many schemes for 
embarrassing those contributors. It need not 
be forgotten that there isa most important 
campaign coming on in New York State in 
eleven months hence. And the millionaires 
of the sugar trust will be rather valuable al- 
lies then. 

Just in passing it may be worth while notic- 
ing the fact that a certain important meampe 
of this same sugar trust may then the 
Democratic candidate for Governor. He has 
ex-Secretary Whitney’s backing. 


Dabbling in Whisky Trust, 


All of the industrials are under fire, and all, 
like sugar, are being subjected to the in- 
fluences of pros ive tariff scalping. Lead 
has not yielded muth, but it is in far from an 
easy situation. ‘The same is true of most of 
the other industrials, Chicago insiders have 
suddenly appeared as buyers ol whisky trust. 
Nelson Morris is credited with having taken 
close to 20,000 shares on the quiet during the 
last week or ten days. The insiders are sup- 
posed to have been similarly active. In all 
probaility ‘the Congressional Ways and 
Means committee will look out for their prop- 
erty in which so many intimate friends of the 
administration are interested. 

Chicago Gas has.been dull and firm during 
the week. We have had a lot of rumors sug- 
gesting that the recent scrip dividend is to be 
redeemed in cash, but that rumor was without 
foundation. Asa matter of fact it is probable 
that the next dividend will be declared also in 
scrip. - If the resources of the company are 
relied upon’ that certainly will be the case. 
However, the managers of the Chicago Gas 
property are men of such financial strength 
that it would be easy (if advisable from their 
own point of view) to provide all the money 
necessary to pay dividends ad libitum with- 
out resort to scrip or anything like it. 

The money market pean y+ gy to the 
point of making both call and Bony oans an 
absolute drug. It is a favorite Wall street 
saying that easy money cannot make a bull 
stock market, and thatistrue. It is equally 
true, however, that easy money never yet 
failed to provide opportunities to prefer mat- 
ters which always are sure to develop bull 
markets, That is essentially the case just 
now. A great big number of plans are under 
way which soon are sure to become public 
and lead to improvement in the Wall street 
situation. 


Union Pacific Stock to Go Up, 


Union Pacific is a case in point. That 
stock (now selling a little under $20 a ore 
willone of these days—and not so faro 
either —-be quoted up at par and bea public 
favorite there. Meanwhile, thanks to Wall 
street manipulation and to Congressional 
tactics—it may get down to half its present 
price, But under cover of the present hard 
times and dullness there are tremendous 
schemes in progress to help it. It has almost 
no friends now at 17, but a year. hence with 
its figures reversed, at 71, it will be hurrahed 
very tumultuously by the same crowd of wise 
men now engaged in bearing it. 

There are haif a hundred properties situated 
similarly, though perhaps Union Pacific, with 
its Congressional troubles, has more than its 
average to contend with. There is National 
Cordage, a typical industrial. It is now 
under 25, but in anything like a fair market 
it will double® its quotation by next spring. 
New York and New England railroad is still: | 
another. Any active: pool in it can lift its 
price 20 to 30 points on a small ring’s buy. 
The whole stock list is filled with similar op- 
portunities. Meantime there are lots of 
stocks selling at — far higher than their 
earnings warrant, Western Union Telegraphjis 
a case in point. When Jay Gould was alive 
the bears were afraid to isubie it, but who is 
there now to “ protect” the stuff? 

Till Congress meets we are likely to con- 
tinue to hear a vast amount about tariff 
threats, and till then the bears must have ad- 
vantages. But it is well for traders to bear 
well in mind that there is already a tremen- 
dous short interest in the market and that it is 
not all in the hands of millionaires who can 
oe themselves and who are careless of 
rallies,

Fulfills itself in many ways 
‘Lest one good custom should corrupt the world. 


It is grateful to reflect that surpassing genius 
in the actor’s art, seconded by a maniy anda 


+ noble private life, does not pass unrecognized 


by the world. Such a union of qualities is 
rare, but ‘wher it occurred in the past it re- 


ceived its due meed of honor. There were at 


least a few souls to preserve the remembrance 
of such lives and to perpetuate their record. 
In reading of the Booth memorial meeting 
one was reminded of the funeral of his great 
prototype in character and art, who was in- 
terred in the cloisters near Westminster Ab- 
bey two centuries ago, and of the tribute paid 
to him by Dick Steele in the pages of the 
Tattler: 

Having received notice that the famous actor, 
Mr. Bellerton, was to be interred this evening in 
the cloisters near Westminster Abbey I was re- 
solved to walk thither and sce the last office 
done to a man whom I always very much ad- 
mired, and from whose action I had received 
more strong impressions of what is great and 
noble in human nature than from the arguments 
of the most solid philosophers or the descrip- 
tions of the most charming poets I have ever 
read. While I walked inthe cloisters I thought 
of him with the same concern as if I waited for 
the remains of a person who had in real 
life dene all that I had seen him 
represent. The gloom of the place 
and faint lights before the ceremony appeared 
contributed tothe melancholy disposition I was 
in ; began to be extremely afflicted that 
Brutus and Cassius had any difference, that Hot- 
spursgallantry was so unfortunate, and that the 
mirth and humor of Falstaff could not ex- 
empt him from the grave. Nay, this occasion in 
me, who look upon the distinctions amongst men 
to be merely scenical raised reflections upon the 
emptiness of all human perfection and greatness 
in general, and I could not but regret that the 
sacred heads which lie buried in the neighbor- 
hood of this little eee of earth in which my 
poor old friend 1s deposited are returned to dust 
as weil as he, and that there is no difference in 
the grave between the imaginary and the real 
monarch made me say of human life itse]f 
with Macbeth: 


“ Tomorrow and tomorrow and tomorrow 
C in this petty pace from day to day 
To the last syllable of recorded time, 
And see our yesterdays have lighted fools 
The wey to dusty death, Out, out, short can-

Mr. William Winter’s * Life and Art of Ed- 
win Booth” is especially timely. It comes 
from the press of Macmillan & Co., New 
York. The story,as Mr. Winter says in his 
introduction, is that of a dreamer, who never- 
theless threw himself into the strife of action ; 
& simple gentleman who was often perplexed 
and bewildered ‘ among the thorns and dan- 
gers of this world.” “ If it be success—and in 
the full sense of that word it certainly is suc- 
cess—so that the world shall be better for

fluence. Booth had a life of splendid 
triumph; and now that it is ended he sleeps 
in blessings and his laurel can never fade.” 
In commending this book to the public with 
‘Ms sympathetic criticisms of a great actor’s 
Work and its valuable illustrations it may not 
improper to add that. the biographer is 
Worthy of his subject. Of him it may be said, 
as he writes of Edwir Booth, ‘* He never con- 
escended to popular caprice,’’ but has fol- 
‘lowed the ideal through good and bad report 
faithfully through his life.

STORIES OF THIRTEEN 


INSTANCES WHERE THIS NUMBER 
HAS FIGURED PROMINENTLY. 


Recent Train Wrecks in Which Supersti- 
tious Persons Find Much to Discuss= 
The Accidents at Jackson and Battle 
CreekeEach Took* Place Friday and 
the Unlucky Number Played a Part in 
Both Wrecks—Thirteen People in an 
Elevator Which Fell—Thirteen at Table, 


Thirteen ig a bad number, says the super- 
stitious man. Friday is a bad day he also 
declares. When the two come together the 
combination ‘is exceedingly disagreeable. 
Then the superstitious man shudders, and if 
you ask him ¢odoso he will recall to your 
mind some instances where the combination 
has worked most disastrously. As for ex- 
ample: 

Friday, Oct. 13, was the day the big train 
wreck took place at Jackson, Mich. The 
trains which came together were two sectibns 
of a regular train which was running toward 
Chicago in thifteen sections. In each of the 
two sections were thirteen coaches. When the 
crash came thirteen dead bodies were picked 
out of the débris. 

These are facts, says the superstitious man, 
and the man who is not a believer in the un- 
lucky thirteen smiles, says it is true, but he 
adds, sententiously: ‘Then you think the 
accident would not have taken place if all 
these thirteens had not come together?”’ 

To this the superstitious man answers that 
no argument can be gotten out of the proposi- 
tion, The facts are: The combination was 
there, the wreck took place, and no man shall 
say it would have taken place anyhow. He 
argues for his pet >) and then he 
calls attention to thesg facts: 

In the wreck at* Battle Creek, Mich., 
a Friday figured, because the ‘accident 
occurred that day. Thirteen also played a 
prominent part. ‘There were thirteen coaches 
in the ill-fated train. The thirteenth coach 
was No. 13. In this coach, called ‘the un- 
lucky car,” twenty-six persons were killed— 
just twice thirteen. The engine was numbered 
193, which added together makes thirteen. 
Then, in the crash, the 9 was knocked off and 
the number looked bad. In the hotel at Bat- 
tle Creek is a room No, 13. Twoof the 
wounded men were being carried into it and 
objected. They were suspicious. They de- 
clared they did not want to go into such a 
room and their wishes were respected. Then, 
to add te the thirteen Combination, a boy 13 
years old, riding in coach No. 13, was killed, 


No Arguments Needed. 


These are facts. The superstitious man, 
however, does not argue about them. He is 
wise. He does not make any allusions to the 
disasters in which the cabalistic number does 
not appear so prominently. He allows men 
who are not paperetiioras toargue and draw 
their own annihilating conclusions. 

Then again, in the elevator which dropped 
from the roof of the Manufactures Building 
at the Fair Manhattan day in the evening 
there were thirteen passengers, Thisis also 
— notch in the superstitious man’s 
BtICK, 

In a hotel in Chicago—one of the very best 
—there isno Room No. 13. The different 
floors ure designated by letter. When the 
proprietor was arranging the rooms he found 
to his dismay that Al3, B13, C13, and so on 
brought the bad numberto his best corner 
room on each floor. He figureda long time 
and then concluded to use only even numbers, 
thus making his best room on each floor bear 
the number 26. 

This hotel proprietor was asked one day 
why he had so arranged matters, He said: 

‘*T am not a bit superstitious. I would just 
as soon sleep in Room No. 13 as in Room 
No. 26, but there are nine in every ten per- 
sons who would not occupy awoom with such 
a number. Therefore, it is money in my 
pocket for me not to have such a number on 
any room door in my hotel.”’ 

‘he superstitious man sagely remarks that 
the hotel man is wise, even beyond his years. 

There are men who write for a livelihood 
who will not number their manuscript with 
this same thirteen. They skip a page or mark 
it twelve and a half. These sume men are 
not’ in the least su itious and would be 
@ngry if such an adetisation was made, but 
they argue that they do not wish to take any 
chances. They want to be on the safe side, 
so, if they should happen to draw their story 
to an end at page No. 18, they try to draw it 
out so as to reach to the next number and 
thus avoid the hoodoo, } 

Thirteen at Dinner. 


There i isa well-authenticated case of thir- 
teen at dinner which happened a couple of 
years ago. They were newspaper-men, and 
the one who seemed to be the least bit 
alarmed over the combination was killed in a 
railroad wreck within the year. Those who 
were superstitious and sat at the same table 
had their belief in unlucky things much in- 
creased by the occurrence, which was sad and 
regretted by all who knew the young man 
who was killed. 

Theatrical people are, perhaps, as a rule 
more superstitious than other folk. They say 
they are not, but at the same time they admit 
that they pet and coddle little bits of 
fancy sometimes calied superstition. Pea- 
cock’s feathers and yellow clarionets are 
the chief objects against which actors 
direct their wrath. Women have been known 
to refuse to play their parts when a yellow 
clarionet was in the orchestra, and there is a 
case on record where a prominent actress 
paid an usher quite a good sum of money to 
clip a peacock’s feather from the hat of u 
woman in the audience. The usher was 
caught in the act, arrested, and the story 
came out in the police station, much. to the 
chagrin of the actress, whe disliked to have 
her superstition aired before. the unsympa- 
thetic world 

Rabbits’ Feet. 

Adrian Constantine Anson, once known as 
a great baseball player, carries a rabbit's foot 
of the most highly approved sort with him as 
a mascot. There’s where the other side comes 
in. Adrian C. and his team are badly de- 
moralized just now. 

One of the most amusing things told in con- 
néction with ** hoodoos,”’ is that of the South- 
ern darky, who has been touched and con- 
sequently *“‘hoodooed”’ by a rabbit foot. 
There isa remedy. He can “lift the hoodoo” 
by going through this ridiculous perform- 
ance: 

He catches a y ellow cur dog. Then he pulls 
three hairs. from the dog’s back. Then he 
walks sideways to an appie-tree and, with his 
left hand, he breaks off a piece of a branch of 
the tree. He splits this half way through, 
inserts the three hairs, captured from the dog, 
Then he ties the stick to- 
gether at each end, using white and black 
cord, Then he goesto his home, walks up- 
stairs back ward, repeating the Lord’s prayer 
aeokwnes Ww hen he has dcne this three 

mes, he places the stick under the third step 
of the stairs. ‘He leaves it tnere three days, 
when he takes it out and burries it three feet 
deep. Then, in three weeks, he is safe again. 

The ** hoodoo ”” has been kill led.

boulevard. Work on the foundation will be 
commenced at once, and it is expected the 
structure will be completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy by June next. The home 
will accommodate 250 persons and will 
afford a home and work shop for the blind of 
Chicago who feel the necessity of asking alme 
on the street. To this class the home will be 
additionally welcome, asa liberal price will 
be paid for all work done. 

The inmates will be taught a variety of 
trades at the expense of the State, but when 
proficient enough to earn their own board 
they will pay for it. In some instances they 
can, it is said, earn from $30 to $45 
a month and then be able, if they 
wish, to live at. their own homes, 
but still be furnished work at the factory. 
The men will be taught broommaking, piano 
tuning, carpet and hammock weaving, mat- 
tress-making, cane eeating for chairs, up- 
holstering, etc. The women will be taught 
sewing by hand and machine, knitting and 
crocheting, cane seating for chairs, coulging, 
and all branches of domestic work. Some 
may even work at the lighter parts of broom- 
making. 3 

In 1887 the Legislature passed an act ap- 
propriating $100,000 for an Industrial Home 
for the Blind to be located in Chicago. The 
bill was drawn by W. H. Gordon, 
a member of the Legislature, 
and introduced by James O’Connor, 
who is blind and also a member of the present 
General Assembly. Owing to the trustees not 
being appointed the money was allowed to 
lapse back tothe treasury, but was reappro- 
priated in May, 1893. In July Gov. Altgeld 
appointed the followmg Board of Trustees: 

P. H. Conley, Fritz Glogauer, H. C. Zutter- 
meiter, and Miss Sarah J. Condon. 

The board a few weeks afterward purchased 
alotat Douglas boulevard and Nineteenth 
street, having a frontage of 335 feet on the 
boulevard. A space will be left on either side 
of the building for further extension as it 
may become’ necessary. A side track will 
connect the factory building with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. 

Plans for the buildings have been com- 
pleted by Architects Mayo & Curry. The 
style will be Romanesque. The dormitory 
building will be 100x100 feet, with a court 
for light in the middle. It will be four stories 
high, with brick walls and stone foundation. 
Buff Bedford stone and pressed brick will be 
used on the east and north sides. The main 
entrance will be on Douglas boulevard. 

The north side of the building will be de- 
voted to women and the south side to men. 
The building will be located on the lot so as 
to leave large recteation courts. The ‘first 
and second floors only will be divided off 
into rooms under the present appropriation. 
Spaces will be left for two elevators, which 
may be putinat any time. Also accommo. 
dations for future machinery will be placed, 
in the basement. Ample means of escape is 
provided for in case of fire by four staircases 
running from the top to the bottom of the

building at each corner. The rear part of the 
basement floor will be a laundry, store-room, 
vegetable-room, etc. In the front portion 
will be toilet and smoking rooms. 

Near thé main entrance on the first 

floor is the Superintendent’s office and con- 
sultation-room. Right and left of these are 
large reception-rooms and pariors, each sex 
having separate apartments. The remaining 
portion is taken up by the dining-rooms—one 
for each sex—with a common. kitchen. The 
second floor will be devoted to the dormito- 
ries, women’s work-room, and Superinten- 
dent’s quarters, with spacious corridors. The 
other floors will be used as dormitories. 
. Fireproof partitions will be used through- 
out the building, also steam heat and electric 
light, hardwood trimming, and other modern 
linprovements. The main entrance will be 
wainscoted with marble. The floors of the 
corridors on the first floor will be tiled. The 
dormitories will cost $75,000. 

The factory, which forms an important part 
of the establishment, will be built of common 
brick of mill construction.

Mayor Seirt should return the ordinance 
of the Mutual Electric Light and Power com- 
pany. to the Courcil tomorrow ‘evening with- 
out his approval, It was not sufficiently con- 
sidered and is loosely drawn. The amend- 

ments agreed upon by the Council were in- 
serted haphazard. It proposes to maintain 
a dangerous system of overhead wires in 4 
populous residence district. It appears that 
the Corporation Counsel holds that it is faulty 
in construction and the City Electrician ob- 
jects to the overhead wire system as danger- 
ous. For all these reasons it should be vetoed. 
If there are any merits in the ordinance it can 
be referred back to one of the Council com- 
mittees for considera tion and amendment. 


WHEN the Midsnniitien ‘Elevated road sub- 
mitted to the War Department the plans for 
the new bridge at Van Buren street which it 
is intended the road and the city shall use 
jointly, the West Side Street railway com- 
pany protested against the granting of a per- 
mit. It alleged that the construction and 
operation of the bridge in accordance with the 
plans would endanger the tunnel built by the 
street railway. ‘The government engineer of- 
ficer reported that there was ng ground for 
the protest and the permit has been granted. 

This is acceptable news to the residents of 
the West Side. They saw in the protest of the 
street railroad compary only another attempt 
to interfere with a competitor and to force 
the residents of the West Division to depend 
exclusively on the surface road. Their sym- 
pathies were all with the elevated one. The 
latter has over four miles of track construct- 
ed west of the South Branch, and it can now 
go ahead with its bridge. By spring it should 
be completed and the road open for travel. 
Then with two elevated roads in operation 
the people of the West Side will be able to 
get to and from their homes without the 
exasperating delays which they suffer now 
that they have only the horse’ and cable car 
systems to » depend on.

THE HAWAIIAN MYSTERY. 

The steamer which arrived at San Frap- 
cisco yesterday from Hawaii was expected to 
bring news of startling and: possibly violent 
events. On the contrary, the intelligence 
brought by her is happily and. perplexingly 
pacific. The steamer left Honolulu on the 
llth. Up to that time all that Minister 
Willis had done was to present his credentials 
to the Presidént of the provisional govern- 
ment. In doing so he did not tell him that 
the United States wanted him to give up his 
place in favor of the Queen. On the con- 
trary he assured the President of the ‘* friend- 
ship, interest, and hearty good will’’ which 
Mr. Cleveland felt for him and the Hawaiians 
generally. 

This was on the 7th and’up to the 11th the 
Minister had done nothing towards restoring 
the Queen or deposing the provisional govern. 
ment. This cannot have been because he had 
received instructions from Washington coun- 
termuanding previous ones, for there has been 
no time for that. It is possible he found the 
provisional government stronger than he 
thought it would be and not so easy to over- 
throw, and that he is waiting for additional 
instructions from Washington before he takes 
further action. 

The news is much better than was expected. 
It was feared that summary steps would have 
been taken by the Minister. On thecontrary, 
he has been as gentle as a dove and it is dif- 
ficult to see‘how. after his pacific remarks to 
President Dole, he can make him clear out. 
He might suggest to him the propriety of 
doing so, or might tell him that the United 
States would be pleased if-he would step 
down and out. But how can he, after having 
invoked the *‘spirit of peace, friendship, and 
hospitality,” tell President Dole that if the 
provisional government does not dissolve 
itself he, the American Minister, will land 
some marines.and dissolve it? * 

The advice of the Secretary of State to the 
President was— 

Should not the great wrong done to a feeble 
but independent State by an abuse of the au- 
thority of the United States be undone by restor- 
ing the legitimate government? Anything short 
of that will not, I respectfully submit, satisfy the 
demands of justice. 

For some reason Minister Willis has not 
made much headway in the work of restora- 
tion. Has he found the “ illegitimate” gov- 
ernment too strong to be upset by a word, or 
is the task of restoration to be carried on in a 
slow, diplomatic manner very different frotn 
the rough and ready methods it was assumed 
the Minister v was instructed to adopt? 


TO DRIVE our THE ‘THIEVES. 

The police authorities have wakened up to 
the necessity of making an effort to drive out 
or lock up all the thieves thatare now at large 
in this city. ‘The men they are going to look 
after more particularly are those who have 
been shooting people as well as robbing thern. 
The policy said to have been resolved on is 
not to wait till the villains can be caught in 
the commission of robbery or tracked down 
after therdeed, but to use preventive meas- 
ures, They are to be arrested in advance, in 
the expectation that the Police Justices before 
whom they are taken will impose punishment 
sufficiently severe to induce the thugs to leave 
the city atthe next opportunity they find to 
get out of it. 

Chief Brennan is quoted as saying: ‘very 
.day we bring into the police courts wagon- 
louds of these men, many of whom are sent 
to jail.”” So it appears the Police Justices are 
not entirely to blame. They do a portion of 
their duty in this respect, if not the whole of 
it. But they have been asked to confer with 
police officials and have been given to under- 
stand it is desired by the Mayor that they will 
coéperate with the department in making it 
uncomfortable for criminals in Chicago. It 
is said that so long as they let criminals off 
with petty fines the police cannot drive them 
out of the city. The numerous crooks who 
have been left over from the active opportu- 
nities for theft afforded by the crowded at- 
tendance at the Fair are not to be frightened 
off by the imposition of a few doliars’ fine. 

But here is a great difficulty. If the Police 
Justice be a conscientious man he is not will- 
ing to impose a heavy fine or long imprison- 
ment in the absence of sufficient proof that 
such punishment is deserved. The kind of 
proof offered in the police court is not always 
satisfactory, and sometimes is open to sus- 
picion. Policemen are not infallible, and 
some of them are apt to pretend to knowl- 
edge of criminal associations which do not 
exist, while here and there a private gradge 
has been known to creep in to the detriment 
of an alleged offender. Often the person ar- 
rested has not a fair chance to prove his inno- 
cence in the police court, and the real crim- 
inal is able to bring -“ influence” to bear 
on the preliminary tribunal. The lat. 
ter condition is not the less danger- 
ous of the two, and” probably it ob- 
tains much the more frequently. The thug 
appeals to a saloonkeeper, and the latter goes 
toa man who wants his vote at the next elec- 
tion. The remainder of the process need not 
be related in detail. It can be understood 
without. being expressed. It is a notorious 
fact that some of the most pestilent charac- 


tical immunity, and some of them have been 
heard to boast of it. Occasionally the “in- 


fluence” is mysteriously exerted in a way that 
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ters who have infested this city enjoy a prac-- 
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“*persuades”’ a prosecuting witness it would 
not be to his interest to tell the truth, and he 
abstains from telling it in of out of court, 
Tlie Mayor has pledged his word that. no 
city official, politician, or other citizen will 
be allowed to interfere in thp ease of an in- 
competent dismissed from the force. This is 
as it should be. If his position can be main- 
tained in fact as well as in theory the Mayor 
will have taken an important step towards the 
purification of the city from the worst charac- 
ters that now infest it. Much will have been 
gained if the police can be thus held to their 
line of duty, and still more if the Justices can 
be induced to codperate, But this will not 
abolish the ever-present danger arising from 
the terribly strong influence on politics which 
is exerted by the wicked! element in our 
midst. , 


THE RESULT IN IOWA. 
. It appears from the complete returns of the 
Iowa election that Boies got/32,800 less votes 
than he did two years ago,{ The Republican 
vote increased 7,800, the Populist vote 11,- 
200, and the Prohibition yote 9,800. The 
total vote was 3,000 less than in 1891. The 
Democratic loss was due largely to the return 
to the Republican party of many of those men 
who had been voting againgt it at State elec- 
tions because it clung to a prohibitory law 
which could be enforced in a certain number 
of counties only, the majority of whose in- 
habitants were opposed to the sale of liquor. 
The Democratic losses werp the heaviest in 
those river counties where ‘prohibition is im- 
practicable and where the high license system 
should be adopted. The ixicreased Populist 
vote was drawn from the | Democrats. The 
State convention of that patty by a heavy vote 
refused to indorse free silver, and gustained 
President Cleveland’s course. That action 
alienated a number of free silver Democrats. 

The Republican gain Would have been 
heavier but for that party putting loose from 
State prohibition. That chused tl® vote for 
the Drys to jump from 900) in 1891 to 10,- 
700 this year. For some ‘years whenever it 
was suggested that the Republicans abandon 
an impracticable policy, which had twice cost 
them the State, the Prohibifionists threatened 
to defeat them and turn the State over to the 
Democrats by an overwhelning vote if they 
did so. The Republicans, paralyzed by these 
threats, did not change their policy until this 
year. The result shows hpw wise they were 
to change. They have been frightened by a 
shadow for some time, : 

While the Populist vote was nearly double 
what it was in 1891 it is anly 3,000 larger 
than that cast for Weaver last year, and that, 
too, in spite of the passage | of the repeal bill 
and the cessation of silver |purchases. * Some 
of the Republicans who went astray last year 
and voted for the Populist ¢andidate returned 
to their allegiance, but their loss was made 
good by dissatisfied free-silver Democrats. 
There is nothing in the vote of Iowa to en- 
courage the friends of halftv ralue dollars and 
the gonfiscation of credits.. 
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BRITISH COAL STRIKE E ENDED. " 

Mr. Gladstone has won & great victory for 
suffering humanity outside ithe pariiamentary 
arena—a victory which is certaih to add to his 
political prestige, though it is not itself po- 
litical. It was he who suggested the confer- 
ence between the representatives of the mine 
owners and the representatives of the miners, 
over which Lord Rosebery presided, and 
which now has resulted in) the settlement of 
the most protracted and) widespread labor 
strike in the industrial history of Great Brit- 
ain. The miners went out in July when, the 
owners proposed a 20. pertcent reduction in 
wages. All efforts since tojbring about a set- 
tlement, until Mr. Gladstone proposed the 
Rosebery conference, have;failed. The terms 
of the-settlement arrived 4t are briefly these 


1. That a board of conciliation be established 
forthwith, which shall last at least one year and 
consist of an equal number, fourteen each, of 
coal-mine owners and coal miners. The repre- 
sentatives of the two parties, before the first 
meeting of the delegates, shall endeavor to elect 
a Chairman from the outsidé& If tbey fail, then 
the Speaker of the House of }Commons shall be 
asked to nominate a Chairman, who will have 
the casting vote. The board. when constituted, 
shall have the power to detdymine from time to 
time the rates of wages of the miners of and from 
Feb. 1, 1894. The first meeting of the board 
shall be held in London on Dec. 18. 

2. That the men shall regume work immedi- 
ately at the old wages until; Feb. 1, and it is 
agreed that all of the collierjes, as far as practica- 
ble, shall be opened forthwith and no impedi- 
ment placed upon the men’s yeturn to work. 


In the great activity of British manufactur- 
ing industry about five years ago the working 
coal miners obtained an advance of 40 per 
centin their wages. W ofk in shipbuilding 
and other lines was prospeuted so energet- 
ically that soon there was‘an overproduction. 
Trade slackened and prites fell. Less coal 
was wanted for the inaking of steam and man- 
ufacturers protested they could not pay former 
prices for the fuel. The finers were asked 
to accept a 20 percent reduction in wages 
and refused, The strike followed. almost as 
a matter of course, and fuel gradually became 
so scarce that it was advanced in price, the 
consequence being greatirelative loss to_ the 
poorer classes as weil bs to the eimploy- 
ers of labor in all departments. Had 
the strike lasted much jonger there must 
have been intense suffering among the 
millions unable to obtain a sufficiency 
of fuel to keep their homés warm in the win- 
ter. Probably it wasin the interest of these 
miilions rather than of the comparatively few 
that the government felt it a duty to interfere 
with propositions. for a conference. And 
doubtless the urgent necessities of the people 
had a great deal to do with the willingness of 
the employers to let the men go back at the 
rate of wages prevailing before the. strike. 
They could not afford to’ undertake the re- 
sponsibility of general syffering for lack of 
fuel in the British Islandsjduring the coming 
winter, and doubtless count on being able to 
recoup themselves by exacting higher prices 
during the cold season than they could have 
insisted on had the production of coal been 
continuous for the last foar months. 

This important point seems to have been 
ignored by-the labor leader, Burns, in com- 
menting on the movement. He is reported to 
have said that “‘the result kills the contention 
of employers that wages must follow the fluc- 
tuations in prices, because the conciliation 
board can either arrest the fall in prices or in- 
crease wages.”” This might be true for coal, 
if the supply were limited to the filling of 
domestic wants, but it is mot true for a multi- 
tude of other things that are produced by hu- 
man toil, nor for coal when that is wanted for 
the production of things that have to be sold 
in competition with the manufactures of other 
countries. If the conciljation board’ should 
establish a wage scale far coal miners which 
would make the coal ‘cost more than manu- 
facturers could affopfd to pay and 
sell their product in competition with 
that of other countries they would cease 
to use the coal and to employ workers till 
such time as the article was offered them more 
cheaply. No such board; can force foreign 
customers to buy at higher prices than are 
asked elsewhere. If it should try to act for 
that result the consequence would be such a 
general prostration of the labor interests as 
to force an abandonment of the absurd policy 
and a recognition of corzect e:onomiec princi- 
pies as determining is wages employers 
can afford to pay.

an appeal to similat influences when strikes 
occur in the future, Buthe ought to be aware 

such influence necessarily might not be 
exerted in favor of the strikers when there 
was not the same amount of general suffer- 
ing to be averted. Also he should 
kaow that even a government is power- 
less to make its people pay more for an 
article than they can afford to pay by refer- 
ence to the returns to be gained from con- 
suming that article, If it should fix a scale of 
‘Wages jit could not dictate how many persons 
should be paid those wages by employers, nor 
the prices at which those employers should 
offer their property in order to get a market 
for it and satisfy customers. That has been 
tried, and failed. The current of business is 
subject to a higher, law than any that can be 
passed by Parliaments, Congresses, or trades 
unions, and when any of those bodiés under- 
take to dictate in opposition to that law they 
d¢ more harm than good, howev er well-mean- 
ing they may be.

HOW TO DEAL WITH BURGLARS.. 
Tue Trisune printed yesterday some of the 
rules given by a veteran burglar for the bene- 
fit of people who find a member of that pro- 
fession in the house in the dead of night. 
One of them was: 


Never place yourself between a burglar and 
means of exit. A burglar will take the risk of 
adding the crime of murder to that of theft 
rather than be captured. When a burglar is dis- 
covered he is always anxious to escape, and will 
drop his booty as well as his tools to accomplish 
this end. tive him a start and follow, but never 


step before him. 

There is no doubt that an experienced 
burglar does not want to kill or injure any 
one if he can get off safely, though it be with 
empty pockets. Not that he has ‘any moral 
objections to committing a murder. If it be- 
comes necessary to do so in order that he@may 
escape he has no compunctions whatever. 
But he knows that to kill one of the inmates 
is to increase the risk of detection and the 
chances of going to the penitentiary. He has 
generally a lively dread of that place, for he 
‘has been there, and he hates its rigorous dis- 
cipline and its enforced labor. Useless killing 
is in his opinion a great blunder, 

Unhappily for householders not all burglars 
are intelligent, experienced ones. Many of 
the housebreakers are beginners. They are 
half-grown, reckless, vicious, criminally edu- 
cated young men. They have tio fear of the 
penitentiary, for they have never been there. 
They are ready to killa man, not because he 
ig between them and the means of exit, but as 
the quickest method of disposing of him so 
that they can plunder undisturbed. Being 
very brutal creatures they would as soon kill 
as not. It is best when one of these individu- 
als is in the house not to waké up. 

A good deal of the recent increase in crime 
in this city may be fairly chargeable to these 
beginners, When these hard cases, just hov- 
ering on the verge of the more serious forms 
of crime, read or hear of one or two success- 
ful burglaries they follow the example, and 
thus one burglary begets half a dozen others 
and there isan “‘epidemic of crime.’ The 
police are at a disadvantage. They keepa 
tolerable watch on the older professioual 
criminals, but it is impossible for them to be 
on their guard against these young men who 
have bad reputations; but who are not known 
positively to have committed any crime. It 
is not long, however, before these reckless, 
imprudent young criminals are caught, and 
from that moment the police keep an eye on 
them. ° 

The safest rule at this time, when there are 
s0 many of these amateur burglars at work, is 
to take no chances whatever, They do not, 
like a trained man, hasten to get away when 
their presence is detected. They have come 
for plunder and they intend to get it. If they 
are given a start they will not take it till they 
are through with their job or if they think a 
person means to follow them even ata dis 
creet distance they will shoot him to make 
sure that he does not. 
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RUSSELL SAGE AND HIS SHIELD. 

Nearly two years ago the crank Norcross 
went into the office of Russell Sage, handed 
him a note demanding a million dollars, and 
threatened to drop his bag filled with dyna- 
mite if the money were not given him. There 
happened to be in the office at the same time 
a broker’s clerk named Laidlaw. Mr. Sage, 
apprehending some violent act on the part of 
Norcross, took hold of Laidlaw and swung 
him between himself and the crank, thus 
making of hima kind of shield. The dyna- 
mite was exploded. . Norcross was killed, 
Sage escaped without real injury, but Laidlaw 
was notso fortunate. He has lost his hear- 
-ing and his nerves are wrecked. 

After leaving the hospital Laidlaw, who 
was unfit for business, asked Sage for money 
on the ground that he had been injured while 
protecting him, Mr, Sage refused. There- 
upon Laidlaw sued him, The suit was dis- 
missed in the lower court on the ground that 
unless the plaintiff could show to the contrary 
the presumnption must be that he would have 
been injured just as badly if Mr. Sage had 
not touched him. From this ruling an appeal 
was taken to the general term of the Supreme 
Court which has just reversed it and ordered 
a new trial, 

The Supreme Court Judges shift the onus 
of proof from plaintiff to defendant. They 
say that the) jury would have a right to infer 
from the evidence that Sage, apprehending 
danger, placed Laidlaw between himself and 
that danger as the best possible screen at 
hand. 

If the defendant put his hand upon or touched 
the plaintiff and caused him to change his posi- 
tion with that intent he was guilty of a wrongful 
act toward the plaintiff, and if the plaintiff was 
injured by the happening of the anticipated ca- 
tastrophe then the burdenis thrown upon the 
defendant of establishing that his wrongful act 
did not in the slightest degree contribute to any 
part of the injury which the plaintiff sustained 
by reason ofithe explosion. Itis not necessary 
for the plaintiff to show that he would not have 
been so severely injured if he had been left stand- 
ing in his original position, but the defendant 
being wrong-doer in attempting to make this im- 
proper use of the plaintiff's body, he must clear 
his skirts of/any possible inference that some, at 
least, of thelinjuries of the plaintiff may have 
resulted from his wrongful act. 

This reaspning will commend itself to near- 
ly all men except Mr. Sage.. No one will 
deny that his act in placing Laidlaw in front 
of himself |was due to a natural and an al- 
most irresistible impulse. The ordinary man 
when threatened by an impending danger 
will seize what comes. most handy, whether 
animate of inanimate, and use it as a 
shield. If the explosion had resulted in Laid- 
law’s death, while Sage escaped uninjured, 
no one would have thought of accusing the 
latter of having committed a murder by 
screening himself with the broker’s clerk, al- 
though that most natural act was a wrongful 
one. As Sage escaped. and Laidlaw was se- 
verely injured, the presumption is that the 
latter suffered for the former and ought to be 
recom pensed therefor. 

From a legal point of view the fact that Mr. 
Sage is a very wealthy man while the one who 
sues him is pour has nothing to do with the 
question, which must be decided irrespective 
of such considerations. From the non-legal 
point of view it would have been much better 
for Mr. Sage to admit the justice of Laidlaw’s 
claims, because he was abundantly able to do 
so.

THE BUREAU OF AWARDS TO BE INVES- 
TIGATED. 

It is not strange there are rumors afigat 
that Congress will investigate the operations 
of the Bureau of Awards of the Columbian 
Exposition, being moved thereto by thousands 
of exhibiters, who, after vainly appealing to 
the bureau—that is, to John Boyd Thacher— 
for justice and fair play will lay their griev- 
ances before Congress itself, As Mr, John 
Boyd Thacher has prevailed upon the Nation- 
al Commission to authorize the removal of 
his bureau to Washington this will expedite 
the process. A Congressional committee 
easily can go through the drawers of the bu- 
reau and investigate all the secret corners and 
will save time and money by having the bu- 
reau in Washington instead of coming here to 
do its work. 

It is affirmed that ex-National Commission- 
ers themselves want to know how the money 
($570,880) appropriated by Congress for the 
expense of awards has been paid out and for 
what, and why certain bills against the bureau 
have not been allowed. The American ex- 
hibiters want to know why certain judges 
were selected and what influences were 
brought to bear to secure awards. The for- 
eign exhibiters have not much to say in the 
premises, principally for the reason that the 
most of them declined to, submit their ex- 
hibits for investigation by the juries of 
award, but all the same they will be 
deeply interested spectators of any 
investigation Congress may decide to make. 
It may be said in this connection that no alle- 
gations of dishonesty are made against the 
bureau, but the investigation none the less 
imperatively is needed. Where dissatisfac- 
tion is so universal something is wrong. 
Where there is so much smoke there must be 
some fire. The National Commissioners, the 
domestic Lehibiters. the foreign exhibiters— 
every one, in fact, who has had any dealings 
with this cantankerous bureau—protest 
against its operations in the name of fair play. 
It goes without saying that Chicago had noth- 
ing to do with the bureau. If it had there 
would have been no trouble. It is purely a 
creature of Congressional action. Congress is 
responsible for it, and now that wholesale ac- 
cusations are made against it Congress cannot 
do Itss than investigate the charges. If they 
are baseless no harm will have been done. If, 
on the other hand, they are sustained then 
Congress will have to see to it that justice is 
done. Ofcourse Mr. John Boyd Thacher, 
who is confident be is right and 
all the others are wrong, will make 
no objection to an investigation 
Meanwhile the proposed investigation 
should be another strong hint to President 
Palmer not-to obstruct in any way the re- 
moval of the bureau to Washington. If it is 
to be examined Congress should have it 
where it can be hardled most easily and ef- 
fectively. Chicago is not desirous of having 
an investigation here of anything connected 
with the Fair, particulariy as in everything 
for which she is responsible no investigation 
is needed. Let the bureau goto Washington 
and give a committee free license to rummage 
through it, Chicago doesn’t want the rickety 
old thing any longer. 
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BACON-SHAKSPEARE 0 ONCE MORE. 

There are some subjects—for example, love 
and the immortality of the soul—which seem 
to have perennial fascination for discussion 
and on which scarcely any one hesitates to 
give an opinion. The Bacon-Shakspeare con- 
troversy -is one of these, and the space re- 
cently given to itin a leading magazine and 
new schemes for cipher-reading of Shak- 
speare’s plays prove the question to be still 
considered an open one. Nearly all the argu- 
ments are based on matters of internal evi- 
dence, and a conflict of judgments in such 
matters is, by its very nature, interminable. 
But right here in Chicago is a witness, a con- 
temporary of Bacon’s and only seven years 
later than Shakspeare, that is not only unim- 
peachable but that offers evidence of too di- 
rect and matter-of-fact a kind to be 
unheard in the case. This witness is 
a book in 'the Newberry Library, the only vol- 
ume of the kind, so far as known, in the city 
though there are others, probably a score, like 
it, in other libraries of the United States, and 
perhaps 200 or more in England and Europe. 
It is a portly volume of nearly 1,000 pages, 
and its tithe page reads thus: ‘‘ Mr, William 
Shakespeare’s Comedies, Histories, and Trag- 
edies; Published, according to the True Orig- 
inall Copies. London: Printed by Isaac Jag- 
gard and Ed. Blount. 1623.”’ The fact that 
this volume is exceedingly ill-printed, that it 
is full of typographical errors, is not in good 
preservation, and that some of its pages have 
been lost and are replaced by modern fac- 
similes does not prevent it from being one of 
the most) highly prized books in the whole 
library. The student loves it because he 
knows that it belongs to the first collected 
edition of Shakspeare’s plays, an édition that 
has been the means of preserving fully one- 
half, and these some of the best, from com- 
plete loss to the world. The bibliophile 
loves it because of its age, its ex- 
treme rarity, and its history of more than 
two and one-half centuries before it 
came to its present resting place. These 
are the high values of the First Folio edition 
of Shakspeare, but let us now also consider 
its value as a witnesa in this modern contro- 
versy—for modern it is, since for over two 
centuries after Shakspeare’s death no one 
thought of questioning his authorship, and 
not until the year 1856 were doubts first 
sprung upon a trusting world. 

First, there is the date of the volume, 1623. 
Bacon was alive, Shakspeare had been dead 
sever years. Some Dryasdust has counted the 
printer’s errors of various kinds in  ~ First 
Folio copy and found them to amount to 
uearly twenty thousand. Bacon was ex- 
tremely sensitive to accuracy and finish in his 
work. He transcribed, altering as he wrote, 
his “Novum Organum” twelve times, his 
‘Advancement of Learning” seven times, 
Is it conceivable that any living man, much 
less the punctilious Bacon, would have suf- 
fered his volume to go through the press 
without his personal supervision? 
thousands of slips, “‘ the least a death” to 
prosody, poetry, and sound printing, are 
incontestable evidence that these pages 
had not even an _ office proof-reading, 
much less that of a man of any literary skill 
or one capable of rectifying a blundered text. 
Otherwise we should have been spared the 
amending line of textual correctors and com- 
mentators that still continues. No such un- 
certainty exists in the text 6f Bacon's works 
printed in his own time, for they were re- 
vised and rerevised till they were brought to 
a finished perfection.. To accept the Bacon- 
ian theory one must suppose that a man 
habitually painstaking in the publication of 
his “ Essays’ and treatises would be careless 
when it came to issuing the finest poetry and 
the choicest humor in all literature. 

Second, the dedication and preface declare 
that the book is not issued by its author, but 
by two editors, named John Heminge and 
Henry Condell, who speak of Shakspeare 
with regret as “not having the fate common 
with some to be executor to his owne writ- 


ings.” To them it seems clear enough that | 
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he would have brought them out himself had 
he lived. ‘**We,” they say, “have but 
collected them and done an _ office 
to the dead to procure his orphanes 
guardians, without ambition either of selfe- 
profit or fame, onely to keep the memory of so 
worthy a friend and fellow alive as was our 
Shakespeare, by humble offer of his playes to 
your most noble patronage.”’ They bear tes- 
timony to the ease with which he wrote and 
the fair copy his manuscript furnished. ‘* His 
mind.and hand went together, and what he 
thought he uttered with that easinesse that we 
have scarce received from him a blot in his 
papers.’’ These editors, speaking from a per- 
sonal knowledge of the dead author, were 
men who had been associated with him for 
years as fellow-actors; they had met him at 
rehearsals, had seen him recasting old plays, 
knew his autograph, and were familiar with 
‘his papers.”’ If the Baconians are right it 
implies that Bacon must have had Messrs. 
Heminge and Condell under his thumb and 
got them to write dedication and preface 
with the deliberate purpose of throwing the 
world off the scent. But even thus, there are 
grave difficulties in the way, for there must 
have been many persons stil! living who could 
have shown up the imposture if Shakspeare 
were really as illiterate as is now claimed. 

Another distinguishing feature of the volume 
is its tributes of affection from personal 
friends, the most notable being two fram the 
pen of Ben Jonson. Jonson bears witness 
to the faithfulness of the author’s portrait on 
the first page, calls him “my gentle Shakes- 
peare,” and recalls some of their mutual ex- 
periences, paying an enthusiastic tribute to 
the genius which, despite its “small Latin 
and less Greeke,’’ has made him “the ap- 
plause, delight, the wonder of our stage.” In 
accepting any other theory than that of 
Shakspearean authorship we must grant that 
the real author must have suborned Ben 
Jonson to become a party te the fraud, and 
Ben Jonson was not at all the man to be so 
dealt with. 

As for the numerous cypher schemes, they 
all fall to the ground when we consider that 
no two copies of this famous First Folio edition 
were exactly alike, It was months in passing 
through the press, and changes were made 
between the striking off of the different copies ; 
it was issued by three or more publishers, no 
one office having enough type or being will- 
ing to assume all the’ financial risk. To sup- 
pose that any one copy contains a secret in- 
closed in none of the rest is absurd. Mr. 
Donnelly based his ‘‘ Great Cryptogram’”’ on 
the counting of words, pages, etc., in the 
folio known as the Phenix copy, now the 
property of Columbia College. Other men of 
ingenuity, having access to other copies, may 
find some story, but it will certainly not be 
the same one. And allalike make the same 
demands upon us to lay aside ordinary judg- 
ment, and to ignore the principles which 
usually guide the decisions of practical men 
in all matters where they have only con- 
temporary evidence from which to draw their 
conclusions,

THE FINE ARTS. 


The recent death of Jan Matejko at Cracow 
leaves a gapin the ranks of Polish artists that 
will not easily be filled. The fact that he was 
represented by two pictures at the Exposition 
brings home a sense of loss to American people 
who had learned through them to admire his 
work, and makes an account of his life and the 
methods by which he attained success of peculiar 
interest to them. 

Jan Matejko was born in the year 1889 in Cra- 
cow, Poland. His first Jessons in the art of paint- 
ing he obtained in the School of Fine Arts in Cra- 
cow, later he studied in Franea, Germany, and 
Italy. As a boy of 16 he showed ypmistakable 
signs of genius in painting the historical 
painting “Szujski Before King Sigismund 
iil.” In the year 1863, shortly after the 
unfortunate insurrection in Poland against 
her oppressors, he painted “The 5Ser- 
mon of Skarga,”’ representing. Skarga, a re- 
nowned Polish orator, in asermon before King 
Sigismund III. admonishing the King and the

nebles to change certain laws and policies of the . 


kingdom, and predicting Poland's downfall in 
case such reforms were not speedily introduced. 
This painting was exhibited in Paris in 1867 and 
gained for him the reputation of a genius. He 
was awarded the grand prize of honor and Em- 
peror Napoleon III. decorated him with the or- 
der of Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. In the 
same year Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
decorated him with the grand Austrian order 
** Literis et Artibus’’ fer the painting “ Rejtan,”’ 
a patriot who after the downfall of his country 
became insane from grief. The Emperor pur- 
chased this painting for $60,000. Another of 
his great paintings represents King John III. 
It was pur- 
chased by the Vatican at Rome. Many of his 
paintings represent battlefields. At the twenty- 
fitth anniversary of his labors as a painter the 
City of Cracow proclaimed him the King of Po- 
lish painters and presented him with a golden 
scepter, 

At the Fair Matejko had but two paintings. 
One, **St. John’s Night,”” asmall painting, was 
purchased by Baron Erasm Yerzmanowski of 
New York. The other, a larger painting, which 
received a great deal of attention from the visit- 
ors of Room 62 in the Fine Arts Building, 
section occupied by the Society of Polish Artists, 
bears the title of ** Wernihora.” Itis one of the 
early cfforts of Matejko and is not as great a 
masterpiece as his later productions, but still it 
is a fair example of his genius. It represents a 
peasant named “ Wernihora,’’ who lived a short 
time previous to the dismemberment of Poland. 
“*Wernihora,”’ though illiterate and a common 
peasant, possessed a wonderful faculty of speak- 
ing poetry; he was regarded as a seer and 
prophet, and wandered through Poland singing 
his verses and playing on hislyre. Many of his 
wonderful sayings were written down by men 
who followed him in his wanderings and wrote 
down the words as they fell from the lips of the 
inspired peasant. The painting represents 
Wernihora in one of those poetic frenzies, prophe- 
sying the downfall of Poland, her many unsuc- 
cessful struggles for independence, and her final 
resurrection. A group of peasants and nobles 
surround the speaker as, gitting on a small 
mound in the open air, with outstretched arm, a 
wonderful light in his prophetic eyes, he relates 
the weird story of the future of his beloved coun- 
try. A noble sitting at his feet writes down the 
words as they fal! from his’ lips. The evening 
sun, just back of thagpeaker’s head, throws light 
upon the group and brings into an effective out- 
line the figure of the speaker. The picture was 
awarded a medal by the fine arts jurors.

Jean Charles Cazin is busying himself in 
New York in overseeing the exhibition of his 
work at the American Art Galleries. The idea of 
making some such display of his productions has 
been long cherished by Cazin, who, looking to- 
wards this end, has never allowed a picture to 
leave his studio without keeping some record of 
its destination. It was, indeed, one of the chief 
objects of his visit here, gratification of his pro- 
fessional pride quite as much as the promptings 
of his business sense seeming to lead him to it. 
There are at the galleries a few new scenes which 
the painter brought with him, but by far the 
greater number of pictures shown are owned by 
American collectors. There are about 135 of

these, including almost all of his canvases that 
have found a place in the United States. Among 
the Chicago people who have loaned pictures are 
Mrs. Potter Palmer and Mr. Charles Yerkes. 

Cazin has madea pleasant impression upon 
New York people. By one of them is described 
a broadly built man of 52, with gray hair and a 
pointed beard, blue eyes and a florid complexion. 
His manner is simple and his temperament sym- 
His visit to America will be a short 
one. He had intendéd to come to Chicago, but 
will probably cefer that pleasure, returning to 
Paris shortly after his exhibition closes. He is 
accompanied by his son and pupil Michel, who is 
becoming known as. an etcher and engraver of 
medals, 

The elder Cazin's reputation has been of com- 
paratively sudden growth. Fame has come to 
him inthe space of a dozen years and now rests 
largely upon his mastery of moonlight effects, 
Among his chief Salon exhibits is the “ Flight 
Into Egypt.” This is owned by Mr. Potter 
Palmer, and was shown in the American loan 
collection at the Fair, together with “ The Ex- 
pulsion from Paradise,” “ Elsinore, the Home of 
Hamlet,” and ** Midnight Moonlight.”

Landlords note with some satisfaction that 
removals of tenants are much more frequent 
now than is usual at this season of the year. 

Wor'd’s Fair district, which occupied 80 
prominent a place in the real estate situation 
two years ago and which attracted the atten- 
tion of building circles last year, promises to 
furnish an interesting element in the renting 
market this season. In the section bounded 
by Fifty-third street on the north, Sev- 
enty-first street on the south, Stony 
Island avenue on the east, and Cot- 
tage Grove avuenue on the west there 
have been built hundreds of flat buildings. 
‘The immediate demand for these buildings 
ended with the-close of the Fair. The almost 


. universal iailure of World's Fair hotel enter- 


prises even suggests a doubt that there ever 
Was a legitimate demand for them. At any 
rate, the buildings are on the grovyd, and 
though largely in the hands of receivers and 
assignees are vacant and ready for occupancy. 
Authorities differ as to the extent of the 
building operations in preparation for 
the Fair season. One hotel journal 
estimates that enough flats have been fur- 
nished to supply 10,000 families with homes 
in the district referred to. All parties inter- 
ested are anxious to see these flats filled. The 
transportation lines would like to see them 
tenanted. and the Illinois Central has offered 
substantial encouragement in the way of re- 
duced fures and express train service, 
The owners Who, in most cases, were carried 
away with the speculative element in the erec- 
of these buildings are now anxious to 
conserve the interest they still have. Insur- 
ance companies. who at best do not favor the 
World’s Fair district, will not carry lines 
unless the buildings are» tenanted. Owners 
realized tne fact that extra inducements would 
have to be offered to tenants either in accom- 
modations or rentals or both. Buildings fin- 
ished in hard wood used as hotels during the 
Fairthave now been equipped as first-class 
flat building’ with hot and gor) water, steam 
heat. and janitor service.

OLOUDS. FROM S0ME OHTMNEYS 
WHILE OTHERS ARE OLEAR. 


¢ 
Security Building Sets an Example of 
Cleanliness to Its Neighboring Stacks=— 
Burns Cheap Coal, but Uses Appliances 
That Prevent Smoke=Dqwn-Town Chim- 
neys That Send Forth Black, Sooty Col- 
ums to the Annoyance of Every One= 
Nuisances That Should Be ‘“Abated. " 


To smoke or not tosmoke? Which is the 
cheaper? Judging by appearances by far the 
greater number of landlords in Chicago have 
asked themnselves these. qwestions, have de- 
cided that they could saye a few beggarly 
dollars by maintaining. that worst of nuis- 
ances, a smoky chimney, and have then pro- 
ceeded to use cheap coal pnd poor furnaces 
without any regard to the! health or cleanli- 
ness of the city. It seems te be assumed by 
many that to prevent smokg meansa material 
increase in the monthiy expenses of the build- 
ing. 

* You can’t prevent smoke for nothing,” 
said one landlord. “If youconsume all the 
smoke it means an increase of 15 per cent in 
your fuel bill.” 

This landlord and every ’ ‘other who holds 
similar views is invited to take a look at the 
chimney of the big Security Building, then 
visit the engine-room, and f ffnally to go up on 
the fourteenth floor and jnterview Charles 
Marshall, the agent and one of the owners. 
Mr. Marshall is not interested in any furnace 
manufacturing concern nor fuel company, 
but he is singularly unlike some other land- 
lords in that he tries to ahnpy his nejghbors 
as little as possible. 

** Before the bamasniinttchanl of tne building 
were laid,’ said Mr. Marshall, ‘‘ we made up 
our minds we would not bd the talk’ of the 
town hecause , we made s0 #£much 
smoke, so [ set about studying 
the subject of furnaces. 1 investigated it 
most thoroughly and the’ result of my in- 
vestigations Was that we put in the Hawley 
downdraft furnace. The furnaces are justi- 
fying the correctness of my judgment every 
day. Weuse cheap coal, yet we make no 
smoke. We have used coalias cheap as $1.30 
aton; we are now using streenings at $1.85 
a ton and still we make no) smoke. Our fuel 
bills are satisfactory. I don’t give the fire- 
man any credit for the eleanliness of our 
chimney, though, of coursé, be is a first-class 
man. I attribute it all to the furnace, A 
thing that helps is the large chimney, It is 
4's feet square inside. We only use two 
bollers at a time.” 


Chimney Without Smoke. 

Long and repeated observations of the 
chimney of the Security Bpilding have. failed 
to discover any smoke. (Occupants of office 
buildings in the neighborhood say the chim- 
hey never causes any annoyance. 

Next door to the Securjty Building on the 
south is the Lees Building. Here, although 
Crown Point lump, one of) the best soft coals 
on the magket, is used, the chimney smokes 
so badly at times that windows and ventilators 
in that neighborhood have ‘to be kept tightly 
closed. It does not smoke all the time. but at 
intervals dense black clouds roll out for 
an hour’ at a time. The’ furnaces are the 
Burke, which , in’ theory prevent smoke. 
But there seems to be a marked contrast be- 
tween that chimney and that of the Security 
Building where cheap fuel is used. A com- 
panion in evil of the Lees Building stands 
right across on the other side of Fifth avenue 
—‘he Max Mendel Building, Nos. 160 and 
162. Here a chvaply-constructed furnace in 
which screenings are burned is to be fqgund. 
An ordinary steam jet *“‘smioke consumer’’ is 
used when the fireman feels like doimg some- 
thing to vary monotonyiof existence. He 
says he “isn’t bothered with smoke.”’ If he 
lived anywhere within thtee blocks of the 
business end of that chimney he would be 
* bothered” very much, 

Conspicuously Indastrious Nuisance. 

A conspicuously industripus nuisance is the 
chimney of the buildiag on the south side of 
Madison street in which is located Burke's 
Hotel and the Chicago Oyster House. This 
chimney belches forth dense sooty smoke con- 
tinuously. Sometimes it is worse than at 
others, but it is never better. Occupants of 
the Tacoma Building complain emphatically 
of the nuisance. Attimes’ the smoke is so 
thick as to conceal the YM. C. A. Building 
from the Tacoma. The sinokestack is right 
under the windows of the ¥. M.C. A. Build- 
ing. A Burke furnace is uped and screenings 
is the fuel. The Smoke Inspector hasa chance 
to distinguish himself here by abating this 
nuisance. 

Down, near Taylor street and near the river 
is the establishment of the Young & Farrell 
Diamond Stone Sawi company. The 
smokestack of this convery tejes in its poor, 
weak way to emulate the example of its big 
neighbor, the sugar refinery, which is univer- 
sally conceded to be the kipgbee of all smoke 
nuisances. Of course the stone sawing con- 
cern cannot begin to produce as much smoke 
as the refinery, but still it ¢ontrives to become 
quite a formidable nuisance. Four tons of 
Streator coal are burned daily. The furnaces. 
of the ordinary type, are equipped with West- 
ern Smoke * consumers,”’ which, as may be 
inferred from the foregoing, do not ‘ con- 
sume’ in this instance,

PERSECUTION OF JE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


They Are Now Driven O Out of the Country 
by Way of Siberia. 

San Franciseo Chronicle: Agapius Hon- 
charenko, proprietor and editor of the Rus- 
sian political journal published in this city, 
received a letter last week in which it is stated 
that the Russian officials have hit upon a new 
plan to rob the unfortunate Jews of that coun- 
try. 

Hitherto the plan has been to squeeze all 
they.could out of the unfortunate people be- 
fore they could escape from the country, but 
no effort was made to control the direction of 
their go 

So fa ey the Jews who have estaped have 
done so by way of Japan, but that road is 
blocked now. 

According to the letter the wealthy Jews, 
who are the onies selected for prosecution, are 
now forbidden to have any communication 
with the Chinese frontier or the coast near 
Japan and are forced to pass through Eastern 
Siberia in order to reach the coast. 

Here all transportation is by means of dog 
sleighsin winter. The sufferings of the poor 
people thus forced to travel through the cold- 
est and most barren part of that bleak coun- 
try may be imagined. 

It is said that those who framed the new 
edict did so in order to furce the exiles to re- 
main in the country as long as possible in or- 
der that there may be more chancés to rob 
them. 

Navigation on the Siberian coast is entirely 
suspended during the long winter months, 
and those who reach the coast during the 
winter will have to remain on Russian soil 
until April before ships will arrive to carry 
them out of the country. 

The letter places the number of Jews in 
Siberia affected by the edict at 22,000, and it 
says that not more than two-thirds of that 
number will survive the rigors of the climate 
and the cruelties of the Russian officials. 

According to the letters. he has received 
from friends in Siberia Honcharenko says 
not a single exile will be able to get out of the 
country witha dollar in his pocket. They 
will accordingly be thrown entirely on the 
mercies of those willing to assist them after 
they manage to get away from the land of the 
Czar. 

Honcharenko at one time was a Russian 
priest. He was exiled to Siberia for some 
faicied offense and. made his escape from the 
mines in disguise, 

This was many years ago, however, and 
nee he has been in California he has caused 
tu be printed many thousand copies of his pa- 
er, Which is distributed among the exiles by 
iis agents. 

He is also the founder and Secretary of the 
Russian Republican Benevolent Society of 
San Francisco, an organization having for 
its object the emancipation of the Russian 
people and the propagation of Republican 
principles throughout the empire of the Czar. 


AFTER A SEARCH OF THIRTY-SIX YEARS. 


Daniel Irish Find His Missing Children— 
Story of the Separation. 

Extwoop, Ind., Nov, 14.—{Special, ]—One of 
the most pathetic of stories is the life history 
of Daniel Ish, who has been searching for 
his family since 1862, Only this last week 
he found his children living at the little village 


of Franktoff, a few miiles. south of here. He 


became separated from his family in 1857. 
Daniel Irish and family lived in Richmond, 
Ind., at that time, He was a member of the 
Society of Friends, and in common with his 
brethren wasa strong Abolitionist. He leagned 
that several degraee livitia in Ohio, who. were 
born free, had been kidnaped, taken South, 
and sold into slavery. He determined to res- 
cue them and return them to the freedom 
they were justly entitled to. He left his wife 
and two childreun—daughter and son—and 
went on his dangerous errand. He came near 
succeeding, and would have done so had it 
not been for a falsé friend who betrayed him. 
He was imprisoned for aiding slaves to escape 
and was kept behind the bars until 1862, 
when he was liberated by Grant’s troops after 
the battte of Fort Donelson. He came back 
to Richmond. His family had moved away; 
supposing him dead, and he could not 
find the slightest trace of them. He de- 
spaired’ ever finding them and enlisted in 
the army, serving until the close of the war. 
He went back to Richmond, then to the In- 
dian. Territory, and‘then East to his child- 
hood’s home, but never heard from his fam- 
ily. In 1860 Mrs, Irish, believing her hus- 
band to have been Killed, as no word had ever 
been heard from him, married again and the 
couple moved to Frankton, Ind., where they 
were living when Daniel Irish returned to 
Richmond in 1862 to find his family gone. 
A few years ago thé wifé died and the son and 
daughter of Daniel Irish determined to find 
him if he were alive, They consulted a Rich- 
mond attorney, who opened correspondence 
with the relatives of Daniel Irish in the East 
and boon had him lesated., He was informed 
that his children were living near Frankton, 
Ind., and he at once went to see them, arriv- 
ing there tast weék. Thus he was aguin 
united to his children after a separation of 
thirty-six years. They will spend the rem: rr 
der of life together, Mr. Irish is nearly 7 
years old. 


TREMENDOUS SLAUGHTER OF WHALES. 


Phenomenal Luck of the North Pacific 
Fleet of Steamers, 

San Francisco Rxramtner: It looks much as 
though next season would see whalers turning 
farm hands instead of farm hands turning 
whalers. If nobody does any whaling for two 
years to come there will be no shortage in the 
bone market. } 

The bark Alaska sailed in yesterday morn- 
ing with the report of the biggest catch in the 
history of whaling. For nearly all but the 
steamers it has been an unusually poor year, 
but they made such an awful haul that the 
record is broken all to smash. 

When the tender Jennie arrived in October 
she brought news of the catch to Sept. 3, 
when the catch had already exceeded any- 
thing ever before known. The figures then 
given out footed up 198 whales. 

There was still a month of fishing before 
the ice formed in the Arctic, but nobody ever 
dreamed that during that month every whale 
in the north ocean would rise up right 
alongside the steamers and permit it- 
self to be harpooned and bombed to 
death. But they must have done something 
of the sort, for the Alaska’s figures, taken 
Oct. 9, bring the total catch up to Av as- 
tounding number of 353. The high hooks 
are the steamers that wintered at Herschel 
Island—the Kalwena, Narwhal, Grampus, and 
Newport—which quartet have to. their credit 
217 whales out of the grand total. 

Capt. Green of the Alaska says: ‘' The catch 
is s0 enormous that the price of bone will 
drop to nothing, and a whule that is ordinari- 
ly worth $6,000 won't pay enough to fit out 
the slop chest. née thing iscertain, and that 
is with so many ‘steamers out the sailing ves- 
sels might as well tie up and save the money 
it costs. to fit out. The sea was unusually 
open this’ year, but the whales 
were scattered and the light winds 
prevented the sailing craft from. pursuing 
them as the steamers could. Then, too, the 
steamers were not afraii to linger to the last, 
coming out just ahéad of the forming ice and 
thereby keeping in the thick of the whales as 
they began their migration south. The 
slaneiiaes was great. under such circum- 
stances. The Orca took twenty-six whales in 
twenty days, and the Newport took four on 
the first day that Capt. Tilden was in com- 
mand,’

GREAT COAL COMBINE, 


RESULTS OF FIVE YEARS’ WORK BY 
A SYNDICATE. 


Where the Millions Come from and Who 
Are in the Deal—Controlling Interest 


in the Coal Railroads First Secured 
and Co-operation of Individual Miners 
Obtained=Prices to Remain Where 
They AreSaving in Handline Will In- 
crease Profits $20,000,000 Annually. 

Puriapevputa, Pa., Nov. 18.—[Special.]— 
An anthracite coal trust and prices to remain 
at about where they are today are the surpris- 
ing combination. Yet a gentleman connected 
with the great coal and railroad deals now in 
progress, and a director of one of the coal 
roads, assures the public that is the idea. The 
syndicate has been at work for five, perhaps 
six, years, and the plans are now 
beginning to bear fruit. First’ it 
was necessary to secure a pecuniary 
and controlling interest in the coal railroads. 
This has been done and is gradually being 
perfected. Next comes the codperation of 
the individual miners. This is in process of 
settiement. The labor problem is now in 
courke of solution, and schemes are being 
worked to produce coal at the lowest possible 
price and to handle it as little as possible. 
* Then comes the wiping out of the sales 
agents,”’ said a railroad director. 

All these accomplished the coal trust ex- 
pects to sell coal at retail in Philadelphia at 
$5.50 to $5.75 per ton of 2,240 pounds; at 
the same figures in New York for 2 000 
pounds, and at $7'to $7.25 per ton of 2,000 


pounds in Chicago and lake ports. These, 


prices are to be maintained the year round, 
and it is declared they will never be higher, 
but may be lower by 25 cents per ton. 

Taking up an interview with a Chicago coal 
dealerin Tne Trreune of Tuesday a gentle- 
man onthe inside said it was no trouble to 
raise the money for this great deal, for be- 
sides the Vanderbilt interests, which it is said 
originally contributed United States Gov- 
ernment bonds to $15,000,000 or more as 
their share, there are the First National Bank 
“crowd” of New York City, the 
Astors for $5,000,000, the Gould 
estate through its Lackawanna holdings, 
etc.; the Drexels, with their four banking 
houses, Pierpont Morgan being the active 
spirit in the deal, the Mutual Life Insurance 
company of New York City, and the New 
York Life company. These great interests 
were brought together through the late A. J. 
Drexel and Pierpont Morgan, the firms with 
which they are or were connected making 
millions in commissions in the deals. It was 
on this account that the Drexels broke with 
the Pennsylvania railroad company in 1892 
and lost the fiscal agency for the Pennsyl- 
vania’s London business. 

As a result of these deals McK. 
Twombley, a brother-in-law of the 
Vanderbilts, appears as a _ director 
in Jersey Central, and he will be in Lacka- 
wanna. Theodore N, Voorhees, a_ trusted 
Vanderbilt lieutenant, is Vice-President of 
the Philadelphia and Reading and executive 
officer and general manager of the Lehigh 
Valley. The Delaware and Hudson is work- 
ing in harmony with these interests and 
will continue to do so. In the roads that 
find a market for the coal the interests 
are represented by Pierrepont Morgan in the 
New York, New Haven, and Consolidated 
lines to nearly all the great manufacturing 
towns of New England; and where they leave 
off the Boston and Maine, with McK. Twom- 
bley in control, takes up the work. All the 
coal roads center at Buffalo, The Vander- 
bilts and the combine hold the key to the 
West from that point. 

That the public should be benefited in all 
these deals seems like adream, While none 
of the gentlemen would pose as as public ben- 
efactors. yet they are susceptible to public 
opinion and clamor. They desire to avoid 
the mistakes McLeod made a yearago. The 
plan is this: 

In the first place, only so much coal will be 
produced as can be marketed. This will 
maintain rates. 

All sales agents will be dropped. This isa 
most important move, and the Reading is 
pushing it hard. A Reading director thinks 
(and he knows) 50 cents per ton can be 
saved on a big part of the product by the es- 
tablishment of a central office’ in 
each city, the expenses to be paid by all 
in the combine. Thereis a hot fight over 
this, as some of the wholesale agents make 
$50,000 a year, and high officials of the rail- 
road and coal companies are believed to be 
interested in the firms, and that they divide 
the commissions. But,as part of the pro- 
gram, this will end as fast as contracts ex- 
pire. 

In order to prevent strikes among the min- 
ers the wages will be adjusted toa sliding 
scale governed by the price of coal at tide- 
water. This works fairly on the Reading sys- 
tem. All employés of mining companies ana 
railroadsin the combine must get out of 
labor organizations. Thisis the Vanderbilt 
edict and Voorhees is putting it to test on the 
Lehigh Valley line. 

Through the economies and schemes above 
voted the coal combine expects to save not 
less than 60 cents per ton net upon the cost 
of handling coal. Upon a basis of 40,000,- 
000 tons this would give over $20,- 
000,000 increased profit per year 
on coal . alone as compared = with 
the cost of handling it at present. All the 
railroad companies in the combine will get 
their share of freight. The railroad com- 
panies take the coal at the mine front the in- 
dividual miner ata guaranteed price per ton 
and dispose of it themselves. This gives 
them control of the output and they move it 
to suit the demands of trade. 

fhe person who is likely to get squeezed in 
the deai is the indfvidual miner and operator. 
These men have already seen the handwriting 
on the wall, and at a meeting held in New 
York City last week organized to protect their 
interests from the railroad combine. As they 
cannot get their goods to market by balloon 
the railroad combine has the best of the fight.

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DEPOSITS CONTINUE TO INOREASE 
‘WITHOUT EQUAL GAIN IN LOANS. 


Statement Showing Condition of State 
| Banks Located in CnicagomMoney Pil- 
ing Up Rapidly in New York=—Duall 
Stock Market=—West Side Cable Firm 
and North Side Heavy —Elevated Stocks 
Stead y=Sterling Unchanged with Heavy 
Tendency. . 


'The accumulation of money goes on with- 
out corresponding increase in loans. Yester- 
day’s New York bank statement was anything 
but satisfactory viewed in a broad light. It 
spowed an excessively sharp increase in re- 
serve, but a decrease in loans, a condition 
that indicates stagnation at the metropolis. 
(ine reason for the large accumulation of 
$0 there, and one that applies with much 
the same force to conditions in Chicago, is to 
be found in the character of the deposits. An 
officer of the Chemicai National Bank of New 
York said toa Chicago banker a few days 
ago, that included in the Chemical’s deposits 
were $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 deposited by 
less than a dozen men, and all of this was liable 
to immediate withdrawal. These very large 
deposits by individuals put a bank in the posi- 
eposit 
vault, for they are not free to loam®but the 
money that they know may be callediforat any 
moment without notice. The trust companies 
and some other banks here are in much that posi- 
tion. Some of them have an enormous amount 
on hand compared to their deposits, but in spite 
of that they do not dee) free to increase their 
loans to any great extent for fear that this money 
which a few people happen now tohave lying 
idle inthe bank may be called for. Of course 
that is exactly what is to happen sooner or later. 
Money cannot indefinitely goon piling up the 
way this New York bank statement indicates. 
Capital is quick to tire of idleness, and soon this 
idle money will begin to find its way into active 
channels, either through invéstment purchases in 
the stock market or elsewhere. 

Bank clearings present a cheerful point in the 
situation. They still show a falling off as com- 
pared with last year, of course, but the decline 
every week grows less, and the showing made 
last week is much the most satisfactory we have 
had.

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LETTER FROM THE GREAT COMMONER 


A Situation in Congress in 1820 Similar to 
the Present. 

Mr. John Franklib of Welch, McDowell 
County. W. Va., has in his possession a letter 
written to his grandfather, L. Combs, for 
which he has had many offers, all of which he 
has refused. Several admirers of the Ken- 
tucky statesman have tried to get possession 
of it, but the present owner has held to it 
with the belief that it contains value aside 
from being an autograph of Mr. Clay, be- 
cause of the expressions of opinion it con- 
tains. In it much that has since become his- 
tory is very strongly hinted at and some very 
important questions mentioned, The letter 
is as follows: 

WASHINGTON, 15 Feb., 1820.—Dr,. Sir:

ment’d in your letter of the 28 Dec. ‘The defici 
in the Treasury, the pressure of the times, the

ASSETS OF THE NORTHERN OITY 
OOMPANY OF DULUTH. 


Real Estate Securities MakeUp a Large 
Proportion of the List Scheduled at 
Minneapolis=some Changes Now Being 
Made at the Direction of the Dlinois 
Department=—Protection Against the 
Valued Policy Law of Kentucky=—Gen- 
eral Insurance Notes, 


The movements of the Northern City Insur- 
ance company of Duluth have attracted more at- 
teation than would the appearance of a new fire 
insurance company of much larger size in ordi- 
nary times. Inthe first place the company is 
starting in at a time when many insurance peo- 
ple have become discouraged with the business. 
Conditions have been against insurance people 
for a number of years, but the present year 
promises to be an especially hard one on com- 
panies. The appearance ofa new company in 
the field at such a time, when the stocks of many 
an old and established company might be picked 
up at attractive figures naturally invites com- 
ment. In the second place, there is a lack of in- 
surance capital in Chicago and all over the coun- 
try. It is said that in many offices lines are wait- 
ing for the company in question to in busi- 
ness. In the third place, the action of the Insur- 
ance Commissioner of Lilinois in asking that 
some of the securities offe by the company 
for the protection of policyholders be replaced 
with others has aroused the curiosity of insur- 
ance-men as to the financial standing of the com- 


pany. 

The statement filed at Minneapolis, where the 
company has been admitted, shows total assets 
of $253,300, a surplus of $53,300 arid capital 
stock of $200,000.’

()) construction, (2) size, (3) cost, (4) amount and 
nature of repairs, (5) age, (6) present value; that 
this application be signed by applicant agreeing to 
accept three-fourths of the “ present value” as in- 
surance on said property, and in case of loss the 
same to be settied under the terms and conditions of 
the policy. 

Resolved, further, That the three-fourths loss 
clause be incorporated in all forms of policies issued 
on any Saree of property in third and fourth- 
class towns and in the country.

CIGARETTES SMOKED BY THE BILLION. 


Statistics from the Report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. 

Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: Theannual 
report of the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue shows that 3,000,000,000 cigarettes have 
been made in this country during the fiscal 
year just ended. This is an average of about 
fifty to each individual. The growth in the 
production of cigarettes goes on year 
by year. A decade ago the number manu- 
factured was far below 1,000,000,000. Like 
pretty much everything else that is done in 
this country, the qeemnceens facilities are 
greatly increased by the adoption of ma- 
chinery. Within the last few years some won- 
derful machines for making cigarettes have 
been invented. One pattern will turn them 
out at an average rate of 272 a minute. 

The patents of these devices are vastly 
valuable. One style, which may be well de- 
scribed for the sake of illustration, passes 
along an endless strip of peper, the width 
of which is just the length of a cigarette. 
The tobacco is fed from above into little 
scales. They drop as soon as they have ye- 
ceived the precise quantity required, empty- 
ing their contents upon the strip of paper, 
which is rolled, chopped off with knives, and 
glued neatly, all in an instant of time. Of 
course, a great many simultaneously, the ma- 
chine counting them into the packages, which 
are likewise wrapped around them by mechan-' 
ical contrivances unaided by hands. The Rus- 
sians and Turks do not use any machinery for 
the manufacture of cigarettes, the work all 
being done by hand. French cigarettes are 
particularly mild, because the tobacco is 
steeped in water to make it so. 

The details of the manufacture of cigarettes 
are kept, to a greater or less degree, a secret 
by the manufacturers, each of whom has his 
own particular combination of tobaccos. 
None of the brands on the market is com posed 
of one kind only. The recipe is not divulged 
outside of the firm. But thisis notall, The 
original mixture is merely a basis for artificial 
flavoring. To begin with, various essential 
oils are added. The list of these includes rose 

eranium, vanilla bean, tonka bean, and 
icorice root. These ingredients are added 
after the tobacco has been chopped into 
shreds in readiness to be rolled into cigar- 
ettes. 

Finally the particular drug chosen, in the 
shape of liquid selution, is onan on the ma- 
teriul with an atomizer, The quantity em- 
ployed is very carefully judged, so many drops 
being allowed for each cigarette. There is no 
doubt that opium, valerian, and cannabis in- 
dica are utilized to the largest extent. Each 
manufacturer may be said to create a special 
drug habit among those whosmoke his brand, 
80 that they are not satisfied with any other, 


Irishmen in High Position. 

It is not only in the United States that the sons 
of Erin have secured a place amoug the leaders 
of the people. This fact has been called to mind 
by the circumstance that while all France was 
mourning one illustrious Irishman in the person 
of honest old Marshal MacMahon, the masses of 
the population of Austria-Hungary were acclaim- 
ing another Irishman, the Irish peer Viscount 
Taafe, who holds the post of Prime Minis- 
ter of Austria, for bringing forward a bill in 
favor of universal snffrage.

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RICHARD RADDATZ’S SUBMARINE BOAT. 


An Oshkosh Man's Remarkable Inventio 


For Wrecking Purpeses. | 

Osnxosn, Wis., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The 
problem of practical submarine navigation 
has been solved and by an Oshkosh inventor. 
The product of his genius, skill, and toil 
been tested and has passed through the o l 
safely and satisfactorily, Eight years ago 
Richard Raddatz, a resident of this city ahd 
then a student in the State Normal School, 
conceived the idea of constructing a submia- 
rine vessel. He became imbued with the be- 
lief that all previous efforts and results 
in this direction could be extensivély 
improved upon and he now maintains after 
nearly a decade of ceaseless thought and labor 
that his dream has been realized. Raddate’s 
method of procedure was most thorough and 
intelligent. He devoured every scientific 
work in point that it was possible to obtain 
and mastered every detail in the construction 
of submarine vessels already evolved. About 
a year ago, when he had formed a number of 
original ideas and had reached the conclusion 
that he was prepared to build a successful 
boat, the young inventor unfolded his plans 
to a number of Oshkosh men and secured 
capital to build a wooden boat, which, if: it 
proved successful, was to be the model of one 
to be constructed later on. 

The building of the boat was commenced, 
operations bemg carried onin a very quiet 
manner so as not to arouse public curiosity 
and thus delay the work. Finally tne boat 
was completed and launched, and, with the ex- 
ception that it leaked, worked to the satis 
faction of tye inventor. 

He then determined, at all hazards, to build 
a steel boat the following year, ana having in- 
terested a few of his most intimate friends in 
the matter, work was begun in the spring. 
Only the best material was used and Mr. Rad- 
datz superintended the work himself. Some 
of the casting was done in this city, some in 
Milwaukee, some in Chicago and New York, 
and a smal! amount in Paris, France. Opera- 
tions, as before, were carried on wholly in 
secret, only a few personal friends of the in- 
ventor knowing it, and these doubting the 
capabilities of the boat, The ship was at last 
completed. Then came the fateful trial, which 
as was the case in all things connected 
with this naval prodigy, was conducted in 
secret, The descent was made by the cour. 
ageous crew; a short distance beneath the 
surface of the water was traversed; the veasel 
again propelled to the top and Mr. Raddatz 
experienced the exultation of triumph at the 
fruition of his life’s hope. In all ten descents 
nace _— made and small voyages of varying 
engths. 

e craft is not intended for a torpedo boat, 
as has been erroneously reported. This im- 
pression arose from the secrecy of the opera- 
tions and the refusal to talk upon the part of 
those interested. It was designed primarily 
for practical and peaceable purposes in: the 
line of wrecking and coast survey, though, of 
course, its warlike possibilities particularly as 
regards hurbor and coast defense are unlim- 


ited, 
A detailed description of the craft is as fol- 
ows: 


The ship is fifty feet long, four feet wide, and 
seven anckone-half feet high at the highest rt. 
It is made of five-sixteenths inch soft steel, of 
great strength and toughness, riveted ow to an 
angle iron frame work, with double riveted 
seams, and was built to operate and maneuver at 
a depth of 500 feet, being about eight times the 
depth an ordinary diver would care to visit. and 
nearly three times the depth ever attained by 
human s. The shin is therefore capable of 
visiting the bottom at all parts of Lake Michigan 
with two exceptions, Two River Basin, 805 feet 
deep, and Racine-Grand Haven Basin, 580 feet 
deep. At the front of the boat is a solid spur, 
three feet long and weighing some 500 pounds. A 
similar casting at the stern contains the pro- 
peller shaft and its water tight stuffing pos as 
well as the thrust block of theship. The shell is 
composed essentially of three parts, a cylindrical 
body and two conical ends. At the top of the 
cylindrical isadome two feet in Gameter 
inside, in which are eight windows command 
every. part of the horizon and a search-light o 
20,000 candle power —_ of throwing a m 
of light some 500 feet ahead of the ship, clearly

for this operation being situated in the extreme 
bow of the boat. From the chemical tanks the 
air is carried to the machine, where it is subject- 
ed first to a mechano-chemical process and then 
a mechanical operation, after which it is carried 
to the electrical machine, where it is electrified 
and otherwise electrically purified and renderec 
fit for inspiration. The last process was found 
necessary for two reasons, the first 
be that the air after passing 
through the various chemical and other 
proceese® was found neatly unfit for use, if not 

isonous, on account of the small quantities of 
the strong chemicals always carried over in the 
air current and capable of being precipitated 
only by means of an eleetric current; the seco 
reason was that in electrifying the air it nee a 
more invigorating and less deteriorating effect 
upon the human system, the latter due to the 
fact that the eponpant is hermetically sealed or 
confined iff so small a space. Provisions are also 
made for keeping the temperature and pressure 
of the air in @ norma! condition, the latter inside 
the ship ae | about one and one-thirtieth at- 
on which has been found to work satis- 
actorily. 

Much time has been spent upon the air ma- 

chinery by the inventor, who has prone a cor- 
respondingly perfect machine, which can keep 
the airin the ship ina pureand healthy condi- 
tion far a period of twenty-four hours, if necessa- 
ry, at a cost of about $2, The ship is propelled by 
means of a twenty-four inch screw wheel, thirty- 
six inch (variable) pitch, which is driven direct 
by an electro-motor, running at 1,800 revoln- 
tions per minute, the current being derived from 
the batteries which also supply the current nec- 
essary to operate the search light. Means of 
raising and sinking the boat are afforded by hy- 
draulic machines. These machines are ofthe 
best steel and were wrought and tempered in 
France and are capable of ‘standing about 5,000 
pounds hydrau ic pressure per square 
inch and work ordinarily at a 
pressure of from 2,000 to 3,000 pounds per 
square inch. These machines are capable of 
raising the fifteen tons weight of the ship with 
amazing rapidity and lowering the same with 
equal dispatch, the rate of ascent and descent 
being always under absolute control, as isthe 
. at which the boat runs. An automatic 
machine controls with certainty the depth at 
which the ship is to run, and sustains it at a con- 
stant depth to within one-half an inch, and when 
once set requires no further attention from ‘the 
steersman. An automatic machine is also pro- 
yided.to prevent the ship from accident or care- 
lessness in manipulation of the machinery, from 
Gesesnaiee beyond the depth, and thus 
crushed from excessive pressure. : 
UThe steering of the ship is accomplished both 
on and beneath the surface by means of an ardi- 
nary rudder controlled from the pilot house. | No 
other rudders are provi as the vessel is kept 
on an even keel by automatic machinery which 
needs no attestion from the steersman. The 
crew necessary to operate this vessel consists of 
but one man, and as the machinery is practically 
automatic when once started he has but little 
else to do but keep a lookout ahead. He is sta- 
tioned under the dome and within easy reach of 
his hand are the tiller ropes, levers, and valves 
controlling the machinery, and a switch board 
upon which are the necessary switches, ¢te., 
used to operate the electrical machinery. . In 
clear view also are the dials, indicators, and 
other instruments showing the condition and ac- 
tion of the machinery, while the compass of Re- 
culiar construction with double magnetic needle 
and corrected for the magnetism of the ship 
offers a sure means of directing the course of the 
ship. 

One point of superiority which the inventor 
claims for his creation is that as nearly all the 
wachinery is automatic one man can run it. 
He maintains that the principles upon which 
it operates, or at least the application thereof, 
are original; whereas all others as far as 
known are merely doubtful improvements or 
modifications of the vessel introduced to the 
world by Bushnell in 1772. Two noteworthy 
features are that the boat is capable of main- 
taining an aceurate course under water ard is 
well lighted within and without. Mr. Rad- 
datz claims to have already received a com- 
mission from a Detroit wrecking firm to make 
a tour of the bottom of western Lake Huron 
in search of a valuable sunken vessel.

The program in connection with the ceremony 
has been printed. 

The site of the Public Library’s building is 
historical. Its front once bordered the Chi- 
cago River. and along that line the soldiery of 
Fort Dearborn marched to the massacre fur- 
ther down. In the closing days of the war a 
great frame structure was erected there in 
which was held the famous Sanitary Fair, to 


be et!

And that is what the structure will be 
when finished. It is expected that it 
will be ready for occupancy in September, 
1895. Before the decision of Judge Horton 
humerous attempts were made to get Con- 
gressional assistance, but without avail. 

The life of the Public Library has been mi- 
gratory. In October, 1881, a special com- 
mittee consisting of James Lane Allen, 
George B. Armstrong, and B. Callaghan re- 
ported in favor of securing Dearborn Park 
as the site for the tibrary’s home. The result 
has been stated. Sept. 16, 1891. a special 
committee reported the final acceptance of 
a set of interior plans and recommended 
the appointment of five competing architects. 
Jan. 5, 1892, at a special session of the board 
thirteen designs were offered. After many 
meetings of the committee the design made 
by Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge was selected. 
The same firm drew the plans of the new 
Art Institute. Nicholas E. Weydert, a young 
man froth Nuremburg who has since shown 
that he was a competent man, was made Su- 
perintendent of Construction. Gen. William 
Sooy Smith was specially engaged as engineet 
for the foundations. The commit- 
tee predicted that the building would 
be under cover by August, 1893. 
The committee doubtless could -explain 
how they fell so far short in their predictions, 
but it is enough to know that the building is a 
year behind. The committee consisted of 
Bernard Moos, Azel F. Hatch, R. J. Smith, E. 
S. Dreyer, and W. P. Rend. 

In June, 1892, it was reported by the same 
committee, with the exception that John G. 
Shortall had sueceeded W. P. Rend, that bids 
for the foundation had been let to Moos & 
Arnold for $159,000. Ground was broken 
July 27, 1892. The work for thesuperstruct- 
ure was let to David Reed for $617,602. The 
building, the north portion of which is well un- 
der way, will be constructed of two kinds of 
stone. The basement is of Hallowell granite 
from Maine. The building will be of blue 
Bedford stone from Lawrence County,

will be the d stairway, which mounts 
from the Washington street entrance. It will 
be of marble and there will be appropriate 
effects which have not yet been fully agreed 
upon. This entrance will be 45.7x52.3 feet. 
The stairway leads to the delivery-room of the 
library. In ageneral way the building will 
contain sixty rooms. On the ground floor, in 
the southwest corner, will be the station from 
which books will be sent out to and returned 
from the twenty-nine delivery stations and six 
branch reading-rooms in the various sections 
of the city. Also on this floor will be

service rooms, retiring rooms, repair shops, 
bindery, and public documents. From the 
Randolph street entrance on this floor easy 
aceess will be had to the patent records and 
public document reading rooms. 

Between this floor and the second there is 
an entresol on which will be two rooms which 
will be extensions of the cataloguing room 
above and for storage. 

Above the entresol is the stock floor, on 
which are four stock rooms where the books 
are kept in racks. The height of these rooms 
is thirty feet. On the second floor, on the 
Randolph street front, are the memorial and

The technical name of this stone is 
oolitic limestone. Builders know it best by 
that name, but the chances are if a man 
should go down into Indiana hunting for 
oolitic limestone he would be run out of the 
State. The building has two entrances, one 
from Randolph, the other from Washington 
street. The latter will be in use by the li- 
brary people and the public. The former 
will be principally by the Grand 
Army people or for any ‘occasion ’ which 
may be agreed upon by the Grand Army peo- 
pie. The dimensions of the structure are 147 
x355, with a height of ninety-six feet from 
the sidewalk. hen the rome is finished 
it. will represent, approximately. 

cubic feet of stone. 11,000 cubic feet of 
granite, and 1,925 tons of iron. 

Supt. Weydert said to a Trisung reporter 
that the cost of the building would be within 
$5,000 of the original estimate, which was 
about $1,800,000. Mr. Weydert furnishes 
the following statement :

The idea has been to make the structure 
substantial, plain, and easy of access, with an 
abundance of light and ventilation, The in- 
terior decorations will be of the most perfect 
and elegant finish, but there will be an utter 
absence of the straining for effect.

About noon the stage drove yp toa long, 
low building, composed jof sods and poles, 
and the driver called tous that this was the 
place where we were to eat dinner and change 
horses, says a writer in thé New York Herald.

SOCIETY SHOULD BE GIVEN ITS DUE. 


Plain People Are Too Much Disposed to 
Jeer at It and Its Followers. P 


It is the ctistom athong plain people—per- 
haps among distinctively literary people— 
to “sniff”? at ‘* society.”’ The so-called 
society circles are usually alluded to in lit- 
erature as though they were necessarily 
‘* empty-minded, shallow-hearted, and idle,”’ 
as one writer calls them.

They surely do 
one important service to mankind, and the 
most contemptuous of us may well profit 
by their efforts. Lord Bacon says: ‘“ Since 
custom is the principal magistrate of man’s 
life, let men by all means éndeavor to obtain 
good customs.’

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DOGS AS DETECTIVES. 


HOW BULLS AND MASTIFFS ARE 
TRAINED FOR THE BUSINESS.

Lessons Learned at'a Famous Canine In- 
stitute in the Outskirts of Berline 
Methods by Which Herr Strauss Leads 
Them to Distinguish Between Friend 
and Foe=Gripping the Rubber Collar 
of a DummyeTackling a Live Model 
Withoat Causing Him Any Injury. 


In the Prinzen allee, not far from the north- 
ern limits of Berlin, there hangs a conspicu- 
ous sign lettered : 

: STRAUSS, HUNDEN-DRESSEUR. : 

Literally translated it Would read: “ Os- 
trich, dog-trainer.”” Further inquiry, how- 
ever, discloses the fact that no struthious 
celebrity is kept here to drill canines in speed 
and fleetness, but that a man named Strauss, 
a specialist in cynology, is engaged in the 
useful occupation of training dogs for all 
kinds of purposes. Although he resides in 
this plebeian suburb, his patronage includes 
many ‘“‘vons”’ of the beau monde, and his 
place isa favorite rendezvous of detectives 
and members of the metropolitan police 
force. 

Herr Strauss is an autocrat, his reputation 
being well established, and his canine pupils 
must be brought to his school, and all must 
be called for after having completed their 
particular course of instruction. Baroness 
von Rothstein drives to the door with her ele- 
gant equipage, accompanied by her maid, 
who brings little Spitz, carefully wrapped, and 
orders him to be taught to sit and stand 
on his hind legs, to dance a jig, and to pray 
before meals. Fraulein Mopsenheim despairs 
of her stupid pug and promises munificent 
remuneration and lifelong gratitude for the 
simplest tricks her darling may acquire in the 
institution. Sports call with their terrier va- 
rieties, who must learn to fight scientifically 


ness and fidelity so much admired in other 
breeds. Neither mastiffs nor bulldogs are 
capable of learning many tricks, nor are they 
as arule of a very affectionate or obedient 
disposition. It is possible to nourish these 
sentiments to some degree, and they can be 
cowed into implicit obedience. | 
After one of these dogs has graduated froin 
the Strauss Institute he will be a match fora 
most powerful man, whom he will throw and 
hold until ordered to desist by his master. 
The work requires angelic patience and in- 
domitable wiil power on the part of the 
trainer. It would be the height of folly to 
resort to the whip at every blunder of the aui- 
mal. The volcanic utterances of an uncoh-

trolled temper would only spoil him. The 
whip must be applied at times, but only judi- 
ciously, and care must be taken that the pupil 
understands the reason for his punishment. 
There are always from twenty to thirty can- 
didates under the care of Herr Strauss, who 
are kept in inclosures with high fences. 
At the approach of a friendly visitor they are 
all allowed to rush in the central arena and 
are taught to sniff around his legs without in- 
duiging in further molestations. To be the 
center of attraction of such a ferocious pack 
induces uncomfortable feelings. The frisky 
fellows might forget their part, tatter the 


pantaloong, and bitea few moutbfuls from

or to become experts in catching and killing 
rats. All kinds of watch dogs, mastiffs, St. 
Bernards, hounds, setters, and coach dogs are 
made efficient here for their several vocations, 
The professor’s forte is the training of 
mastiffs and bulldogs and this explains his 
popularity with detectives and police officers. 
Owners of large stores and warehouses and 
night watchmen areaiso anxious to possess 
reliable watchdogs who will attack burglars 
and intruders, but an intélligent, well-drilled 
mastiff or bull who is able to capture a fugi- 
tive without inflicting serious injury is an in- 
valuable companion for a ‘“‘sleuth’’ or a po- 
lice officer. ‘ 
All dogs possess certain inherent, useful 
lities which are capable of the highest 
Tivelopindet, Without the drill of a pro- 


sagacity and tact in the work for which it is 
best fitted by nature. This is analogous to 
the self-made men in art, science, and in- 
dustry. It must be conceded, however, that

a systematic education would make these men 
still greater experts and _ specialists. 
On this basis Herr Strauss reasons that 
something can done with the 
most poorly-gifted dogs and that such as are 
naturally bright will be still better qualified 
by a scientific training. He is an artist in his 
line, with few competitors, and promises to 
solve the problem of how to obtain the great- 
est service from each canine species. It is 
not necessary to enumerate in this connec- 
tion the many anecdotal details with which 
most people are familiar—the phenomenal 
feats of the St. Bernard dogs of Switzerland 
as life savers, of Newfoundlands as retrievers 
and swimmers, of spaniels as hunters and fish 
catchers, of greyhounds and staghounds in 
their races with deer, of bloodhounds in their 
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one’s ahatomy. The remarks of the attend- 
ant are reassuring, however. and when fhe 
dogs become too familiar they are 
ordered back to their kennels. A couple 
of fine. Leonbergers are picked out 
to exhibit their skill. Ina jargon composed 
of French, German, and English elements 
the stern commands, well understood by the 
dogs, resound through the yard.

City Clerk J. R. B. Van Cleave, George Mail- 
let, C. D. Gammon, and another camped re- 
cently on the Oconto River for four days.

The increase in the manufacture of fire- 
arins with their constant decrease in price are 
the two things that will work ill to the game 
birds of America, Breech-loading shotguns 
that shoot six and eight times without re- 
charging can now be bought for what thirty 
years ago was the price of a. single- 
barreled muzzle loader. Every farmer’s boy 
has his gun anda disregard for game laws. 
Nothing but strict enforcement of more 
stringent laws than are. nowon the statute 
books will avail to save the birds and mam- 
mals from the thousands of destroying hands 
now raised against them. The: number of 
birds killed by the sportsmen who have been 
named in this article may make it seem that 
even those who are interested in game pres- 
ervation do not know when to withhold their 
hands, but the hundreds that they kill by fair 
shooting in the open are as nothing to the 
thousands. that were formerly butchered from 
sneak boats and pits in the daytime and 
slaughtered from behind jacklights at night 
by the merciless pot hunters who made 
enough by the killing of the innocents during 
six months to keep them in idleness during 
the rest of the year.

a Recognition of the Common Interests 
of the Two Countries~If the Union Has 
Really Been Effected It Is of Vast Im- 
portance to Europe. 


European monarchs and statesmen are 
feeling the same kind of curiosity about the 
meaning and results of the recent reception to 
the Russian sailors at Toulon and Paris that 
the elderly ladies at a seaside resort feel at 
the close of the season about a conspicuous 
flirtation of a young couple, If an engage- 
ment had been announced that would have 
allayed the speculation; but when the parties 
separate after effusive demonstrations of re- 
gard, and nothing is authoritatively stated as 
to the future, the spectators are puzzled. In 
this case La Belle France seems to be in as 
much doubt as the sp€ctators. She certainly 
gave her Museovite caller a cordial wel- 
come, Indeed, there was a suspicion en- 
tertained by her neighbors that she was 
a little forthputting.. The Czar’s reply to M. 
Carnot’s effusive. tender of congratulations 
was not that of an ardent wooer. While the 
President was overwhelmed with joy at the 
visit and all that it implied, the Czar simply 
expressed the pleasure he felt that the Russian 
squadron had been “able to return the visit 
which the brave French sailors paid to Cron- 
stadt.’’ The French have a proverb about 
one lover offermg the kiss and the other offer- 
ing the cheek to be kissed, which would ap- 
peur to apply to this international exchange 
of amenities. Perhaps there exists a private 
understanding between the parties which it 
may be in¢onvenient to make public at this 
stage of the affair, but if so the secret is 
jealously guarded. 

Whatever the French Government may 
know of the facts the French people are evi- 
dently in doubt. Now that the wild delirium 
of the strange carnival has subsided ‘they are 
asking if the Russiang have merely paid them 
a polite call or whether they came as friends 
or as allies. In the last capacity it is devout- 
ly hoped in France the Russians may be re- 
garded, and there are several circumstances 
which afford basis forthe hope. The chief is 
that the Czar is so autberatic a ruler that the 
enthusiastic reception and the hearty response 
of the Russian Admiral would not have been 
permitted if they were repugnant. to 
the Czar’s feelings and intentions. In 
spite of his assurances to other Euro- 
pean powers, he must b2 cognizant that the 
visit and the Welcome would be interpreted as 
an evidence of a warmer regard than mere 
international courtesy. The Russian press, 
too, bas been more outspoken on the subject 
than it would have been prudent to be, in 
view of the stern censomhip exercised over 
it, if at least a tacit understanding of alliance 
did not exist. But even in the Russiar press 
the idea of the relations of the two countries 
is so vague as to imply a doubt whether the 
alliance is offensive or defensive and under 
what combination of circumstances its pro- 
visions would become operative. 

The point of real importance is that France 
maintaias the theory that the Russian visit is 
an evidence of recognition on the part of Rus- 
sia of a consolidarity of interests between the 
two countries and an intention to give her a 
moral support if not material assistance in 
her foreign complications. She has therefore 
given the visit all the éclat she was permitted 
to give with the hope that its significance 
would be appreciated by those whom it may 
eoncern. “If,’’ said a French journalist, 
** Russia and France choose to shake hands 
across Europe as intimate friends it 
i concern to either of them if 

other people have to bend their 
heads in order not to be in the way.” 
There are several heads in Europe which 
France desires to see lowered. Independently 
of her undying hostility to Germany and her 
inextinguishable hope to regain the lost prov-

The 
rivalry in Asia of Russia and England and the 
chagrin of the Czarat being stripped by 
Beaconsfield at Berlin in 1878 of the plunder 
he secured from Turkey by the treaty of San 
Stefano could find cordial sympathy in the 
nation which had seen its triumphant engi- 
neering achievement of the Suez Canal pass 
under English control and had been outwitted 
by England in the dissolution of partnershi 
in the joint occupation of Egypt. Althoug 
England was not apartyto the triple al- 
liance, and although her ascendency as to 
both nations was gained by diplomacy and 
not by war, the humiliation was as keenly 
felt as a military Gofegt would have been, and 
on no subject eoul ussia and France be so 
cordially in harmony as in a to the 
nation which had adroitly thwarted them both. 

Beyond their foreign relations the two na- 
tions have little in common. Nothing can be 
more alien to the autocratic nature of the 
Czar than the internal condition of the 
French Nation. The union, even for aggres- 
sive purposes, of a despotism almost barbaric 
in its operation with a republic in which the 
government exists by the consent of the widest 
suffrage is a union which can no more com- 
bine than can oil and water. If royalty or 


¥ the empire were restored in France the coy- 


ness of the Czar which has so depressed the 
French Government would speedily vanish 
and the alliance would be more effective than 
it can ever be while France remains a re- 
public. No man knows better’ than 
the Czar and his advisers how speedily 
and with how little cause the present exuber- 
ant affection of the French people for the 
friend who shows them courtesy in their ostra- 
cism* might be turned to hostility. The pro- 
found distrust of the people, which the Czar 
shows in his own dominions, he wili be unable

to overcome in dealing with a people whose 
history shows them to be more mercurial and 
fickle than his own. The Czar must be con- 
scious in all negotiations with M. Carnot that 
he is negotiating, not with the representative 
of a stable dynasty, but with the creature of 
a popular vote who at any time may be 
overthrown by the power that elevated him 
and be succeeded by a man who may repudi- 
ate all his predecessor’s engagements. Under 
these circumstances it would oecasion no sur- 
prise if the alliance already made or in pros- 
pect does not bind the Czar by any of its 
provisions, but simply pledges France to ren- 
der assistance to him in any emergency in 
which he may require it. It would be highly 
probable that in the event of France being en- 

aged in'a war against a power hostile to 

ussia that Russia would go to her assistance, 
but itis extremely improbable that the Czar 
has pledged himself to do so. 

Whatever may be the contingencies pro- 
vided for in the treaty of alliance between 
the two nations, the manifestations of friend- 
ship hitherto witnessed have been anti-English 
rather than anti-German. ‘t has not been at 
Berlin, Vienna, or Rome that the representa- 
tives of France and Russia have been con- 
spicuously acting in concert, but at London, 
(Constantinople, and Cairo. In all her pro- 
tests against the English occupation of Egypt 
France has been heartily supported by her 
Eastern ally. In the near ‘future the same 
policy will probably be pursued, and it would 
surprise tio one to learn that if in the 
stealthy steps by which Russia is approaching 
India she arouses British hostility England 
should find herself confronted by two ene- 
mies, either of which is more than a match 
for her in military force. The recent reports 
of France supplying Russia with a naval sta- 
tion in the Mediterranean are a further indica- 
tion of the same Objective menace of the alli- 
ance, It has long been a complaint of France 
that with England at Gibraltar and Alexandria 
at Malta and at Cyprus the Mediterranean is 
little better than an English lake. It would 
occasion her intense gratification to see a 
Russian fleet, in defiance of treaty obliga- 
tions, Bi through the Dardanelles into 
the M enaes and help her to put an end 
to English suprem in thos® waters. So

She cannot be 
blind to the fact that the chief burdens of war 
would be borne by her allies, while in this at- 
titude of armed waiting every nation must 
bear its own burden. Already her public 
debt has risen to the prodigious sum of 
$2,.580,000,000 and her financial Minister 
publicly stated that it was useless to im- 
pose fresh taxes to meet the interest and the 
expenses of the government, ad they would 
yield no more than the old ones. The people 
were weary of the continued demands for 
money and had grown adepts in the art of 
evading payment. They had, he intimated, 
become skeptical about the danger which had 
scared the government into the tripie alli- 
ance, and would rejoice at its dissolution. 
From other authorities, less embarrassed by 
the restraints of official responsibility, those 
statements receive confirmution. It is evi- 
dent that the government is face to face with 
a crisis in which it must have relief from its 
obligations to the triple alliance, or have an 
insurrection on its hands. From this dilem- 
ma even the horrors of war would relieve it 
and there isa growing fear lest in her ex- 
tremity Italy should fire the first gun. 

The whole European sky is clouded, the 
atmosphere is electrical, and the storm, when 
it does burst, will be such as the world has 
never yet seen. Never have the armies been 
so large, never have the death dealing appli- 
ances been so effective as now. It is horrible 
to think of the carnage which must follow the 
shock of the mighty hosts in conflict. 
breathless suspense that oppresses the C abi- 
nets of Europe is like the silence that pre- 
cedes the storms of nature. It is solemn, aw- 
ful, ominous. The silence is broken by the 
saturnalia at Toulon and Parisand as the 
sound of the mirth and the laughter of the 
orgie die away a more fearful gioom settles 


down on the souls of men. None know how’ 


it may be broken next. A rash diplomat, oran 
incautious general, may at any moment turn 
this strained suspense into fierce passions and 
the tumult of a conflict unprecedented in hu- 
man history. That it will be a smallfwar when- 
ever it comes is impossible. With Europe di- 
vided mto two vast camps, watching each other 
with menacing looks, the signal of conflict wiil 
be for a struggle to the death.

ONE RESULT OF WOMEN’S WORK. 


Crowding Men Out of Light and Genteel 
Occupations, 

It appears that’the displacement of young 
men by women in the labor market is becom- 
ing quite a serious question in Canada. It is 
made the subject of a somewhat sensational 
article in a Carfadian magazine, in which the 
writer declares that women’s work has made 
such progress of late years in Canada that the 
women ate underselling men and pushing 
them out of their field, so far as typewriting 
clerical work is concerned, In the course of 
this article the writer says: 

Nearly all classes of clerical work are passing 
rapidly into the hands of young women. These 
young women enter the offices with skillful fin- 
gers, winning manners, industrious ways, and 
general aptness to write letters, keep books, 
count cash, and discharge the multitudinous 
duties attaching to business life. They do their 
work satisfactorily and well. Taken altogether, 
they are neater, better-behaved, and quicker 
than young men. Norcan it be said any longer | 
that physical disabilities render them dnferior to 
young men in clerical positions where endurance 
sometimes omes a factor. ~° Experi- 
ence has clearly demonstrated that 
these young women can do whatever is required 
of them, and do it to the satisfaction of their em- 
ployers. From observation I should say that two 
young women now enter the departments at Ot- 
tawa and Washington to oné young man. What 
is true of the civil service is unquestionably true 
of all branches of business where clerks are em- 
ployed. Shops and offices are all but closed to 
young men, and each year the situation assumes 
a more fixed form. Into the lighter branches of 
labor women are entering in steadily increasing 
numbers, to the exclusion of men. it the next 
twenty years witness the same relative 
increase in the number of working 
girls and women as has taken place 
since 1870 in this country and the United 
States, we shall see young men doing the_ house-- 
work, and their sisters and mothers carrying on 
half the business of the land. As an instance of 
how the pinch is commencing to be felt, I might 
cite the case of a family consisting of two girls 
and a boy, all old enough to earn their own liv- 
ing. The young man isa wideawake, industri- 
ous, and shaves thilew. but, while his sisters are 
in good situations, he finds it impossible to se- 
cure an opening in which he could hope to even 
make the price of his board. This is by no means 
an exceptional case. Marriages are on the de- 
crease in proportion to the population. I hold, 
after giving the matter careful thought, that the 
increasing number of working girls and the fall- 
ing-off in the relative number of marriages are 
connected in the relation of cause and effect. 


This complaint is also heard in England and 
in the United States. It is quite reasonable 
to suppose that in this contraction of the 
male labor market may be found a partial 
answer to the inquiry why marriage is falling 
off in our large cities. If women absorb the 
clerical positions as they have done in France 
and clerks cannot find employment, it is 
quite evident that they cannot afford to 
marry, unless they are so fortunate as to find 
some female worker who is able and willing 
to support them, while they sit at home and 
cook the dinner. The whole question 1s an 
important and interesting one, which seems 
to threaten a partial revolution in our - pres- 
ent social system. 

{After the males are elbowed out of light, 
clean, easy, genteel occupations by. the girls 
they will have to turn their attention to 
manual employments. They must learn 
trades and become artisans of all kinds in-. 
cluding the building trudes and not surrender 
these means of livelihood to foreigners as 
they have now done. That is the proper solu- 
tion of the problem.—Eb. |

MANY WAREHOUSES BURNED 


Columns of Flame Illuminate the City 
for Three Hours Before Midnight. 


From the N. ¥. Morning Journal, Oct. 19th: 

A whirlwind of fire swept through 
nearly fifteen’ acres of buildings ina 
densely populated section of New 
York last night. 

The fire was the fiercest and most 
unmanageable that Chief Bonner and 
his brigade have ever battled with. 
Sixteen buildings were destroyed or 
badly singed, The aggregate loss is 
estimated at from 82,500,000 to $4,000,- 
OOO. 

Flames Fleet and Fierce. 

The flames ran through Campbell & 
Co.'s establishment with such fierce 
rapidity that before an alarm could 
be sounded the entire structure was 
ablaze and every building surround- 
ing it in danger. .In less than twenty 
minutes, driven on by a strong north- 
erly wind, they spanned Forty-first 
Street and ignited the seven-story 
woodwork factory of George A. Sches- 
tey & Sons. Then they turned right 
and left and ignited the buildings in 
Forty-second street on either side of 
Campbell & Co.'s, and swept on 
through the thin barriers of brick to 
the -wall-paper house of Nevins & 
Haviland, at the southwest corner of 
Tenth avenue. 

The heat was so intense that flesh 
and blood could not stand it, and the 
firemen had to retreat, but in a mo- 
ment they rallied, and, with rare 
courage, fought the flames back into 
the ruins whence they had sprung.

We accepted his advice, caine to Goslar

An hour and more of this and similar sy! van 
splendor brought us to the littie town of 
lisenburg, that lies at the,entrance to the val- 
ley of the river lise. This valley proved sim- 
ilar to that of the Oker, save that its banks 
are, if anything. more wildly picturesque and 
the stream more beautiful. Here, as every- 
where throughout the Harz, legend has been 
busy, and every stream and rock has a story. 
It is doubtful, however, ifamong the count- 
less tales that are told, there is one more 
charming than that of the origin of the Ise. 

In olden days, so the legend runs, there 
lived a Princess, wondrous fair, whose name 
was Iise. Her lover was the young knight 
Rolf, and one day when the two, accom panied 
by the fathe~-king, were out upon the hunt, 
lise’s gentle steed could not keep pace with 
the more fiery ones her comrades rode, and 


suddenly she found herseif in the forest's | 
depths alone with darkness close at hand. | 


But as she stood dismayed the Goddess of the 
Underworld appeared, and, bidding her calm 
her fears, persuaded her to spend the night 
within the Golden Castle, which she said was 
near. Puttmg herarm about the maiden’s 
neck the Goddess spoke some mystic word. 
Suddenly they sank intothe earth, and Ilse 
found herself within a realm of whose 
rich splendor human mind had  »not 
dreamed. So*charmed was she with all she 
saw that when the goddess pleaded with her to 
stay she gave consent, and joyous and con- 
tented lived .|here many days. At length, 
however, Iise’s longing for her lover grew so 
great that she implored the Goddess to per- 
mit her to return to earth. The sovereign 
said her nay-at first, but yielding to the maid- 
en's plea at last bade her go forth, but made 
her promise ere she went that she would nev- 
er tell where she had been or what her eyes 
had seen and threatened fearful punishment 
if she did. The happy maiden hastened out 
and soon was in her anxious lover's arms. He 
soon began to question her as to her where- 
abouts these many days, but she would tell 
him nothing till, in anger and distrust, he 
said she did not love him. Drawing him 
down upon & mossy bank, she knelt beside 
him and‘ began to tell the story of her.visit to 
the Underworld. Everything she told, 
leaving not a scene or action undescribed: 
The lover was surprised at first and listened 
eagerly, but as the maiden talked on, telling 
more and more, but always in the same low, 
whispering tone, drowsiness crept over him 
and he slept, but even'in his sleep he could 
still hear the murmur of his Ilse’s voice. Sud- 
deniy day dawned, and he, awakening, 
thought he heard his sweetheart’s voice, but 
she no longer knelt beside him. Starting up, 
he looked about him, and at his feet there 
flowed a tiny brook that started from the 
mossy bank where he had sat and ripplin 

gently over its pebbly bed murmur 

and whispered asitran, He knew that it was 
Iise’s voice, and also knew that he had brought 
on her the punishment that had been threat- 
ened. He built a hut beside the stream and 
lived there all his life a hermit, listening to 
the voice of Ilse. And every month when in 
the western sky the new moon shows its slen- 
der golden crescent Ilse comes forth from out

The Lise Stone, which is the chief point of 
‘interest in the valley, is a mass of dark gray 
rock that rises althost perpendicularly to a 
height of over 500 feet above the river. It is

pressive in its extent: utiful in 
the splendi@expanse of fir and beech-clad 
mountains it reveals. The summit of the 
stone is.crowned by g cross of iron erected to 
the memo of the fallen warriors of 
1813-'15, — VAS 8 

The road from the Ilse Valley to Wernige- 
rode is heavilygvooded, but open plains and 
patches of steny mountains vary its guilooks 
delightfully, Wernigerode was reached about 
4 o'clock, but driving directly through the 
town and out into the valley through which 
courses the Steinerne Renne—Stony Brook— 
the carriage took us to the end of the road- 
way, and thence we proceeded on foot. How 
shall be described the beauty of the scene 
that there awaited us? Words seem inade- 
quate, and brush or camera can give but faint 
victures nature has prepared 
wherewith to charm every traveler who comes 
to her in this- place, Steep niountain sides 
clad with pines—what idea can these words 
convey of those banks crowded close with 
trees of immense height, straight as ray of 
light, ‘their red-brown trunks crowned far 
above with giant caps of bluish-green? What 
phrase can give a conception of an earth that 
seems bnilt all of moss, spread inches deep 
with browa pine-needles, that when stirred or 
pressed by the traveler's foot give out 
a faint. but sweetly resinous: per- 
fume? What terms can picture 
a river bed, crowded, piled, and heaped with 
rocks of every size, from tiny pebble to the 
monster bowlder, over and about which soft 
green moss, ferns in tropical profusion, flow- 
ers of blue, of yellow, white, and varied tints 
grow inan abundance such as only nature 
can display when in extravaganee-loving 
mood? And what.shall tell of a mountain 
stream, pure, icy cold, and sweet as fabled 
nectar, that tumbles, slides, frolics, murmurs, 
gurgies, laughs, shouts, runs madly riot over 
this bed and all its lovely decorations? 

For haif a mile this indescribable scene ex- 
tends. It is literally half a mile of waterfall. 
When you clamber on and on, up and up, 
seorning the smooth path that has been bailt 
along the brook. and spring from rock to 
rock, slipping here, jumping there, now paus- 
ing to drink of this sweet stream that flows di- 
rect from nature’s choicest wWine-press, now 
plucking ferns and flowers—when, after half 
an hour and more of this, you reach the high- 
est point and see above you inaccessible, un- 
attainable the topmost ledge, over which a tiny 
stream pours down framedin trees stand- 
ing all in shadow save for their tiptop boughs 
that. lightened by the golden glirmomer of the 
setiing sun, stand out clearcut against the 
bright biue sky above, then, then you sit you 
down and realize that you have here the love- 
liest scene the Harz Mountains have yet re-

vealed to you. 

Baedeker tells of a hotel ** with view’ upon 
the Lindenberg, and after returning from the 
Steinerne Renne we ordered the coachman to 
take us there, the German’s Jove for a view— 
he will travel miles for an aussicht,as he terms 
it—proving contagious. Having reaehed the 
hotel, a view was discovered that was none 
the less impressive because totally unexpect- 
ed. Wandering about the grounds. a tower 
was chanced upon, and its two short flights of 
wooden steps having been climbed, the plat- 
form top was reached.

At 
the first touch of coid air | took a deep 
inspiration, and then held my _ breath 
for half a minute, in the meantime 
walking as fast asI could. During that half 
minute the pores of the skin were closed 
against the chillmg atmosphere, and by the 
time the lungs called for reinvigoration the 
body had considerably cooled and the risk of 
a chill was oVer. I recommend this practice 
to public speakers, vocalists, entertainers, and 
those who are obliged to frequent unduly 
heated rooms.

The colored people of Chicago are not only 
building homes for themselves but they are 
niso waintaining costly and handsome 
churches, Most of them are located on the 
South Side. Quinn Chapel. at the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-fourth street; 
Bethe! Church, at the corner of Dearborn and 
Thirtieth streets; St. Monica's, in the course 
of erection at the corner of Dearborn and 
Thirtieth streets; St. Thomas’ Episcopal 
Church. Mount Olivet Baptist, Bethesda Bap- 
tist, Grace Presbyterian, on the South Side, 
and St. Stephens’, on the West Side, are the 
largest and best known. 

Each of these organizations has an inter- 
esting history. Nearly all of them have 
stood by with other institutions which help to 
make up the life and character of Chicago 
and watched its wonderful growth.

Father Tolton has all of the fervency and 
emotional ardor of his race. ‘There is a 
warmth. a temper of the tropics,a lingering 
echo of the ecstasy and pathos which glim- 
mered through the mists of darker days that 
possess his personality with a fascinating 
and all-pervading charm. 

St. Monica's Church when completed will 
be one of the handsomest churches in Chica- 
go. It will not beagreat while before the 
corner-stone will be laid. Itis expected by 
the time it is ready for occupancy that Father 
Tolton will have little if anything to raise to- 
ward his building fund. Mrs. Anne O'Neil 
has given $10,000 and others have contrib- 
uted much of their means toward this colored 
priest’s work. So desirous has Father Tolton 
been to convince the world that his people 
represent a worthy race that he gave the con- 
tract for building his church to G. W. Brown, 
a colored man of the firm of Brown & Higgin- 
botham. It is expected that the church will 
be ready for occupancy some timein the 
early spring. 

The Rev. John F. Thomas will be remem- 
bered ag the pastor of the colored Baptist 
church, known as the Mount Olivet, which is 
on Harmon court, directly under the tracks of 
the South Side elevated roud. This is one of 
the largest and most flourishing of the colored 
congregations in the city. It carries a mem- 
bership of nearly 2,000, which is constantly 
increasing. The structure on Harmon court 
was long ago felt to be inadequate for the 
uses of this thrifty congregation, and now 
that the elevated road brings its ceaseless 
rumbling to disturb the services Mr. Thomas 
is endeavoring to raise money by which he 
will be able to move his flock into more mod- 
ern and commodious surroundings. A valua- 
ble piece of ground has been purchased at the 
corner of Dearborn and Twenty-sixth streets, 
and it is expected that by the opening of spring 
work will have been commenced upon the 
new structure. 

Mr. Thornas is one of the most influential 
of the colored preachers in Chicago. He is a 
Kentuckian by birth, and began. his minis- 
terial eareer in his native Stute at Bowling 
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Green. Hehas been eminently successful, 

nd was called to this city on account of his 
fitness for the arduous duties which it was 
known he would have to assume. Since he 
has been here his church has grown from a 
Struggling weakling to one of the strongest 
see | by the colored people. Mr. Thomas 
is a pulpit orator of much power, and has the 
fine native eloquence which distinguishes so 
many of his race. Heis much interested in 
all reforms and is thoroughly alive to the 
needs of his people. He is ailsoa Pythian in 
high standing, and is sought as an authority 
by the colored Pythians upon all matters per- 
taining to the order. He was recently elected 
President of the Western States African Bap- 
tists’ conference held at Atchison, Kas.

Birch is one of the best educated ministers 
among the colored people here, and is widely 
known as a man of strong character and _— 
ability. He taxes great interest in public affairs, 
and has ready sympathy for all movements 
that seek to lessen opportunities for crime. 
His congregation includes many of the best of 
Chicago's colored citizens. It will be some 
cates alone there will be any necessity for 
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Dr. Birch’s flock changing its place of wor- 
ship. Heis pleasantly situated within easy 
reach of his members’ homes, and, unlike his 
coileague, Dr. Thomas, has no neighboring 
annoyances to compel him to seek a more de- 
sirable locality for his church. 

St. Thomas’ Protestant Episcopal Church 
may be said to be the most fashionable col- 
ored church in Chicago, although it does not 
by any means possess the handsomest edifice. 
In spite of this drawback the colored votaries 
of fashion single out St. Thomas’ from among 
the other churches as their particular place of 
worship. Whether this is because of the im- 
posing high church service which the rector, 
Dr. Thompson, has inaugurated or for some 
other just and sufficient cause is not knowr. 
It perhaps answers the purpose of this mo- 
ment to chronicle the fact. 

Dr. Thompson was born in the City of Bal- 
timore about forty-five years ago. e was 
educated at the Baltimore public and Normal 
schools and at St. Paul’s College at Elmira, 
N. Y. He began his ministerial work at St. 
Louis in 1874, was elevated to the priesthood 
in 1877, and founded All Saints’ Church in 
that city during that same year. In 1879 he 
came to Chicago and founded St. Thomas’. 
He has been here now seventeen years and 
has succeeded in impressing his strong per- 
sonality upon the people among whom he has 
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labored. His strength does not seem to lie 
in his power asa pulpit, orator, but in an 
earnestness which characterizes his every en- 
deavor and impresses with its sincerity and 
desire to promote the usefulness of the church. 

The Grace Presbyterian Church is among 
the newer eo tions. It was organized 
by the Rev. M. H. Jackson, the present pas- 
tor, in 1888. Mr. Jackson has an interesting 
history. He was born a slave in Virginia in 
1850. His early life was spent in his native 
State with little chance to acquire knowledge 
of any sort. At the close of the war he came 
North with the Thirteenth Regiment of Brook- 
lyn. The bulk of, his education was received 
at Lincoln University. He was 30 years 
old when he entered the preparatory

Mr. Jackson conelyded his theological cuurse 
in 1888 and came to Chicago. Grace Pres- 
byterian Church ig the result of his: iabors 
here. By the assistance of Mrs. David Brown 
of Princeton, N. J., he has built a substantial 
church structure and paid for it. work 
of the Presbyterian Church is comparatively 
new among the colored people of Chicago, 
but Mr. Jackson’s labors Tove been crowned 
with much success and the membership of his 
church is constantly on the increase. 

St. Stephen's A. M. E, Church is the largest 
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and oldest congregation on the West Side. 
The Rev, D. oe Brown is its pastor. Mr. 
Brown is a son of the late Bishop Brown of 
the A. M. E. Church and is regarded among 
the ablest of the younger men in that church. 
He is doing’splendid work among the colored 
people of the west section, and bids fair to be 
one of the most popular pastors wlio have 
been there in recent years. 

There are a number of missions that are 
also doing good work among the colored pco- 
ple here, but there is only space to mention 
those men who have the widest influence and 
hold the firmest place inthe popular mind. 


SETTING TYPE AT LONG RANGE, 


An Electric Invention by Which Type Is 
Set in Distant Places, 

New Orleans Picayune: Donald Murray,a 
newspaper man, of Sydney, New South 
Wales, employed on the Sydney Morning 
Hera!ld, has inyented and patented in this and 
other countriesja device which bids fair to 
revolutionize the methods of newspapers all 
the world over. 

By this invention an operator in New York, 
with a key-board before him like that of an 
ordinary typewriter, can not only produce 
typewritten copy in New Orleans but, it is 
claimed, can operate a typesetting machine 
here and deliver his matter thus in lead ready 
Not only that, but the same 
operator, by using a number of telegraph 
lines, can set up the same copy simultaneous- 
ly in a dozen different places. In this operation 
only ordinary telegraphic currents are used, 
such as are capable of being relayed, and are 
subject to all conditions of ordinary teleg- 
raphy. The work can be done with the same 
speed as an ordinary typewriter is operated, 
and dispenses with all clockwork mechanism, 
synchronously moving type wheels, and other 
cum brous devices. It is said to be capable of 
manipulating some eighty different charac- 
ters. 

The invention consists of two very simple 
elements. One is a transmitter and transmits 
a certain combination of tive short positive 
and negative currents. The other is an inter- 
preter, by the passage through which of a cer- 
tain combination of positive and 
negative currents a_ lever is re- 
leased and makes electrical contact, 
thus energizing a particular electro-magnet, 
which operates a type key. A given combi- 
nation of currents only unloéks a certain 
corresponding key. The transmitter consists 
of thirty-two elements, arranged like the 
keys of a typewriter, together with shift-key 
arrangements similar to those on the type- 
writer, and the interpreter is equipped to 
correspond. 

The Scientific American gives the following 
description of the mechanism and use of the 
invention: ‘* The transmitter has a series of 
keys, each consisting of a rod operating a pe- 
culiarly’constructed pole changer. and com- 
prises a commutator having on the side par- 
allel rows of stationary contacts connected 
in parallel with the line, and having a por- 
tion of the connections crossed, the commu- 
tator having its top surface inclined and its 
lower surface, inclined at right angles to the 
inclination of the top surface,a key sliding 
adjacent to the commutator, and a contact 
block having a spring connection with the key- 
carrying contacts adapted to connect with a 
surface of electricity, the contact block being 
arranged to move downward on one side of 
the commutator, and to slide inward and move 
upward so as to make contact with the con- 
tacts of the commutator. The interpreter 
comprises a series of electro-magnets adapted 
to connect with a line through mech- 
anism for printing a chaftacter or operating a 
key of the keyboard machine, each quadrant 
having a series of teeth a different combi- 
nation from the teeth of any other quadrant 
in the series, Swinging detente adapted to 
be actuated by the magnets engage the teeth 
of the quadrants, and ele@trically and auto- 
matically rotated shafts “adapted to be set 
in motion by the closingodf the circuit in 
which the vadrants are arranged to 
carry sisctindlien to return the quadrants 
to locked position. Oneof the transmitter 
keys operates the space key-of the typewriter 
and three other transmitter keys operate the 
shift-key mechanism, shifting the capitals, 
lower case, or figures. When the paper car- 
riage of the typewriter comes to the end of 
a line it may be returned by the attendant at 
the receiving station by an automatic mechan- 
ism provided for this purpose. The gal- 
vanometer on the main line at each 
station indicates when a current is passing. 
When the instruments are not in use the bells 
are put in circuit and, when the interpreters 
are left in circuit, the operator at either sta- 
tion can senda message to the other station, 
where it will be recorded on the typewriter 
without an attendant being present, the proc- 
ess being automatic, and it being only neces- 
sary to provide a sufficient amount of paper 
in the typewriter to receive the message.”’

ALL-KNOW MR. GOULD. 
HE KEEPS THE FAMOUS OLD BOOK. 
STORE AT WASHINGTON, D. 0. 


Fow Public Men in Many Years Have Es- 
caped His Attention, ahd Most of Them 
Have Been His Customers=Some of His 
Interesting Recdliections of the Men 
He Has Known—He Avoids Tom 
Reed's Trade, as the Maine Statesman 
Always Gets the Best of the Bargain. 


Wasnineron, D. C., Nov. 6.—|Special Cor- 
respondence.]|—Whoever has been in Wash- 
ington has gone to the Capitol. There are 
ways and ways of getting there, but usually 
the walk is preferable if you have the time, 
and asarule you have timé@; every one in 
Washington has that. 

On the way to the Capitol near the foot of 
the hill is the old book store—the cwuriosity 
shop of Pennsylvania avenue. ny it isa 
winter’s day the proprietoy sits in front, out- 
side, reading a musty volume, It 
is not good manners to refer to 
what a man wears, no matter what 
one’s relations with him may begbut this old 
man of the curiosity shop strikes one at once 
by his apparel, which suggests Daniel Web- 
ster’s remark about the venerable men who 
had come down to him from a former gener- 
ation. Few public men of his time 
have escaped the attention of Mr. 
Gould, who keeps this old book store. If 
his stock had been struck by a Kansas cyclone 
it would be nomore distracted than it is. 
And yet if he is asked if he has a patent office 
report of any year when that document was 
issued orfor any other publication which is 
out of print—if tie has it he will go to the very 
pile where it is and hand it out. ‘ 

During the recent extraordinary session ex- 
Speaker Reed dropped in on this oid man and 
inquired for a German grammar which 
probably few men .ever heard of. The 
proprietor had it, but ft was noticed that he 
made no active movement to find it, and the 
Maine statesman walked out. A gentieman 
who was present said to Gould: 

** Didn't you have it?” 

Gould said he had, “but,”’ he continued, 
‘I’ve had dickerings before with Tom Reed. 
I never made a cent on any book I sold him. 
He’s the cutest Yankee in a trade I ever saw. 
To save my soul 1 can’t beat him, but he al- 
ways beats me, and I jyst made up my mind 
that when he came ih here any more and 
asked for anything I'd tell him I didn’t have 
it. There’s no way of not getting skinned 
when he comes aftound.” 

Mr. Gould is outspoken in all his dealings 
and about allmen, but when a Senator or 
Representative wants anything in the book 
line he always tries the old curiosity shop first. 


Has Seen Many Public Men, 


** You have seen a good many public men 
in your time, Mr. Gould?’ he was asked. 

‘**A good many. Yes, sir. I. used to see 
more than Ido now, They used to walk to 
the Capitol in what we call the guod old days, 
but now the average Senator or Congress- 
man thinks he must ride, unless it is when his 
constituents are in town, and then he waiks. 
The object is two fold. It makes the constitu- 
ent think his Representative is democratic 
and it saves the Representative from paying 
extra car fare.”’ 

This idea pleased Mr. Gould, who rubbed 
his hands and chuckled. This mannerism of 
Mr. Gould is the only unpleasant thing about 
him, and that wouldn’t be so distasteful if it 
did not remind one of Dickens’ portrait of 
Uriah Heep. 

‘* There have been a good many books writ- 
ten by our latter day statesmen, Mr. Gould. 
Which seems to have the best sale?’’ 

‘* Mr. Blaine’s ‘Twenty Years of Congress,’ 
sir. I have hard work supplying the de- 

: ‘Grant’s Memoirs’ a good 
seller?’’ 

‘For awhile, sir. There was a great de- 
mand, but the trouble was it became a glut 
in the market. If it hadn’t been for the ne- 
groes ‘Grant’s Memoirs’ would have sold 
better.”’ 

‘*How did the negroes interfere with its 
sale?”’ 

* Well, I will explain. When that book was 
first issued there were a good many negroes 
had work from the government, and the book 
agents would go to them and tell them if they 
didn’t buy the book they’d lose their jobs. 
The negro wasn’t a8 smart then as he is now, 
and every one of them in Washington, Vir- 
ginia, and Maryland bought the book. Ninety 
per cent couldn’t have told from looking at 
the book or into it whether it was the 
memoirs of Grant or Robinson Crusoe. 
The reason was that a8 soon as Cleveiand was 
elected the negroes began to flock in here 
with their memoirs of Grant and they sold 
them for anything. The same thing was done 
to a greater or less extent all over the 
country. That is what I mean by gay ing that 
the book is a glut in the market.”’ 

‘* Has President Cleveiand ever honored 
you with a call?” 

‘No. Mr.Cleveland is not much of a prowler. 
He ig like Mr. Arthut in that respect more 
than any President I have known. Mr. 
Arthur always rode in his carriage. So does 
Mr. Cleveland.”’ 


His Remembrance of Lincoln. 


‘* Who was the most democratic President 
of your time?”’ 

‘*T reckon Mr. Lincoln would have been 
if it had not been for the war. Why, when Mr. 
Lincoln first came to Washington he used to 
go out to the ball grovwhd on the old circus 
lot, taking Tad with him. Ive seen him 
stretch himself out on a plank and watch the 
game to theefinish, and then he would walk 
ba¢k to the White House with Tad ahold 
of his arm. But as the war progressed he 
had no time to think abowt baseball... It was 
a great pity. tod, for he loved that game, I 
reckon, better than anybody, But it was 
played different then, from what it is now. I 
reckon he wouldn’t much interested in it 
now—if he was living, I mean.”’ 

‘+ You were here in the times of Buéhanan?”’ 

Mr, Buchan- 
an was very democratic in his way. He 
didn’t think anything of going into the bar- 
room in Willard’s and pou out his own 
drink, and of asking everybody in the house 
to come up and join him, and he always had 
plenty of company. Hé was very often seen 
on the avenue.”’ 

‘** How about Pierce?’’ , 

‘*] never heard of Mr. Pierce beitigin a bar- 
room. If he drank I reckon he had his own 
private bottle. But he was often seen on the 
avenue. There was one thing about Mr. 
Pieree which I think most people who knew 
him have forgotten—that Was his hospitality. 
No man ever made an appeal to Mr. Pierce in 
vain if it was in Mr. Pierce’s power to grant 
it. The result was that when he walked along 
the avenue the beggars waylaid him, and he 
never turned one of them away that ever I 
heard of.

rose in exultation with 

the thought that he 

had closed the long 

catalogue of tragedies, 

crimes, intrigues, and 

infamies which for untold ages had constit- 

tuted the history of the stone. To possess 

that glittering lump of crystal, to call it their 

own, to display it to the world, even to take 

it by stealth at rare intervals from its hiding 

place and gloat over its beauty, men had for 

century after century sold their honor, be- 
trayed friends and country, and not scrupled 

at the commission of the most fearful crimes. 

In the never-ending struggle for its possession 

oceans of blood had been shed and myraids of 

lives sacrificed. It had glittered in the crowns 

of tyrants, decked the beauty of the fairest 

women, served as the chief adornment of 

monstrous idols, been wrested from owner 

after owner as the chiefest prize of conquest, 
and as it passed from hand to hand its course 
had been marked by scenes of striking cruelty 
or shameless crime. 
The history of the Rajah’s diamond, ac- 

cording to the New York Herald, is that of 

most of the great historic gems of which we 

have any knowledge. What could be more 

tragic, more fraught with direful results to 


humanity, .than the career of that most fa-_ 


mous of all gems, the mighty ‘** Mountain of 
Light,.”’ which now forms the chief treasure 
among the crown jewels in England? 

In the very dawn of the Worli’s history, 
some 5,000 years ago, so the Indian legend 
tells us, a mighty mass of crystal, many times 
larger than any other diamond of which there 
is any record, was found in the famed mine of 
Golconda by Karna, the herocelebrated in the 
Mahabarata. What its history was for the 
succeeding 3,500 years we know not, but in 
the early part of the sixteenth century it ap- 
peared in the possession of Baber, the con- 
quering founder of the Mogul Dynasty. The 
first precise description we have of the stone 
is given by the French traveler Tavernier, 
who in 1665 saw it in the treasury of one of 
Baber’s successors. He describes it as being 
rudely cut in the from of an egg, and weigh- 
ing 280 carats, the original weight of 793% 
carats having been reduced, so he was in- 
formed, by unskillful cutting. 

In 1739 Nadir Shah, the conqueror of Per- 
sia, became the possessor of the greatest dia- 
mond of the world, when, seeing it glitter in 
the turban of the vanquished Mogul, he 
jocosely remarked: “ Let us change turbans.”’ 
It was Nadir who gave the gem the name of 
Koh-i-noor, by which it has since been known. 
Again the prize of conquest it was brought 
back to India by Runjert Singh, Maharajah 
of Lahore, from whose degenerate ancestor, 
Dhuleep Singh, who recently died a pensioner 
of the Queen, the stone was finally surrendered 
to the British conquerors of India. A _ dia- 
mond weighing 13° carats and supposed to 
be a fragment of the original stone spoken of 
by Tavernier was obtained by Abbas Mirza 
in 1832 at the storming of Coocha, in Khor- 
assan, where it was said to have been found in 
— of a peasant, who used it to strike 


Dhuleep Singh never forgot that he had 
once been the owner of the ** Mountain of 
Light,”’ and the memory of what he had lost 
rankled in his breast up to his death, in Paris 
a few weeks ago. 

There are few more touching episodes in 
the history of fallen princes than the scene at 
Windsor Custle when Dhuleep, then grown to 
manhood, as the ward of his conqueror, 
humbly asked and obtained leave to place the 
jewel that had once been his on the hand of 
the Queen. 

* | was only a child when I surrendered it,”’ 
said he, ‘‘and Iknew nothing of the treaty, 
but now I am old enough to understand.”’ 

His wish was conveyed to the Queen, who 
was deeply gratified, and Dhuleep was at once 
accorded an audience. The jewel was placed 
in his hand, and for some moments he toyed 
with it, gazing into its limpid depths. What 
thoughts there must have passed through his 
mind as there came to him the memories of 
the power and glory of his royal line, of which 
the gem had been the proudest symbol? Then 
he sighed, and handing the stone to the Queen 
remarked formally that it afforded him much 
pleasure to place it on the hand of his sover.

Another 

world famous stone is the Florentine or the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany. 

- There is a question whether it was this gem 
orthe smaller Sancy diamond which was 
worn by the ill-fated Charles the Bold on the 
fatal field of Granson, where it was picked up 

a common soldier, who, taking it for a 
piece of rock crystal, sold it fora mere trifle 
to the first comer. The Florentine afterward 
passed into the possession of the Grand Duke 
of Tuscany, and is now one of the crown jew- 
els of Austria. It is rose cut, oblong in form, 
of a fine yellow color, and weighs 133 carats. 

The Sancy diamond, one of the most fa- 
mous gems in European history, was recently 
offered for sale in Paris by a syndicate of 
speculators in precious stones. In spite of 
the oft repeated statement there is little foun- 
dation for the story that it was the Sancy and 
not the Florentine which figured at the battle 
of Granson. Indeed, of its early history ab- 
soluteiy nothing is known up to the time 
when we find thestone in the -possession of 
Nicolas Harlay de Sancy toward the close of 
the sixteenthcentury. 

This Sancy, chief of the Swiss Guards of 
Henry IV. of France, wasa clever diplomatist 
and financier and was greatly devoted to the 
King, on. whose behalf he contracted many 
loans, giving in some instances jewels of his 
own as security. On one occasion Sancy 
pawned his great diamond for what was in 
those days the immense sum of 83,400 
crowns and redeemed it a year afterward. 
There are records in 1602 and 1604 of at- 


weight was 780}¢ carats, but repeated cuttings 
reduced it to its present weight of 280 carats. 
While this is largely in ex of the weight 
of the Orloff stone, there are not a few lapi- 
daries who believe that the Great Mogul is 
not a diamond at all, but merely a white eap- 
phire of extraordinary luster. More precious 
even than the gems of the;purest white water 
are the ex ingly rare blue diamonds, the 
most famous of which takes its name from its 

urchaser, A. J, Beresford Hope, the London 
Gas ker. Itis said that this _ is merel 
one-half of the historic blue diamond whic 
adorned the collar of. the Order of the Golden 
Fleece worn by Louis XV., and which was 
stolen during the revolution. Thecompanion 
half ia gaid to have been disposed of several 
years ago at the sale of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick’s collection. 

Mr. Hope’s diamond weighs forty carats 
and is perfect in form and cutting, Only two 
other blue diamonds of considerable size are 
known. One, known as the Blue Star, is of a 
milky tint, and the other, of purest azure hue, 
which formerly belonged to Marie Antoinette, 
is nowin the collection of a Parisian ama- 
teur. 

A magnificent diamond, known as the * Im- 
perial * and weighing 180 carats, was sold a 
few years ago to an Indian potentate for 
8,000,000 francs, probably the largest price 
paid for a diamond in modern times, in spite 
of the. fact that it was newly cut and 
no historical value. 

Among the lesser of the great gems is the 
‘‘ Shah of Persia,” a gift to the Czar from the 
Persian Prince Chosrees. son of Abbas Mirza, 
and the * Pole Star,” belonging to the Rus-

tempts to sell the stone to the Duke of Man- 
tua. Marie de Medici appears to have been 
eager to possess it, but the price was a little 
too high even for the King. and in 1604 it 
was sent to Constantinople in the hope of 
finding a purchaser in the person of 
the Sultan. This failed, and in_ the 
same year the gem was sold by Sancy’s 
brother, the French Ambassador at London, 
to James I. for 60,000 crowns, the terms 
being that the King should pay one-third on 
the spot, one-third in six months, and the 
balance at the expiration of one yeur.. James 
bequeathed the diamond to his son, Charies 
T., and it became part of the jewels of his 
Queen, Henrietta Maria of France, who, on the 
outbreak of the revolution, took it to France 
to pledge it and raise money for the royal 
cause. 

At virious times she raised large sums, giv- 
ing as security, among other jewels, the two 
diamonds known as the *‘ Grand Sancy’’ and 
the ** Mirror of Portugal,’’* both of which 
passed into the hands of the Due d’Epernon 
in part payment of the principal. This was 
in 1657, and in the same year both diamonds 
became the property of Cardinal Mazarin. 
who at his death bequeathed them to the 
French crown as a portion of the famous col- 
lection of diamonds known as the * Eighteen 
Mazarins.’’ 

The ** Grand Sancy”’ is thus. described in 
the inventory of the crown diamonds, drawn 
up on Sept. 10, 1691: : 

‘* A very large and deep diamond called ‘ Le 
Sancy.’ given to the crown by the late Car- 
dinal Mazarin, cut in facets on both sides in 
pendant form, of the finest water, white and 
brilliant, perfect in all points, weighing 53%¢ 
carats, which, having no equal, is of inesti- 
mable value, and which, for the formal pur- 
poses of this inventory, is declared to be 
worth 600,000 livres.”’ 

At his coronation Louis XV. wore a crown 
surmounted by the Sancy, and when the 

Queen entered Paris Oct. 4, 1728, she wore

On many occasions Marie 
Antoinette wore the Sancy in various mounts, 
and when the crown jewels were sent to 
Amsterdam to be recut the Sancy alone was 
permitted to retain the pendant form and 
primitive cutting, which remain unchanged to 
the present day. 

When a band of robbers during the revolu- 
tion broke into the Garde Meuble and carried 
off the crown jewels the Saney was stolen, but 
was soon afterward recovered te play'an im- 
portant part in sustaining the armies of the 
new born republic. With other crown jewels 
it was pledged with the Marquis d’Iranda of 
Madrid as security for sums advanced to sup- 
ply horses for the republican artillery and 
cavairy. The loan was repaid, but the Mar- 
quis or his heirs failed to return the diamond, 
and transferred it to Godoy, Prince of the 
Peace, from whose hands it passed in 1809 to 
Joseph Bonaparte. ' 

For nearly twenty years it disappeared from 
view, but in 1828 it was again in the posses- 
sion of the Godoy family, and four years 
afterward was sold to Prince Paul Demidoff, 
the most prodigal Prince in Europe, who, in 
the costume of an Indian Rajah, wore the gem 
in his turban at a masked ball jit at the 
Tuileries in 1865.

All the greatest diamonds in the world are, 
so far as their history has been traceable, of 
Oriental origin. Although the mines of Brazil, 
discovered in 1727, have been wonderfully 
productive of stones of the purest water, few 
of them have been of extraordinary size. The 
largest was the famous “ Star of the South,’’ 
which, after being cut in London in 1854, 
weighed 124 carats. 

Many large stones, most of which were of 
inferior quality, have been found in South 
Africa since the discovery of the great Kim- 
berley Mine in 1867. Probably the most im- 
portant of them was the “‘ Stewart’ which is 
credited with a weight of 288% carats. 

An exceedingly interesting series of models 
in rock crystal of all the great diamonds of 
the world was’ made in 1858 by order of the 
Emperor Napoleon III. Their shape, cutting, 
and precise tints of color were accurately 
copied, 

During the Franco-German War this singu- 
lar collection was removed for safety to Cher- 
bourg, ready to be transferred to England in 
the event of the flight of the imperial family. 
The sudden collapse of the empire changed 
the plan and the collection is now on exhibi- 
tion in the Louvre with the French crown 
jewels,
